sion Laws or 1925, Such Sum or Sums NECESSARY TO 
Meet THE EXPENSES oF ConpucTING Saip ELECTION. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawait: 


Section 1. To fill the vacancy in the membership of the Leg- 
islature of 1927, caused by the death of Representative-elect Levi 
L. Joseph, of the Third Representative District of the Territory 
of Hawaii, the Governor shall cause a special election to be held. 
Such election shall conform, in all respects except as otherwise 
provided herein, to the regular biennial elections held under the 
provisions of Chapter 10 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925. 


Section 2. At least fifteen days before such special election, 
the Governor shall issue an election proclamation and transmit 
copies of the same to the Boards of Inspectors where such election 
is to be held. 


Section 3. At such special election no person shall be per- 
mitted to stand as a candidate for election to fill such unexpired 
term unless he shall be nominated and so requested in writing, 
signed by not less than twenty-five duly qualified electors of the

Third Representative District, and in which he is requested to be 
a candidate. The nomination shall, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, be deposited with the Secretary of the Territory not less 
than ten days before the day of such special election. 

Each nomination shall be accompanied by a deposit of twenty- 
five dollars on account of the expenses attending the election, 
which amount shall be paid into the treasury as a government 
realization. 


Section 4. The primary election laws shall not apply-to the 
election herein provided for. 


Section 5. The Governor is hereby authorized and directed 
to transfer to the Secretary of the Territory so much money as 
may be necessary from the contingent fund of the Governor as 
provided by Act 263 of the Session Laws of 1925, to meet the 
expenses of conducting said election. 


SecTion 6. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

The sum of seven thousand five hundred dollars 
($7,500.00) is hereby appropriated out of any moneys in the 
Treasury of the Territory of Hawaii, not otherwise appropriated, 
for the purpose of completing the widening and construction of 
Front Street, Lahaina, Maui, and completing the construction and 
extension of the sea wall along said street from the fish market to 
the intersection of the Lahainaluna Road and Front Street, as

Section 2. The sum hereby appropriated shall be disbursed on 
warrants drawn by the Auditor of the Territory of Hawaii upon 
vouchers drawn by the Superintendent of Public Works, who 
shall have charge of the construction of said street and sea wall; 
provided, however, that the Superintendent of Public Works 
shall contract for the completion of the widening and construction 
of said street and the construction and extension of said sea wall 
if a satisfactory bid can be obtained; but in case a satisfactory bid 
cannot be obtained, or no bids are received, the Superintendent of 
Public Works is hereby authorized to perform the work by day 
labor, but in no case shall the sum so spent be in excess of seven 
thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500.00). Only citizens shall be 
employed in such work, and preference of employment shall be 
given to citizen residents of the Lahaina district as far as prac- 
ticable.

Any 
person who unlawfully or maliciously cuts, tears, defaces, dis- 
figures, soils, obliterates, breaks or destroys, any book, pamphlet, 
map, chart, picture, photograph, engraving, manuscript, statue, 
coin, model, apparatus, specimen, or any work of literature or 
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object of art or curiosity deposited in any public library, travel- 
ing library, gallery, museum, collection, fair or exhibition, or 
deposited in any such collection belonging to any incorporated col- 
lege, or to any other institution devoted to educational, scientific, 
literary, artistic, historical or charitable purposes, shall be guilty 
of malicious injury and shall be punished by imprisonment for a 
term of not more than one year, or by a fine not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, or by both fine and imprisonment.” 


Section 2. Section 4296 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 4296. Unlawful removal of books and other articles 
from libraries, galleries, museums or exhibits. Any person who 
removes or assists in removing any book, pamphlet, map, chart, 
picture, photograph, engraving, manuscript, statue, coin, model, 
apparatus, specimen, or any work of literature, or object of art 
or curiosity deposited in any public library, traveling library, gal- 
lery, museum, collection, fair or exhibition, or deposited in any 
such collection, belonging to any incorporated college, or to any 
other institution devoted to educational, scientific, literary, artis- 
tic, historical or charitable purposes, except with the approval of 
the authorities of such institution, shall be punished by imprison- 
ment for a term of not more than one year, or by a fine not 
exceeding one thousand dollars, or by both fine and imprison- 
ment.”

Such child or children or 
the parents thereof may petition the Registrar General of Vital 
Statistics to have the birth record amended to make such birth 
legitimate and to insert therein the name of the father, and the 
Registrar General is hereby directed to make such amendments 
upon being satisfied that such child or children has or have been 
legitimated.”

Section 1375 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
as amended by Act 229 of the Session Laws of 1925, is hereby 
further amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1375. Delinquent tax lists of uncollectible taxes; 
publication of delinquent lists. On or before December 1 of each 
year each tax assessor shall prepare a list of all delinquent taxes 
which in his judgment are not collectible and shall submit such 
list to the treasurer, auditor and attorney general of the territory. 
Such items on the lists as are approved by the treasurer, the attor- 
ney general and the auditor, shall be recorded in special books in 
the tax office as uncollectible, and shall be removed from the 
other books kept by the assessor. The only effect of such transfer 
shall be to make it unnecessary to annually compute the interest 
and penalties upon such items. 


Each tax assessor shall also, on or before December 1 of each 
year, prepare, sign, certify, post and maintain publicly for six 
months in the tax assessor’s office and the district court for that 
district, a complete list of all names of the delinquent taxpayers 
in his division and the amount of assessed taxes, penalties and 
interest remaining delinquent by each such taxpayer, including

those delinquencies which have been submitted to the treasurer, 
auditor, and attorney general pursuant to the above paragraph.”

Hawau 1925, Recratinc to Deputy SHeErirrs, Potice 
OFFICERS AND OTHER EMPLOYEES IN THE Po.ice DEpart- 
MENT OF THE City AND County oF Hono.Lutu. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Section 1831 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1831. Police officers and other employees. The 
sheriff shall have power to appoint under civil service regulations, 
as provided by law, such persons and employees, and at such 
salaries as may he allowed from time to time by the board of 
supervisors; provided, that no civil service regulation shall be 
construed to prevent the board from abolishing any position 
theretobefore allowed, and revoking the salary or compensation 
therefor and, in such case, the person dismissed, if in good stand- 
ing, may by written request to the sheriff within thirty days be 
placed at the top of any list of eligibles for civil service appoint- 
ment. And the sheriff further, shall have power to appoint and 
remove at pleasure any deputy sheriff and one stenographer not 
under civil service, and at such salaries or compensation as may 
be allowed by the board of supervisors. 

“Each deputy shall, within his respective district, have the 
powers and, under the direction and control of the sheriff, per- 
form the duties required by law of the sheriff. 

“This section shall not be construed to require the examination 
of any person or employee appointed by the sheriff and who is in 
office on the date this Act becomes effective.” 


Section 2, This Act shall take effect upon its approval. 
Approved this 25th day of March, A. D. 1927.

($10,000.00) ror THE IMPROVEMENT OF WAIMEA Park AT 
WaIMEA, KAUAI. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawati: 


Section 1. The sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out 
of the special fund designated as Special Land Sales, Kauai, for 
the purpose of improving the Waimea Public Park acquired by 
the Territory of Hawaii under the provisions of Act 89, Session 
Laws, 1925. 


SecTION 2. The said sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) 
hereby appropriated, or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
shall be disbursed on warrants drawn by the Auditor based on 
vouchers approved by the Commissioner of Public Lands, who 
shall perform such improvements by contract or through the 
Board of Supervisors of the County of Kauai as provided by law. 


Section 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

AN ACT to AvTHORIZE AND PROVIDE FOR THE MANUFACTURE, 
MAINTENANCE, DistrRIBUTION AND SuppLty oF ELEcTRIC 
CurrENT For Light AND PowER WITHIN HANAPEPE, IN 
THE District or WAIMEA, ISLAND AND County oF Kavatl. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Jose Gomes, of Hanapepe, District of Waimea, 
County of Kauai, Territory of Hawaii, his associates, successors

and assigns, or such corporations as he may or they shall cause to 
be incorporated under the laws of the Territory of Hawaii, (he or 
they being hereafter referred to as “the association”), are hereby 
granted the right, authority and privilege to manufacture, sell, 
furnish and supply electric light, electric current, or electric power, 
in Hanapepe, in the District of Waimea, on the Island of Kauai, 
Territory of Hawaii, for lighting the streets, roads, public and pri- 
vate buildings, or for motive power, or for any other purpose 
which the association may deem advisable, and from time to time 
for the term of fifty years, for the purposes herein mentioned, to 
construct, maintain and operate suitable poles, lines, wires, cables, 
lamps, lamp posts, conductors, conduits, and such other appli- 
ances and appurtenances as may from time to time be necessary 
for the transmission, distribution, or supply of electricity to con- 
sumers thereof, under, along, upon and over the streets, side- 
walks, roads, squares, bridges, alleys and lanes in said Hanapepe, 
and to connect the said wires, lines and conductors with any man- 
ufactory, private or public buildings, lamps, lamp posts, or other 
structure or object and the place of source of supply. 


Secrion 2. Rules and Regulations. That the Board of Super- 
visors of the County of Kauai is hereby authorized to make and 
from time to time change, amend, or add to reasonable rules reg- 
ulating the placing of poles and wires, the insulation of wires and 
apparatus carrying electric current, the excavation of conduits, 
and the maintenance in good repair of all poles, wires and appa- 
ratus, and generally concerning the manufacture and supply of 
electricity which may be necessary or proper for the public safety 
and welfare. If, at any time, the association, after reasonable no- 
tice given to it in writing, shall fail to observe or execute the 
‘rules and regulations hereinabove provided for relative to the 
placing of poles and wires, the insulation of wires and apparatus 
carrying electric current, and the repair of all poles and appliances, 
the Board of Supervisors of the County of Kauai, after giving 
the association reasonable notice thereof in writing of its inten- 
tion so to do, may proceed to enforce such rules regulating the 
placing of poles and wires, the insulation of wires and apparatus 
carrying electric current, the excavation of conduits, and the 
maintenance in good repair of all poles, wires and apparatus, and 
make such repairs as may be necessary to enforce such rules, and 
the actual cost thereof may be recovered from the association by 
the County of Kauai. 


Section 3, Poles not to interfere with streets. That all poles, 
lines, wires, cables, lamps, lamp posts, conductors, conduits and 
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other apparatus constructed, maintained, or operated under, along, 
upon or over the streets, sidewalks, roads, squares, bridges, alleys 
and lanes in said Hanapepe, shall be so constructed and maintained 
and operated by the association as not to interfere unnecessarily 
with the «tse of such streets, sidewalks, reads, squares, bridges, 
alleys and lanes by the public. 


SECTION 4. Plant subject to inspection. That the entire plant, 
corporation books and accounts of the association shall at all times 
be subject to the inspection of the public utilities commission of 
the Territory of Hawaii and the Treasurer of the County of 
Kauai. 


Secrion 5. Meters, charges, reasonableness, how determined. 
That the association shall have the right to maintain, operate, and 
use electric meters or other means of measuring electric light, 
power, or current supply from time to time and to locate the same 
at such places as may be deemed necessary for determining the 
current supplied or to be supplied by the association, That the 
association shall have the right to charge, receive and collect from 
all consumers of electricity such reasonable prices as may, from 
time to time, be fixed and determined by the association, but such 
charge shall not at any time exceed such rate or rates as may be 
fixed from time to time by the public utilities commission of the 
Territory of Hawaii; provided, however, that the association shall 
have the right to charge, receive and collect, from each consumer 
of electricity, a minimum rate which shall be established by the 
public utilities commission without regard to the amount of power 
consumed; and provided, further, that should electricity be re- 
quired of said association by the Territory of Hawaii, or the 
County of Kauai, or any successor of either, or of any political 
subdivision thereof, for public purposes, said association shall 
charge therefor such rates as shall be fixed by the public utilities 
commission; and provided, further, that this franchise and the 
association holding the same shall be subject, as to reasonableness 
of rates, prices, charges, and in all other respects, to the provisions 
of Chapter 132 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, creating a 
public utilities commission in said Territory; reserving, however, 
to said association the right to appeal to the Supreme Court of 
Hawaii from every order of said commission as provided in said 
chapter. 


Secron 6. Extensions of lines and charges for making con- 
nections. The public utilities commission of the Territory of 
Hawaii is hereby granted the power to order said association, its 
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successors or assigns, to make extensions of its service lines when- 
ever it shall be made to appear that said extension is a public 
necessity and that the total plant of said association, including 
such extension or extensions, can be made to earn a reasonable 
profit on the cost and maintenance of same; provided that all 
orders of the public utilities commission herein provided for shall 
he subject to review by the courts of the Territory as provided by 
law. 


Section 7. Charges for making connections, That the asso- 
ciation shall have the right to charge consumers or applicants for 
the use of electricity for one-half of the cost and expense of 
making connections between the nearest line of supply and the 
premises where the electricity is to be used, such cost and expense 
to include the price of all wires, poles, insulators and other mate- 
rials and labor necessary to be used in making such connections, 
the reasonableness of such charges upon the application of any 
party in interest to be subject to the approval of the public utili- 
ties commission; provided, however, that the association shall not 
be required to make, construct and maintain said connections as 
aforesaid for supplying light or power, unless the applicant or 
applicants for such light and power, if required, shall deposit in 
advance, with the association, a sum of money sufficient to pay 
cne-half of the cost and expenses of making and constructing such 
connections and for current for a period of one month in advance. 


That the association shall not be required to extend, construct 
of maintain its main lines beyond a distance of three hundred feet, 
unless there be an applicant for each three hundred feet of exten- 
sion, or fraction thereof, and unless such applicant shall, in addi- 
tion to the other requirements in this Act provided, agree to take, 
install and maintain five forty-watt lamps of one-horse power of 
power apparatus for not less than one year. 


Section 8. Rights to acquire property, limits to. That the 
said association shall have the right to acquire, hold or take over, 
either by purchase or lease, property, both real, personal or mixed, 
and such other property as may be deemed necessary or essential 
for the proper conduct of its business, but said association shall 
not have the power or right to purchase the franchise and/or 
property of any other company of like nature, except with the 
approval of the public utilities commission. 


Section 9. Power to borrow money and bonds. That the said 
association, whenever from time to time it shall be deemed ex- 
pedient in the furtherance of the objects of the association, shall 
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have the power to borrow moncy and secure the payment thereof, 
with interest agreed upon, by mortgage of all or any part of its 
property and the franchise and privilege granted and obtained by 
virtue of this Act; or, if it be deemed advisable, bonds may be 
issued, secured by deed of trust of such property as aforesaid, not 
to exceed sixty per centum of the actual value thereof, together 
with all future acquired property, as well as the income and re- 
ceipts of the property from whatever sources derived, and in such 
form and under such terms as said association may deem advis- 
able; provided, that nothing in this section contained shall operate 
to prevent said association from obtaining the usual business 
credits or making promissory notes without security; and provided 
further, that the association shall not issue stock in excess of the 
amount paid to it in cash, or shall issue bonds at less than ninety 
per centum of their par value; and the entire proceeds of its 
stock and bonds shall be applied to capital expenditures. No 
member of the association, or any assignee or successor of the 
same, and no stockholder or officer thereof shall become inter- 
ested, directly or indirectly, in any contract made by the associa- 
tion, its assignees or successors, in the construction of any part of 
the works, 


Section 10. Franchise not exclusive. That it is hereby ex- 
pressly provided that nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to grant to the association an exclusive right to furnish, sell or 
supply electric current for light and power, and said association 
and the franchise, rights and privileges granted hereby shall be 
subject in all respects to such laws establishing a public utilities 
commission or any amendments thereof, and such other laws of a 
general nature as may be applicable from time to time to electric 
light and power plants or the companies operating them in the 
Territory of Hawaii, or the County of Kauai, or its successor. 


Section ll. Forfeiture of franchise. That if said associa- 
toin, its representatives, successors and assigns, shall fail or refuse 
to do or perform or comply with any of the provisions of this Act 
or of the laws of the Territory of Hawaii, and continues to refuse 
or fail to perform or comply therewith after reasonable notice 
given by the public utilities commission of the Territory of Hawaii 
to comply therewith, said public utilities commission may, with 
the consent of the Governor, and of the Attorney General cause 
proceedings to be instituted before any appropriate tribunal to 
have the franchise hereby granted and all rights and privileges 
accruing hereunder forfeited and declared null and void. And in 
case of a forfeiture of this franchise, the Territory of Hawaii and 
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County of Kauai, or any political subdivision thereof, shall have 
the right to purchase all the property of the association within 
the said Hanapepe, at the value thereof, such value to be deter- 
mined as hereinafter provided; provided, that notice of such de- 
sire and intention to purchase is given to the association by the 
Territory of Hawaii, or the County of Kauai, or any political sub- 
division thereof within sixty days after the forfeiture of this 
franchise. 


Section 12. Rules to enforce rates. That the association 
shall have the right to enforce rates by discontinuing or cutting 
off the supply of electricity to any consumer who shall refuse to 
pay the amount due for electricity supplied by said association 
within such reasonable time as said association may, by general 
rules, fix for the payment of amounts due, and such discontinu- 
ance of service or supply of electricity shall not be a bar to or 
prejudice the rights of the association in any remedy or remedies 
now or which may hereafter be authorized by law for the re- 
covery and collection of the amount due. 


Section 13. Annual statement, payment to government. That 
the association shall, within one month after the expiration of each 
calendar year, file with the Treasurer of the County of Kauai, a 
detailed statement showing all of its receipts and expenditures 
during the preceding calendar year, and shall, at the time, pay to 
the Treasurer of the said County of Kauai, for and on behalf of 
said County, two and one-half per centum of the gross receipts 
of the association from all electric light or power furnished to con- 
sumers during the preceding year; and all its books, papers, rec- 
ords and accounts shall at all reasonable times be open to inspec- 
tion by the Treasurer of said County, and his respective agents 
appointed for such purpose. 


Section 14, Exemption from taxation. That all property of 
every kind and nature, forming or used as part of such electric 
system, including this franchise, shall be exempt, except as pro- 
vided in Section 13, from any and all taxes under the Territory of 
Hawaii until the expiration of five years from and after the date 
of approval of this Act by the Congress of the United States. 


Section 15. Time of commencing work. That the rights 
hereafter granted shall cease and determine if operations here- 
under are not commenced by beginning the construction of build- 
ings or other works for manufacturing, transmitting or supply- 
ing electric current for hght and power, or by placing poles and 
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wiring the same, or constructing conduits and laying wires there- 
in, in any of the streets, roads or other places in said district, for 
the purpose of conducting electric current for light and power, 
within two years from and after the date of the approval of this 
Act by the Congress of the United States; and also if sufficient 
works are not completed and in operation to supply electric cur- 
rent for light and power, or if electric current for light and power 
be not supplied within two years after such commencement. 


SecTIon 16. Amendment and repeal of franchise. This fran- 
chise may, at any time, be amended or repealed by the Congress 
of the United States, or by the Legislature of the Territory of 
Hawaii, with the approval of the Congress of the United States. 


Section 17. Issue and sale of stock. The association may, 
with the approval of and under the rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the commission, increase its capital stock for capital 
expenditures by the issuance and sale of new common stock at a 
price not less than par; provided, however, that bonds or notes, 
the proceeds of which have been used for capital expenditures 
may be redeemed by capital stock of the association, as approved 
by the commission, at par to the amount of the proceeds received 
by the association from the sale of such bonds or notes. 


Section 18. Purchase of all property of association. That 
the Territory of Hawaii, the County of Kauai, or any political 
subdivision thereof may, at any time after the expiration of twenty 
years from the date of the passage of this Act by the Congress 
of the United States, and upon six months’ notice to the associa- 
tion in writing, given pursuant to proper authority, when so au- 
thorized by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii, acquire by 
purchase all of the property of the association, subject to the then 
existing charges thereon. 


The amount to be paid to the association for such purpose shall 
be determined by the public utilities commission ; but such amount 
shall in no case exceed the actual cost or the actual value of the 
tangible property or the actual cost of reproducing or replacing it, 
less depreciation and less the charges thereon. The value of the 
franchise or good will, or any other intangible element shall not 
he considered in determining the amount to be paid. 

Either the association or the purchaser may appeal to the Su- 
preme Court of Hawaii from the decision of such commission hy 
filing a written notice of appeal with the commission within five 
days after the decision is rendered. It shall thereupon he the 
duty of the commission immediately to certify up to the Supreme 
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Court the record of its proceedings, showing in such certificate the 
valuation claimed by the purchaser, and the valuation as deter- 
mined by the commission. Such certificate shall be accompanied 
by copies of all papers, documents and evidence, and transcript of 
testimony upon which the decision of the commission was based, 
and a copy of such decision. Upon any such appeal, the Supreme 
Court may, in its behalf, take or require or permit further evi- 
dence to be introduced by either party. 


Within six months after the determination of the purchase 
price as aforesaid, the same shall be paid to the association, and 
thereupon the franchise granted hereby shall cease and determine, 
and all the property of said association shall become the property 
of such purchaser without any further conveyance; but said asso- 
ciation shall make all such further conveyances as may be desired ° 
by the purchaser and approved by said commission or said court 
on appeal, 


Section 19. Power of Commission. The commission is 
hereby vested with power and jurisdiction by order to regulate, fix 
and change all rates, charges, classifications, rules and practices 
made, charged or observed hy the company or association, the 
manner in which all property of the association is operated with 
reference to the safety or accommodation of the public, its form 
and method of keeping accounts, books and records, and its ac- 
counting sysem, the return upon its property, the incurring of in- 
debtedness and the disposition of its proceeds and income, and to 
regulate all of its financial transactions, its business relations with 
other persons, companies, or corporations, its compliance with all 
applicable territorial and federal laws and with the provisions of 
its franchise and articles of association, its classifications, rules. 
regulations, practices and service and all matters of every nature 
affecting the relations and transactions between it and the public 
and persons or corporations, and to do all things whether herein 
specifically designated or in addition thereto which are necessary 
and in the exercise of such power and jurisdiction, all of which 
as so ordered, regulated, fixed and changed shall be just and rea- 
sonable and such as shall provide a fair return on the property 
of the association actually used for public utility purposes, and 
such orders may be made after a hearing upon its own motion or 
upon complaint. 


This section shall not be held or construed to be a limitation 
upon any power of the public utilities commission of the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii under Chapter 132 of the Revised Laws of Ha- 
waii 1925, creating a public utilities commission or any amend- 
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ments thereto or any laws relating to public utilities within the 
Territory of Hawaii. 


Section 20. This Act shall take effect and be law from and 
after the date of its approval by the Governor of the Territory of 
Hawaii, subject, however, to the approval of the Congress of the 
United States, such approval of Congress to be secured within 
four years from the date of such approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to AvTHorIzE AND PROVIDE FOR THE MANUFACTURE, 
MAINTENANCE, DISTRIBUTION AND SUPPLY OF ELECTRIC 
Current For Light anp Power WitTHIN WAIMEA AND 
KeEKAHA, IN THE District oF WAIMEA, ON THE ISLAND AND 
IN THE County or Kauat, TERRITORY oF HAWAII. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawatt: 


Section 1. Franchise. The Waimea Garage and Electric 
Company, Limited, an Hawatian corporation, of Waimea, County 
of Kauai, Territory of Hawaii, its associates, successors and as- 
signs, (it or they being hereinafter referred to as “the associa- 
tion’), are hereby granted the right, authority and privilege to 
manufacture, sell, furnish and supply electric light, electric cur- 
rent, or electric power, in Waimea and Kekaha, in the District 
of Waimea, on the Island of Kauai, Territory of Hawaii, for 
lighting the streets, roads, public and private buildings, or for 
motive power, or for any other purpose which the association 
may deem advisable, and from time to time for the term of fifty 
years, for the purposes herein mentioned, to construct, maintain 
and operate suitable poles, lines, wires, cables, lamps, lamp posts, 
conductors, conduits, and such other appliances and appurtenances 
as may from time to time be necessary for the transmission, dis- 
tribution, or supply of electricity to consumers thereof, under, 
along, upon and over the streets, sidewalks, roads, squares, 
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bridges, alleys and Janes in said Waimea and Kekaha, in said 
District of Waimea, and to connect the said wires, lines and con- 
ductors with any manufactory, private or public buildings, lamps, 
lamp posts, or other structure or object and the place or source 
of supply. 


Section 2. Rules and regulations. That the Board of Super- 
visors of the County of Kauai is hereby authorized to make and 
from time to time change, amend, or add to reasonable rules regu- 
lating the placing of poles and wires, the insulation of wires and 
apparatus carrying electric current, the excavation of conduits, 
and the maintenance in good repair of all poles, wires, and appara- 
tus, and generally concerning the manufacture and supply of elec- 
tricity which may be necessary or proper for the public safety 
and welfare. If, at any time, the association, after reasonable 
notice given to it in writing, shall fail to observe or execute the

That all 
poles, lines, wires, cables, lamps, lamp posts, conductors, con- 
duits, and other apparatus constructed, maintained, or operated 
under, along, upon or over the streets, sidewalks, roads, squares, 
bridges, alleys and Janes in said Waimea and Kekaha, in said Dis- 
trict of Waimea, shall be so constructed, and maintained and oper- 
ated by the association as not to interfere unnecessarily with the 
use of such streets, sidewalks, roads, squares, bridges, alleys and 
lanes by the public. 


Section 4. Plant subject to inspection. That the entire plant, 
corporation books and accounts of the associaiton shall at all times 
be subject to the inspection of the public utilities conimission of 
the Territory of Hawaii and the treasurer of the County of Kauai. 


Section 5, Meters, charges, reasonableness how determined. 
That the association shall have the right to maintain, operate, 
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and use electric meters or other means of measuring electric light, 
power, or current supply from time to time and to locate the same 
at such places as may be deemed necessary for determining the 
current supplied or to be supplied by the association. That the 
association shall have the right to charge, receive and collect from 
all consumers of electricity such reasonable prices as may, from 
time to time, be fixed and determined by the association, but such 
charge shall not at any time exceed such rate or rates as may be 
fixed from time to time by the public utilities conimission of the 
Territory of Hawaii; provided, however, that the association shall 
have the right to charge, receive and collect, from each consumer 
of electricity, a minimum rate which shall be established by the 
public utilities commission without regard to the amount of power 
consumed; and provided, further, that should electricity be re- 
quired of said association by the Territory of Hawaii, or the 
County of Kauai, or any successor of either, or of any political 
subdivision thereof, for public purposes, said association shail 
charge therefor such rates as shall be fixed by the public utilities 
commission; and provided, further, that this franchise and the 
association holding the same shall be subject, as to reasonableness 
of rates, prices, charges, and in all other respects, to the provisions 
of chapter one hundred and thirty-two of the Revised Laws of 
Hawaii, nineteen hundred and twenty-five, creating a public 
utilities commission in said territory; reserving, however, to said 
association the right to appeal to the supreme court of Hawaii 
from every order of said commission as provided in said chapter. 


Section 6. Extensions of lines. The public utilities commis- 
sion of the Territory of Hawaii is hereby granted the power to 
order said association, its successors or assigns, to make exten- 
sions of its service lines whenever it shall be made to appear that 
said extension is a public necessity and that the total plant of said 
association, including such extension or extensions, can be made 
to earn a reasonable profit on the cost and maintenance of same; 
provided, that all orders of the public utilities commission herein 
provided for shall be subject to review by the courts of the Terri- 
tory as provided by law. 


Section 7. Charges for making connections. That the asso- 
ciation shall have the right to charge consumers or applicants 
for the use of electricity for one-half of the cost and expense of 
making connections between the nearest line of supply and the 
premises where the electricity is to be used, such cost and expense 
to include the price of all wires, poles, insulators and other ma- 
terials and Jabor necessary to be used in making such connections, 
the reasonableness of said charges upon the application of any 
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party in interest to be subject to the approval of the public utili- 
ties commission; provided, however, that the association shall 
not be required to make, construct or maintain said connections 
as aforesaid for supplying light or power, unless the applicant 
or applicants for such light and power, if required, shall deposit 
in advance, with the association, a sum of money sufficient to pay 
one-half of the cost and expenses of making and constructing 
such connections and for current for a period of one month in 
advance. 


Section 8. Rights to acquire property, limits to. That the 
said association shall have the right to acquire, hold or take over, 
either by purchase or lease, property, both real, personal or mixed, 
and such other property as may be deemed necessary or incidental 
for the proper conduct of its business, but said association shall 
not have the power or right to purchase the franchise and/or 
property of any other company of like nature, except with the 
approval of the public utilities commission. 


Section 9. Power io borrow money and bonds. That the 
said association, whenever from time to time it shall be deemed 
expedient in the furtherance of the objects of the association, 
shall have the power to borrow money and secure the payment 
thereof, with interest agreed upon. by mortgage of all or any 
part of its property, and the franchise and privilege granted or 
obtained by virtue of this Act; or, if it be deemed advisable, bonds 
may be issued, secured by deed of trust of such property as 
aforesaid, not to exceed sixty per centum of the actual value 
thereof, together with all future acquired property, as well as the 
income and receipts of the property from whatever sources de- 
rived, and in such form and under such terms as said association 
may deem advisable; provided, that nothing in this section con- 
tained shall operate to prevent said association from obtaining 
the usual business credits or making promissory notes without 
security ; and provided further, that the association shall not issue 
stock in excess of the amount paid to it in cash, nor shall issue 
bonds at less than ninety per centum of their par value; and the 
entire proceeds of its stock and bonds shall be applied to capital 
expenditures. No member of the association, or any assignee 
or successor of the same, and no stockholder or officer thereof 
shall become interested, directly or indirectly, in any contract 
made by the association, its assignees or successors, in the con- 
struction of any part of the works. 


Section 10. Franchise not exclusive. That it is hereby ex- 
pressly provided that nothing herein contained shall be construed 
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to grant to the association an exclusive right to furnish, sell or 
supply electric current for light and power, and said association 
and the franchise, rights and privileges granted hereby shall be 
subject in all respects to such law establishing a public utilities 
commission or any «mendments thereof, and such other laws’ of 
a general nature as may be applicable from time to time to elec- 
tric light and power plants or the companies operating them in 
the Territory of Hawaii, or the County of Kauai, or its successors. 


Section 11. Forfeiture of franchise. That if said associa- 
tion, its representatives, successors and assigns, shall fail or re- 
fuse to do or perform or comply with any of the provisions of 
this Act or the laws of the Territory of Hawaii, and continue to 
refuse or fail to perform or comply therewith after reasonable 
notice given by the public utilities commission of the Territory 
of Hawaii to comply therewith, said public utilities commission 
may, with the consent of the Governor and of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, cause proceedings to be instituted before any appropriate 
tribunal to have the franchise hereby granted and all rights and 
privileges accruing hereunder forfeited and declared null and 
void. And in case of a forfeiture of this franchise, the Territory 
of Hawaii and County of Kauai, or any political subdivision 
thereof, shall have the right to purchase all the property of the 
association within the said Waimea and Kekaha, in said District 
of Waimea, at the value thereof, such value to be determined as 
hereinafter provided; provided, that notice of such desire and 
intention to purchase is given to the association by the Territory 
of Hawaii, or the County of Kauai, or any political subdivision 
thereof, within sixty days after the forfeiture of this franchise. 


Section 12. Rules to enforce rates. That the association 
shall have the right to discontinue or cut off the supply of elec- 
tricity to any consumer who shall refuse to pay the amount «ue 
for electricity supplied by said association within such reasonable 
time as said association may, by general rules, fix for the payment 
of amounts due, and such discontinuance of service or supply of 
electricity shall not be a bar to or prejudice the rights of the 
association in any remedy or remedies now or which may here- 
after be authorized by law for the recovery and collection of the 
amount due. 


Section 13. Annual statement, payment to government. 
That the association shall, within one month after the expiration 
of each calendar year, file with the treasurer of the County of 
Kauai, a detailed statement showing all of its receipts and ex- 
penditures during the preceding calendar year, and shall, at the 
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time, pay to the treasurer of the said County of Kauai, for and 
on behalf of said county, two and one-half per centum of the 
gross receipts of the association from all electric light or power 
furnished to consumers during the preceding year; and all its 
books, papers, records and accounts shall at all reasonable times 
be open to inspection by the treasurer of said county, and his 
respective agents appointed for such purpose. 


Section 14. Issue and sale of stock. The association may, 
with the approval of and under the rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the commission, increase its capital stock for capital 
expenditures by the issuance and sale of new common stock at 
a price not less than par; provided, however, that bonds or notes 
the proceeds of which have been used for capital expenditures 
may be redeemed by capital stock of the association, as approved 
by the commission, at par to the amount of the proceeds received 
by the association from the sale of such bonds or notes. 


Section 15. Amendment and repeal of franchise. This fran- 
chise may, at any time, be amended or repealed by the Congress 
of the United States, or by the legislature of the Territory of 
Hawaii, with the approval of the Congress of the United States. 


Section 16. Purchase of all property of association. That 
the Territory of Hawaii, the County of Kauai, or any political 
subdivision thereof may, at any time after the passage of this 
Act by the Congress of the United States, and upon six months’ 
notice in writing to the association, given pursuant to proper 
authority, when so authorized by the legislature of the Territory 
of Hawaii, acquire by purchase all of the property of the associ- 
ation, subject to the then existing charges thereon. 


The amount to be paid to the association for such purchase 
shall be determined by the public utilities commission; but such 
amount shall in no case exceed the actual cost or the actual value 
of the tangible property or the actual cost of reproducing or re- 
placing it, less depreciation and less the charges thereon. The 
value of the franchise or good will, or any other intangible ele- 
ment shall not be considered in determining the amount to be paid. 


Either the association or the purchaser may appeal to the su- 
preme court of Hawaii from the decision of such commission 
by filing a written notice of appeal with the commission within 
five days after the decision is rendered. It shall thereupon be 
the duty of the commission immediately to certify up to the su- 
preme court the record of its proceedings, showing in such certifi- 
cate the valuation claimed by the purchaser, and the valuation as 
determined by the commission. Such certificate shall be accom- 
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panied by copies of all papers, documents and evidence, and tran- 
script of testimony upon which the decision of the commission 
was based, and a copy of such decision. Upon any such appeal, 
the supreme court may, in its behalf, take or require or permit 
further evidence to be introduced by either party. 


Within six months after the determination of the purchase 
price as aforesaid, the same shall be paid to the association, and 
thereupon the franchise granted hereby shall cease and determine, 
and all the property of said association shall become the property 
of such purchaser without any further conveyance; but said asso- 
ciation shall make all such further conveyances as may be desired 
by the purchaser and approved by said commission or said court 
on appeal. 


Section 17, Power of Commission. The commission is 
hereby vested with power and jurisdiction by order to regulate, 
fix and change all rates, charges, classifications, rules and practices 
made, charged or observed by the company, the manner in which 
all property of the company is operated with reference to the 
safety or accommodation of the public, its form and method of 
keeping accounts, books and records, and its accounting system, 
the return upon its property, the incurring of indebtedness and 
the disposition of its proceeds and income, and to regulate all of 
its financial transactions, its business relations with other persons. 
companies, or corporations, its compliance with all applicable ter- 
ritorial and federal laws and with the provisions of its franchise 
and articles of association, its classifications, rules, regulations, 
practices and service and all matters of every nature affecting the 
relations and transactions between it and the public and persons 
or corporations, and to do all things whether herein specifically 
designated or in addition thereto which are necessary and in the 
exercise of such power and jurisdiction, all of which as so 
ordered, regulated, fixed and changed shall be just and reason- 
able, and such as shall provide a fair return on the property of 
the company actually used for public utility purposes, and such 
orders may be made after a hearing upon its own motion or upon 
complaint. 

This section shall not he held or construed to be a limitation 
upon any power of the public utilities commission of the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii under Chapter 132 of the Revised Laws of Ha- 
wali 1925, creating a public utilities commission or any amend- 
ments thereto or any other laws relating to public utilities within 
the Territory of Hawaii. 


Section 18. This Act shall take effect and be law from and 
after the date of its approval by the Governor of the Territory 
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of Hawaii, subject, however, to the approval of the Congress of 
the United States, such approval of Congress to be secured within 
four years from the date of such approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amenp Sections 582, Paracrapns 4, 5, 10, 13 
AND 17 oF Sections 586, 598, 599, 600, 603 anp 604, anp To 
REPEAL ParacRrapH 14 or Section 586, CHAPTER 47 OF THE 
Revisep Laws or Hawau 1925, RELATING TO AGRICULTURE 
AND ForRESTRY. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


SecTIon 1. Section 582 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 582. Executive officer of the board. The powers and 
duties vested prior to April 25, 1903, in the commissioner of agri- 
culture and forestry and thereafter transferred to and vested in 
the Superintendent of Public Works, are hereby transferred to 
and vested in the president of the board. The board may appoint 
with the approval of the Governor, an [executive Secretary, who 
shall assist the president as executive officer, and who shall do the 
routine and clerical work of said board, and who shall receive such 
compensation as shall, from time to time, be prescribed by the 
legislature. The board may appoint, remove and fix the com- 
pensation of such other officers and employees who may be ap- 
pointed or employed to carry out the duties conferred upon the 
board by law.” 


Section 2. Paragraph 4 of Section 586 of the Revised Laws 
of Hawaii 1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“(4) Rules and Regulations. To make rules and regulations 
in conformity with this chapter, and to amend the same as occa- 
sion requires, subject to the approval of the Governor, for and 
concerning the introduction, transportation and propagation of 
trees, shrubs, herbs, and other plants, and the preservation, pro- 
tection, extension and utilization of forest reserves, both natural 
and artificial; and for and concerning the quarantine, inspection, 
fumigation, disinfection, destruction or exclusion, either upon in- 
troduction into this Territory, or at any time or place within the 
Territory, of any nursery-stock, tree, shrub, herb, vine, cut- 
flower, cutting, graft, scion, bud, seed, leaf, root or rhizome; any 
nut, fruit or vegetable; any grain, cereal or legume in the natural 
or raw state; any moss, hay, straw, dry-grass or other forage ; 
any unmanufactured log, limb or timber; or any other plant 
growth or plant product unprocessed or in the raw state; any 
sand, soil or earth; any live bird, reptile, insect or other animal, 
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in any stage of development, that is in addition to the so-called 
domestic animals, which are provided for in Section 608 of the 
Revised Laws of Hawaii; and any box, barrel; crate or other con- 
tainers in which said articles, substances or objects have been 
transported or contained, and any packing material used in con- 
nection therewith, which is or may be diseased or infested with 
insects or likely to assist in the transmission or dissemination of 
any insect or plant disease injurious, harmful or detrimental, or 
likely to become injurious, harmful or detrimental to the agricul- 
tural or horticultural industries or the forests of the Territory of 
Hawaii, or which is or may be in itself injurious, harmful or 
detrimental to the same, (included therein may be rules and regu- 
lations governing the shipping of any of the articles, substances 
or objects enumerated above in this section between different 
localities on any one of the islands within the Territory) ; and 
also to prohibit the importation into the Territory, from any or 
all foreign countries, or from other parts of the United States, or 
the shipment from one island within the Territory to another 
island therein, or the transportation from one part or locality of 
any island to another part or locality of the same island, of any 
specific article, substance, or object or class of articles, substances 
or objects, amongst those enumerated above in this section, which 
is diseased or infested with insects or likely to assist in the trans- 
mission or dissemination of any insect or plant disease injurious, 
harmful or detrimental or likely to be injurious, harmful or detri- 
mental to the agricultural or horticultural industries, or the forests 
of the Territory of Hawaii, or which is or may he in itself in- 
jurious, harmful or detrimental to the same. 

“All rules and regulations made as aforesaid, when approved by 


the Governor and duly published, shall have the force and effect 
of law.” 


Section 3. Paragraph 5 of Section 586 of the Revised Laws 
of Hawaii 1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“5. Territorial Forester Department. To appoint a Superin- 
tendent of Forestry, to be known as the Territorial Forester. who 
shall have charge, direction and control (subject to the direction 
and control of the board) of all matters relating to forestry, men- 
tioned in or coming within the scope of this chapter, and such 
other matters as the board may from time to time direct. Said 
Territorial Forester shall be a trained and educated forester, who 
shall have made the subject of forestry a special study, and if such 
a man is available, one who has had practical training and ex- 
perience in connection with forestry in a tropical country.” 
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Section 4. Paragraph 10 of Section 586 of the Revised Laws 
of Hawaii 1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“10. Cattle or Horses found on forest reserve; disposi- 
tion. The agents of the board may, at any time, without notice to 
the owner or owners, remove any and all cattle or horses found 
on any such forest reserve and may hold and care for all such 
cattle or horses in some convenient place, at the expense of the 
owner or owners, subject to the lien for charges and expenses 
herein provided for. The owner or owners of such cattle or horses 
shall pay to the board the sum of five dollars ($5.00) per head 
for each animal so removed from such forest reserve, together 
with the pro rata proportion of the expenses incurred in so remov- 
ing and caring for them, which amounts shall be and constitute a 
lien on such cattle or horses until the said charges and costs are 
paid. After such cattle or horses have been removed and held as 
aforesaid, the owner or owners shall be personally notified of this 
fact, if the owners be known, and shall be notified of the total 
amount of the charges and expenses to be paid for the release of 
such cattle or horses. The board shall also, in all cases, where the 
owner is unknown or cannot be found, cause a statement and 
notice to be published in a newspaper of general circulation pub- 
lished in the county or city and county in which such cattle or 
horses are held, which statement shall set forth the general descrip- 
tion and the brand or brands of all such cattle or horses so removed 
and held, as aforesaid, and shall notify the owner or owners and 
the public generally that unless the charges and costs to be speci- 
fied in said notice shall have been paid on or before the date therein 
specified, which date shall not be less than two weeks from the 
date of the last publication of such notice, the cattle or horses 
therein described will be sold at public auction for cash to the 
highest bidder for the purpose of satisfying the lien on the same 
for the costs and charges in said notice set forth. Said notice 
shall be published once a week for four consecutive weeks (five 
insertions). If the said charges and costs, together with such addi- 
tional expenses that may have been incurred since the first pub- 
lication of said notice, be not paid before the date stated in said 
notice, said cattle or horses shall, on that date be sold, as afore- 
said and all charges and other expenses shall be satisfied out of 
the proceeds of such sale and the balance paid to the owner or 
owners of such cattle or horses. If no claim be made for any such 
balance within sixty days after the date of sale, the same shall be 
deposited in the treasury as a government realization and all pri- 
vate rights therein and thereto shall be thereafter forever barred.” 


Section 5. Paragraph 13 of Section 586 of the Revised Laws 
of Hawaii 1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


58 AGRICULTURE AND ForEsTRY. [Act 54 





“13. Entomological Department. To appoint an entomologist 
(who shall be ex-officio chief plant inspector) and who shall have 
charge, direction and control, subject to the direction and control 
of the board, over all matters relating to the quarantine, inspec- 
tion, disinfection, fumigation, exclusion or destruction of all plants 
or plant products or other articles, substances, or objects which, 
on account of infestation or infection by insects, worms or bac- 
terial or fungal diseases or in themselves might be injurious or 
likely to become injurious to trees, plants, or other vegetation of 
value mentioned in or coming within the scope of this chapter ; 
and over all matters relating to the eradication of insects, worms 
or bacterial or fungal infections injurious or likely to become in- 
jurious to trees, plants or other vegetation of value; and over all 
matters relating to the introduction, propagation, distribution and 
acclimatization of beneficial insects and of such other matters as 
the board may from time to time specify. The said entomologist 
shall be professionally trained and educated and must have made 
the subject of entomology as related to agriculture a special study 
and if an entomologist who has had practical training and ex- 
perience in a tropical country is available, he shall have preference 
over one without such practical training and experience. 


“To appoint and commission one or more assistant entomologists 
and other employees as may be necessary for the proper carrying 
into effect of this chapter, and the same at its pleasure to remove, 
and to fix the compensation of said assistant entomologists and 
employees.” 


Section 6. Paragraph 17 of Section 586 of the Revised Laws 
of Hawaii 1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“17. Supervision of expenditure and records. To supervise 
and direct all officers and employees authorized by this chapter 
and the expenditure of all moneys appropriated for the purposes 
set forth in this chapter, and of the special fund provided for in 
this chapter. All receipts, expenditures and proceedings of the 
board shall be duly recorded in proper books of record and ac- 
count, and moneys shall be paid out only on proper vouchers in 
accordance with law, and upon the approval of the president of 
the board.” 


Section 7: Section 598 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 598. Chief fire warden. The Territorial Forester shall 
be ex-officio chief fire warden. The chief fire warden shall have 
charge of all the fire wardens of the Territory, and shall aid and 
direct them in their duties.” 
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Section 8. Section 599 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 599. District fire wardens. The board of commis- 
sioners of agriculture and forestry shall appoint in such number 
and localities as it deems wise, persons to act as district fire war- 
dens. They shall promptly report to the chief fire warden all fires 
in their respective districts and take immediate and active steps 
towards their extinguishment, assist in apprehending offenders 
against section 601 or 602, and give all possible assistance to the 
chief fire warden.” 


Section 9. Section 600 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 600. Powers of fire wardens. All fire wardens shal} 
have full authority and power to summon informally any or all 
able-bodied male persons, within their respective districts, be- 
tween the ages of sixteen and fifty years, and to compel their 
attendance and assistance in extinguishing forest fires. They 
shall also have full authority and power to requisition informally 
any horses, wagons, automobiles, or other equipment belonging to 
any person or corporation, within their respective districts, deemed 
essential to combat such fires. 


“Any such person so summoned who refuses or fails to attend 
and assist in combating a forest fire, and any such person or cor- 
poration, the equipment of whom or which has been requisitioned 
as above, and who or which fails or refuses to furnish such equip- 
ment, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be punished by a fine of not less than ten dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars. 


“The fire wardens shall have power to incur expense during 
any forest fire for the transportation and maintenance of forest 
fire fighters. They shall submit an account of such expense, with 
the necessary vouchers, to the board, through the chief fire 
warden, and if the same be approved, it shall be forwarded to the 
Territorial Auditor for payment.” 


Section 10. Section 603 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Sec, 603. Conditions of importation. The importation of 
any of the following articles, substances or objects, viz., any nur- 
sery-stock, tree, shrub, herh, vine, cut-flower, cutting, graft, scion, 
bud, seed, leaf, root or rhizome; any nut, fruit or vegetable; any 
grain, cereal, or legume in the natural or raw state; any moss, 
hay, straw, dry-grass or other forage; any unmanufactured log, 
limb or timber, or any other plant-growth or plant-product un- 
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processed or in the raw state; any sand, soil or earth; any live 
bird, reptile, insect or other animal in any stage of development 
(that is in addition to the so-called domestic animals, the quaran- 
tine of which is provided for in other sections) ; any box, barrel 
or crate or other container in which said articles, substances or 
objects have been transported or contained or any packing material 
used in connection therewith, into the Territory of Hawaii, shall 
be made and conducted in the manner and subject to the condi- 
tions hereinafter set forth, to-wit:—(1) Notification. Any per- 
son, firm or corporation which shall receive for transport, bring 
or cause to be brought to the Territory of Hawaii, as freight, 
express freight, baggage or otherwise, for the purpose of de- 
barkation or entry therein, or as ship’s stores, any of the articles, 
substances or objects above enumerated, shall, immediately upon 
the arrival thereof, notify the Chief Plant Inspector, or his assist- 
ant, in writing, of the arrival, giving the way-bill number, name 
and address of the consignor, name and address of the consignee 
or his responsible agent or attorney, marks, number of packages, 
description of contents of each package, port at which laden, and 
any other information that may be necessary to locate or identify 
the same, and shall hold such articles, substances or objects on 
the dock, pier, wharf, or other place where they are first received 
or discharged, in such a manner that they will not spread or likely 
to spread any infestation or infection of insects or diseases that 
may be present, until inspection and examination can be made by 
the Chief Plant Inspector or his assistant, to determine whether 
or not ary such article, substance or object, or any portion thereof, 
is infested or infected with any insect or plant disease in any state 
of development that might be injurious, harmful or detrimental to 
the agricultural or horticultural industries or forests of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii. 


“(2) Labels. Each and every case, box, package, crate, bale, 
or bundle containing nursery-stock, trees, shrubs, herbs, vines, 
cut-flowers, cuttings, grafts, scions, buds, seeds, leaves, roots or 
rhizomes ; nuts, fruits or vegetables; grains, cereals or legumes in 
the natural or raw state; moss, hay, straw, dry-grass or other 
forage; or any other plant-growth or plant-product ; bird or other 
animal; or log, or earth, or any other of the articles, substances 
or objects above enumerated, imported into the Territory of 
Hawaii, shall have plainly and legibly marked thereon, in a con- 
spicuous manner and place, the name and address of the shipper, 
owner or owners, firm or corporation forwarding or shipping the 
same, the name or mark of the person, firm or corporation to 
which the same is forwarded or shipped or his responsible agent 
or attorney, the name of the country, state, or territory and locality 
therein where the product was grown or produced and a statement 
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of the contents of the package. Failure to comply with any or 
all of the provisions of this paragraph shall be held to be a viola- 
tion of the Act, and the importer and carrier shall be liable to 
suffer the penalty for the violation of this section. 


“(3) Authority to inspect. The Chief Inspector, or his assist- 
ant, is hereby authorized and empowered (1) to enter upon any 
ship, vessel or other carrier, at any time after its arrival within 
the boundaries of the Territory of Hawaii. whether off port, in 
the stream, or at the dock, pier, or wharf; (2) to enter into or 
upon any dock, pier or wharf, warehouse or depot, or any other 
place in the Territory of Hawaii, where any of the above-men- 
tioned articles, substances or objects are taken or stored, for the 
purpose of ascertaining, by inspection and examination, whether or 
not any such article, substance or object which it is desired to 
import, or any portion thereof, is infested or infected with insects 
or disease in any stage of development that might be injurious or 
detrimental to the agricultural or horticultural industries or 
forests of the Territory of Hawaii. 


“(4) Request for inspection. In addition to any requirements 
of the customs authorities concerning invoices or other formalities 
incident to importations into the Territory, the importer may be 
required to file a written statement with the board, signed by 
himself or his responsible agent or attorney, setting forth his de- 
sire to import certain of the articles, substances or objects above 
enumerated, into the Territory, and giving the following additional 
information : 


The kind, quantity and description of same. 

The locality where same were grown or produced. 
The port from which same were last shipped. 
The name of the shipper; and 

The name of the consignee thereof. 


“The said statement shall also contain a request that the Board 
by its duly authorized agent, officer or inspector, examine the arti- 
cles, substances or objects described as aforesaid and an agree- 
ment to be responsible for all costs, charges or expense; also a 
waiver of all claims for damages incident to the inspection, or the 
fumigation, disinfection, quarantine or destruction of said articles, 
substances or objects, or any of them, as hereinafter provided for, 
if any such treatment is adjudged necessary. Failure or refusal 
to file such a statement, agreement and waiver upon request shall 
be held to be a violation of the Act and may, in the discretion of 
the Chief Plant Inspector, give sufficient cause for refusing to 
permit the entry of such articles, substances or objects into the 
Territory, when any or all of them are found infested or infected 
with insect or disease injurious or likely to be injurious, harmful 
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or detrimental to the agricultural or horticultural industries or the 
forests of the Territory of Hawaii. 


“(5) Place of inspection. If, in the judgment of the Chief 
Plant Inspector or his assistant, it is deemed necessary or advis- 
able to remove any of the articles, substances or objects above 
enumerated or any portion thereof, to a place more suitable for 
inspection and examination than the dock, pier, wharf or other 
place where they are first received or discharged, in order more 
adequately and fully to protect and safeguard the agricultural 
and horticultural industries or forests of the Territory of Hawaii 
from any infestation or infection of insects or diseases in any stage 
of development that is or may be present, authority therefor is 
hereby granted, and all costs and expense incident to the removal 
and transportation of such articles or any portion of them to such 
place shall be borne by the person, firm or corporation or its re- 
sponsible agent or attorney owning or having charge thereof; 
provided, that the designation of such place shall be at the dis- 
cretion of the board, and if the place is not designated by the board 
its approval must be secured in regard to the place selected before 
any such article, substance or object is removed. 


“(6) Disinfection or quarantine. If, upon inspection, as pro- 
vided for in the foregoing sections, any article, substance or object 
so teceived or brought to the Territory for the purpose of de- 
barkation or entry therein is found to be infested or infected, or 
there is reasonable cause to presume that it is infested or infected 
with any insect or disease, in any stage of development. that would 
cause damage or injury, or may be presumed to be capable of caus- 
ing damage or injury, or be detrimental to the agricultural or 
horticultural industries or the forests of the Territory of Hawaii, 
and such infestation or infection can, in the judgment of the Chief 
Plant Inspector or his assistant, be effectually and completely 
eradicated, a treatment shall be given the infested or infected arti- 
cle, substance or object, or any portion of it that may be infested 
or infected, such treatment to be at the expense of the owner or 
his agent or attorney, and the treatment shall be such as the Chief 
Plant Inspector, or his assistant, may deem necessary and ade- 
quate to effectually and completely eradicate whatever infestation 
or infection there is or it can be presumed there is present, and 
such article, substance or object shall be held in quarantine under 
the jurisdiction and charge of the Chief Plant Inspector or his 
assistant, at the expense of the owner or his responsible agent or 
attorney, at a satisfactory place approved by the board, for a 
sufficient length of time to determine that such eradication has 
been effectually and completely accomplished; provided, that if 
such infestation or infection of insect or disease is of such a nature 
or extent that it cannot be effectually and completely eradicated in 
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the manner described above, or if it proves to be something new to 
and not heretofore widely distributed or established in the Ter- 
ritory, or after treatment as prescribed it is ascertained or deter- 
mined that the infestation or infection cannot thereby be effectually 
and completely eradicated, such article, substance or object, or 
any portion thereof, together with all packing and containers con- 
nected therewith, may, at the discretion of the Chief Plant In- 
spector or his assistant, be destroyed or sent out of the Territory 
at the expense of the owner or his responsible agent or attorney ; 
provided further, that such destruction or exclusion, shall not be 
made the basis of a claim against the board or its agent, officer 
or inspector for damage or loss occasioned thereby. 


“(7) Disposition. If, at the time of arrival, or at any time 
thereafter, should the said articles, substances or objects, or any 
portion of them be held for treatment or quarantine, the Chief 
Plant Inspector. or his assistant shall be satisfied upon inspection 
and examination that the article, substance or object desired to be 
imported, is free from insect or disease that might cause damage 
or injury or be detrimental! to the agricultural or horticultural in- 
dustries or the forests of the Territory of Hawaii, he shall affix 
to the said article, substance or object or the container thereof or 
to the delivery order therefor, in a conspicuous manner and place, 
a tag, label or stamp which shall set forth the fact that such 
article, substance or object has been inspected and passed, the date 
of inspection and the name of the inspector who made such inspec- 
tion and determination, and within the limits of the authority of 
the board there over, the same shall in effect be a permit to bring 
such article, substance or object into the Territory. 


“(8) What constitutes importation. The landing of any of 
the aforesaid articles, substances or objects for the purpose of 
inspection or quarantine is not, nor shall it be construed to be, 
an importation in the sense of giving to the articles, substances, or 
objects so landed any status, or the owner thereof any right or 
privilege, incident to articles, substances or objects which have 
actually been imported into the Territory; but in legal effect the 
articles, substances or objects so landed for the purpose of in- 
spection shall be construed to be still without the Territory seek- 
ing entry thereinto, and shall not, in whole or in part, be con- 
sidered suitable for importation into the Territory unless a tag, 
label or stamp shall have been issued by the Chief Plant Inspector 
or his assistant therefor as hereinbefore provided, or until the same 
shall have been affixed as hereinbefore ordered. 


“(9) Exceptions to right to import. Nothing in this chapter 
contained shall permit the importation of any article, substance or 
object, or class of articles, substances or objects, from any particu- 
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lar place, if the same, or any of them, has, by special rule or regu- 
lation of the board, been prohibited from importation into this 
Territory, as hereinbefore provided. 


“(10) Ports of entry. None of the articles, substances or 
objects enumerated above in this section (except field seeds, in- 
cluding flower, vegetable and forage crop seeds, nuts, fruits, 
vegetables, grains, cereals, or legumes in the natural or raw state 
for immediate consumption, moss, hay, straw, dry-grass, unmanu- 
factured log, limb or timber) shall be allowed entry into the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii except through the port of Honolulu. 


“(11) Penalty. Any person, firm or corporation who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this section shall he deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and on conviction shall be liable to a fine of 
not less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars ($100.00) or by imprisonment not to exceed six 
months, or both, in the discretion of the court.” 


Section 11. Section 604 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 604. Sand, Soil, Earth, Snakes. Injurious Insects, Ete. 
All persons, firms or corporations are prohibited from receiving 
for transportation, bringing, or causing to he brought to the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii, for the purpose of debarkation or entry there- 
into, any of the following named articles, substances or objects: 

“(1) Sand, soil or earth; 


“(2) Rocks, with sand, soil or earth adhering thereto, either as 
ballast or in bulk or otherwise, except such as may he suitable for 
and intended to be used as or in the manufacture of fertilizer, or 
for building, mechanical or monumental purposes : 


“(3) Plants with sand, soil or earth around the roots; and 

“(4) Plant products with sand, soil or earth around or adher- 
ing thereto, except for experimental or scientific purposes under 
the auspices of the Board of Agriculture and Forestry. 

“Any sand, soil or earth, or rocks with sand, soil or earth adher- 
ing thereto, or sand, soil or earth around the roots of plants, or 
sand, soil or earth around or adhering to plant products, which 
may be brought to this Territory contrary to the provisions of this 
section, shall be refused admittance thereto, and the same may, in 
the discretion of the board or its duly authorized agent, officer or 
inspector, be seized and fumigated. disinfected, destroyed or ex- 
cluded at the expense of the owner or his responsible agent or 
attorney.

1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 2966. Jurisdiction; public hearing; two years’ resi- 
dence. Exclusive original jurisdiction in matters of divorce, sub- 
ject to appeal according to law, is conferred upon the circuit judge 
or judges severally of the circuit in which the parties shall have 
last lived together as husband and wife, except in those cases 
in which the parties have removed from said circuit, and are both 
living in one and the same circuit, in which said cases the circuit 
judge or judges severally of the circuit in which the parties are 
both living shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the circuit judge 
or judges severally of the circuit in which they last lived together 
as husband and wife. In case the parties shall not have last lived 
together as husband and wife in the territory, exclusive original 
jurisdiction, subject to appeal according to law, is conferred upon 
the circuit judge or judges severally of the circuit in which the 
applicant resides. It is provided, however, that the judge of the 
circuit court of the first judicial circuit shall have concurrent juris- 
diction with the judge of the circuit in which the parties last lived 
together as hushand and wife in all cases of divorce when the 
libellant bases his or her claim to a divorce upon the sole ground 
that the libellant or libellee has contracted and is afflicted with 
leprosy. No case of clivorce shall be heard except openly in the 
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public court room. No divorce shall be granted for any cause 
unless the applicant therefor shall have resided in the territory 
for two years next preceding the application.”

“Section 1390. Income includes what. In estimating the gains, 
profits and income of any person or corporation, there shall be in- 
cluded all income derived from interest upon notes, bonds and 
other securities, except such bonds of the Territory or of miuni- 
cipalities created by this Territory, the principal and interest of 
which are by the law of their issuance exempt from all taxation; 
profits realized within the taxation period from sales of real estate, 
including leaseholds purchased as hereinafter in this section speci- 
fied; dividends upon the stock of any corporation; the amount of 
all premiums on bonds, notes or coupons; the amount of sales of 
all movable property, less the amount expended in the purchase 
or production of the same, and in the case of a person not includ- 
ing any part thereof consumed directly by him or his family; 
money and the value of all personal property acquired by gift 
or inheritance, and all other gains, profits and income derived from 
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any source whatsoever during said taxation period. Provided that 
when income consists of rent received under a paid-up lease, or 
of rents or other moneys received as payments in advance for a 
period. of more than one year under leases or other contracts pro- 
viding for deferred payments or payments in installments over a 
definite term of years, the taxpayer may apportion the moneys so 
received to and among such years equally over the period covered 
by such lease or contract, and only such portion of such income 
shall be included in each taxation period. 

Taxable gains and profits upon the sale of real estate shall be 
determined as follows: 

In case the real estate sold shall have been acquired by the seller 
within five years preceding the sale thereof, the taxable gain or 
profit shall be the difference obtained by subtracting the purchase 
price from the sale price; in case the property sold shall have 
been held by the seller for more than five years, then the taxable 
gain or profit shall be the difference between the value of such 
property five years before the date of sale, and the sale price. 
Gains and profits upon real estate disposed of upon executory con- 
tract shall be determined in a similar manner, except that only 
that ratio of the tax due shall be payable in any one year as the 
total amount received by the buyer in any one year, bears to the 
total sale price.”

such sidewalk as may abut or front upon his premises and 


property. 


Section 2. If such owner, after receiving notice from the City 
and County of Honolulu fails, within twenty days of such notice, 
to clean such sidewalk, or fails and neglects to keep such sidewalk 
clean and free from weeds and noxious growths, then and there- 
upon the City and County of Honolulu shall proceed to clean such 
sidewalk, as may be reasonably required under the provisions of 
this Act, and the cost thereof shall be charged to and against such 
property owner and shall be collected from such property owner, 
if not immediately paid, by suit or action in the District Court 
of Honolulu. 


Section 3. The notice mentioned in Section 2 of this Act shall 
be sent to such property owner by mailing the same to his last 
known place of abode, or address and, as well, by posting a copy 
of such notice on the premises, of such owner, abutting or adja- 
cent to the particular sidewalk requiring the attention, work and 
service indicated in this Act. 


Section 4. The necessity and the reasonableness of the atten- 
tion, work and service indicated in this Act shall be wholly vested 
in the judgment of the Board of Supervisors of the City and 
County of Honolulu. 
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Section 5. The City and County of Honolulu, by and through 
its Board of Supervisors, is expressly charged with the execution 
of the provisions of this Act.”

“Section 128. Records, etc.; disposition. At the completion 
of the count, after the close of the polls and the public announce- 
ment of the same, the inspectors shall immediately, in the presence 
of the candidates or of their agents, and of any voters desiring to 
be present, make up into a packet all of the ballots sent to the 
inspectors by the Secretary of the Territory, including all blank 
ballots whether used or not, and all printed ballots used, canceled 
or rejected; together with the register and detailed record of 
voters received from the board of registration, and all other 
records appertaining to the election, except the Roster of Voters 
and the copies of the result of the election in this chapter directed 
to be sent to the Secretary of the Territory; the Roster of Voters 
shall be delivered by one of the inspectors, or hy registered mail 
in an envelope provided by the County Clerk for such purpose, to 
the Clerk of the County in which the voting precinct is located. 
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Such packet shall he sealed by the inspectors with their own seal 
or seals, and the seals of such candidates or agents of candidates 
as may desire to seal the same. 

The inspectors shall thereupon mark such packet on the outside 
with the name and title of the Secretary of the Territory, and a 
description of the contents thereof substantially as follows, viz:

After the next general election, the ballots may be destroyed 
by the Secretary of the Territory and the other election records 
opened and filed in the office of the Secretary of the Territory.”

The at- 
tendance of all children from six to fourteen years of age, at 
either a public or private school, is obligatory and it shall be in- 
cumbent upon all parents, guardians and others having the re- 
sponsibility and care of children of such ages, to send them to 
some such school; provided that such attendance shall not be com- 
pulsory in the following cases: 

First. Where the distance to the nearest school exceeds four 
miles and no suitable transportation is provided ; 

Second. Where such child shall be physically or mentally un- 
able to attend school, of which fact the certificate of a duly licensed 
physician shall be sufficient evidence ; 

Third. When a competent person is employed as tutor in the 
family wherein such child resides and proper instruction is thereby 
imparted ; 
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Fourth. Where any child of not less than the age of thirteen 
years shall have passed the required examination of both primary 
and grammar school grades, as such requirements shall from time 
to time exist, provided he shall be suitably employed ; 

Fifth. Where, upon investigation hy the Juvenile Court, when 
feasible, or by the district magistrate, it has heen shown that for 
any other reason the child may properly remain away from school ; 

Sixth. When any child has attained the age of fourteen years 
and has not completed the fifth grade, such child may be dropped 
by the supervising principal, on the recommendation of the prin- 
cipal; provided, however, that an appeal may be taken on behalf 
of such child from such action to the superintendent of public 
instruction within ten days from the date of such action; 

Seventh. If, for any reason, any child shall become a detriment 
to the morals and discipline of any school, such child may be 
dropped by the supervising principal, on the recommendation of 
the principal, provided, however, that an appeal may be taken on 
behalf of such child from such action to the superintendent of 
public instruction within ten days from the date of such action.”

Section 1. Section 1083 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii

“Section 1083. Who may become dental hygienists. Any per- 
son of good moral character being eighteen years of age or over 
and holding or having a diploma or a proper certificate of gradua- 
tion from an accredited high school employing at least a four- 
year course of instruction, who is a graduate of a training school 
for dental hygienists, having at least a two-year course, accredited 
and recognized by the Board of Dental Examiners, may, upon pay- 
ment of fifteen dollars ($15.00) to the Board of Dental Exam- 
iners, be examined by said board on subjects considered essential 
by it for a dental hygienist. If the applicant, in the opinion of 
the board, successfully passes such examination, he shall be regis- 
tered and receive a certificate of ability to practice as a dental 
hygienist in this Territory. Every registered dental hygienist, 
before entering practice, shall pay the said board two dollars and 
fifty cents ($2.50) and secure from it an annual license to prac- 
tice. Before the first of May in each year, every registeréd dental 
hygienist desiring to begin or continue to practice in the Territory 
of Hawaii, shall pay to the Board of Dental Examiners a fee of 
two dollars and fifty cents ($2.50) for the annual registration 
thereof. The failure, neglect or refusal of any such duly licensed 
dental hygienist to pay such annual registration fee during the 
time his or her license shall remain in force shall constitute a 
forfeiture of such license, but such license may be restored upon 
written application therefor and the payment to said board of such 
additional sum as it may fix, not to exceed the sum of fifteen 


dollars ($15.00). 


Two examinations shall be held in each year, one in July and 
one in December. 


No person shall practice dental hygiene in the Territory of 
Hawaii, either gratuitously or for pay, or shall offer or attempt so 
to practice, or shall advertise or announce himself publicly or 
privately as prepared or qualified so to practice, without having a 
license as in this section provided.” 
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Section 2. Section 1084 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, as amended by Act 33 of the Session Laws of 1925, is 
hereby further amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1084. The Board of Dental Examiners may issue, 
without examination, to any person qualified as aforesaid to be 
examined, a temporary license to practice as a dental hygienist 
under the employ of the Department of Public Instruction, or the 
Board of Health or any legally incorporated eleemosynary dis- 
pensary or infirmary, private school or welfare center; such tem- 
porary license to be in force only while said dental hygienist is 
in the employ of the said Department of Public Instruction, Board 
of Health or legally incorporated eleemosynary dispensary or in- 
firmary, private school or welfare center, and shall automatically 
be cancelled when said dental hygienist shall have been examined 
by the Territorial Board of Dental Examiners, and shall be sub- 
ject to revocation by said Board of Dental Examiners at any 
time.”

“Section 1073. Issued on examination, when and how; fee. 
Any person who has reached the age of twenty-one years shall 
be eligible to take an examination before the Territorial Board of 
Examiners upon complying with the following requirements: 

Applications for examination shall be made out and filed in 
writing with the Secretary of the Board and each such application 
shall be accompanied by a fee of twenty-five dollars ($25.00), 
which shall be retained. by said Board. 
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Each applicant shall file, in writing, with the Secretary of the 
Board at least sixty days prior to the date selected by the Board 
for such examination the following credentials: 

(a) A diploma or Certificate of Graduation from an Ameri- 
can dental college recognized and approved by the Territorial 
Board of Dental Examiners ; 

(b) A diploma or other proper certificate from an accredited 
high school certifying that such applicant has had scholastic prep- 
aration or training equivalent in all respects to that usually de- 
manded for graduation by high schools giving a four-year course 
of instruction in the state or territory in which such high school 
is located. No such certificate shall be accepted by the Board 
unless it shall be signed by the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, or similar corresponding officer, having jurisdiction over said 
high school; provided, however, that an applicant who has been 
a duly licensed and active practitioner of dentistry in some other 
state of the United States for a period of five years or more may 
file such license, or proper evidence thereof, in lieu of the high 
school certificate referred to; 

(c) <A certificate that the applicant is of good moral character. 
Certificates of good moral character for applicants who are 
licensed in some other state of the United States shall bear the 
signatures and seals of the Secretary of the Board of Dental 
Examiners, and the Secretary of the State Dental Association of 
that state; 

(d) <A recent unmounted photograph of the applicant. 

The theoretical examination administered all applicants shall 
be in the English language and shall include questions on the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

Anatomy, histology, physiology, anaesthesia, materia medica, 
pathology, bacteriology, therapeutics, oral surgery, chemistry, 
ieee operative dentistry, prosthetic dentistry and ortho- 

ontia. 

The requirements for the practical examination in operative and 
prosthetic dentistry shall be decided upon and announced to the 
applicant on the day selected for beginning the theoretical exami- 
nation. 

All instruments, materials and patients must be supplied by the 
applicant. An engine and chair shall be furnished by the Board. 

Two (2) examinations shall be held each year, in July and 
December. 

Provided, however, that the Board of Dental Examiners may 
issue without examination to any person qualified to be examined 
as herein set forth a temporary license to practice dentistry under

The 
judge having jurisdiction of the estate may upon the application 
of the executor or administrator, or of any person claiming as 
heir or devisee at any time, order the distribution or partial dis- 
tribution of the real estate and for that purpose shall determine 
the heirs or devisees entitled thereto, and their respective estates 
or interests, and no distribution shall be made without order of 
court. No such order or determination shall be made except after 
a hearing, of which notice shall have been given by publication in 
such newspaper as the judge may order at least once a week for 
four successive weeks (four insertions), the last publication to be 
not less than ten days previous to the time appointed for the hear- 
ing, and by such additional method, if any, as the judge may, in 
his discretion, prescribe.

charged with the commission of an offense against the person of 
his wife or of her husband, as the case may be; provided also 
that in all criminal proceedings the husband or wife of the party 
accused shall be a competent witness for the defense.”

Upon the principal of the estate, executors and administrators 
shall be allowed as commissions payable out of the principal at 
the close of administration, five per cent for the first thousand 
dollars, four per cent for the next nine thousand dollars, three per 
cent for the next ten thousand dollars, two per cent for the next 
thirty thousand dollars and one per cent for all over fifty thousand 
dollars, the amount of such principal for this purpose to be the 
appraised value of the estate as of the death of the decedent.

Section 1. Sinking Fund. The treasurer of each county or 
city and county is authorized, empowered and required to establish 
as a special deposit in the treasury of the county or city and county 
a sinking fund, with which to pay any present or future bonded in- 
debtedness of the county or city and county, exclusive, however, 
of serial bonds, the payment of which is spread equally over a 
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period of years from a definite date after the date of issue of such 
bonds, and on the second interest paying date of any county or 
city and county bond issue hereafter made, whether the same is a 
refunding bond issue or otherwise, and on the same date each 
year thereafter, until the maturity date, he shall transfer from the 
current receipts of the county or city and county provided by law 
for such purpose or which may be set aside by the Board of Super- 
visors for such purpose and deposit to the credit of such sinking 
fund, such a sum of money that the aggregate of such sums of 
money so annually deposited with the interest thereon, will, com- 
pounded annually at the rate of four per centum, amount, at the 
expiration of the term for which said bonds are issued, to the full 
face value thereof. 


Except as otherwise provided by law, the treasurer of each 
county or city and county shall also deposit to the credit of the 
sinking fund, immediately upon the receipt thereof, all premiums 
received on the sale of county or city and county bonds; provided, 
however, that such premiums on serial bonds shall, except as pro- 
vided by Act 40, Session Laws of 1927, be credited to the interest 
nee from which the payment of interest on said bonds will be 
made. 


Such sinking funds deposited as aforesaid shall be used for the 
redemption or purchase of any outstanding bonds of the county vr 
city and county, and shall not be held exclusively for the redemp- 
tion or payment of the bonds used as a basis for the annual de- 
posits. 


SECTION 2. Redemption, notice by advertisement. Whenever 
the sum on deposit to the credit of said sinking fund is sufficient, 
the treasurer may redeem one or more bonds; provided, however, 
that prior to such redemption he shall advertise in a newspaper of 
general circulation published in the County or City and County, 
and in other places where interest payments upon said bonds are 
made, not less than once a week for three successive weeks, that 
he is prepared to pay such bonds, together with all interest accrued 
thereon, giving the numbers, issue, date, date of payment, the date 
interest will cease, and such further information as may be re- 
quired by the terms of said bond or any law of the Territory of 
Hawaii. If such bonds so sought to be redeemed as aforesaid are 
not presented for payment or redemption on or before the payment 
date specified in said advertisement, the amount due thereon shall 
be held exclusively for the payment of said bonds whenever pre- 
sented. All redemptions shall be made as provided by law and no 
notice of redemption shall be required other than that by publica- 
tion as hereinbefore provided. Bonds redeemed in the manner 
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above provided shall be held alive in the treasury of the county or 
city and county until due date for payment. 


Section 3. Purchase of bonds, when. Provided it can be 
shown to be to the financial advantage of the county or city and 
county, the treasurer of each county or city and county, with the 
approval of the board of supervisors, is authorized, whenever there 
are any funds to the credit of the sinking fund account in excess of 
the amount needed for the redemption of any bonds then matured, 
to buy with such funds, on the open market, any of the outstand- 
ing bonds or any interest bearing notes of the county or city and 
county, or to invest such funds in bonds or interest bearing notes 
of the United States, the Territory of Hawaii, or bonds of any im- 
provement district of the City and County of Honolulu, or other 
obligations for which the faith and credit of the United States are 
pledged for the payment of principal and interest; provided, how- 
ever, that the treasurer of a county or city and county shall not 
purchase any bond of any improvement district unless the total 
issue is of an amount less than fifty per cent of the assessed valua- 
tion of the real property within that district. 

The treasurer, by and with the approval of the board of super- 
visors, is further authorized and empowered to sell and dispose of 
such bonds at such times and for such prices as shall be to the 
financial advantage of the county or city and county. The ex- 
penses of such purchase and sale above the purchase price of said 
bonds shall be a proper charge against this fund. The treasurer, 
by and with the consent of the board of supervisors, is further 
authorized to deposit so much of said fund as may be deemed ad- 
visable in the savings department of any bank or in any savings 
bank doing business in the Territory, provided, however, that such 
bank furnish security for the funds so deposited in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 98, Revised Laws of Hawati 1925, except 
that the rate of interest shall be the usual rate of interest allowed 
for savings deposits.

Provided, however, that nothing in this section contained shall 
be held to preclude the treasurer of any county or city and county 
from making special deposits, with the approval of the board of 
supervisors or the mayor, as the case may be, for the safe keeping 
of public moneys, other than those deposited in banks under the 
provisions of this section, as provided in sections 1687 and 1813. 

Provided, however, that Section 1255 of Chapter 98 shall not 
apply to the county and city and county governments.”

TENANCE AND USE oF BILLBOARDS IN THE CITY AND COUNTY 
oF HonoLuLu AND LICENSING AND REGULATING THE Occu- 
PATION OF MAINTAINING BILLBOARDS AND OutTpoor ADVER- 
TISING, AND PRovIDING PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION OF 
THE SAME. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


Section 1. The term “billboard”, as used in this Act, is here- 
by defined to be any board, fence, or sign erected or maintained 
for advertising purposes or upon which any advertisement is 
shown, or whereon any poster, bil, printing, painting, device 
or other advertising matter of any kind whatsoever may be 
placed, stuck, tacked, posted, printed, painted, pasted or fastened, 
but this definition shall not be held to include any board, sign or 
surface used to display official notices, issued by any court or 
public office, or posted by any public officer in the performance of 
a public duty, or used to display announcement of meetings to be 
held upon premises whereon such billboard or bulletin boards are 
displayed, or used to advertise any business conducted on the 
premises where such billboard or bulletin board is located, nor 
shall it be held to include a real estate sign for a single lot or 
twenty (20) square feet in area for a subdivision tract advertis- 
ing for sale or rent the property upon which it stands.

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Section 2. The term “outdoor advertising”, as used in this 
Act, is hereby defined to be advertising on any board, fence or 
structure, or the placing thereon of any poster, bill, printing, paint- 
ing, device or any advertising matter of any kind whatsoever, and 
the pasting, posting, painting, printing, mailing or tacking or 
otherwise fastening of any hand-bill, card, banner, sign, poster, 
advertisement or notice of any kind upon any property or place. 

Secrion 3. No person, firm or corporation shall erect, place 
or maintain any billboard or engage in or carry on the business or 
occupation of outdoor advertising or maintaining billboards with- 
out paying the tax provided for in this Act. 


Section 4. The tax imposed by this Act shall be payable on 
the first day of each fiscal year and the amount thereof shall be 
Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($250.00) per year. In case the 
acts or business in respect of which the tax is payable, shall begin 
after the first day of a fiscal year, the tax for such year shall be 
paid at the time of such beginning. 


Section 5. No person, firm or corporation shall erect or main- 
tain any billboard or outdoor advertising in the City and County 
of Honolulu except in the business district as such district is 
defined by this Act. 


Section 6. The business district, for the purposes of this Act, 
shall consist of and include all that portion of the City of Hono- 
lulu bounded as follows: 


By Beretania Street on the North, 
Queen Street on the South, 
Punchbowl Street on the East, and 
River Street on the West. 


For the purposes of this section, the term “block” is defined to 
mean that portion of a street (hereinafter referred to as the 
primary street) between two cross streets which intersect one or 
both side lines thereof, provided, that in cases where a cross street 
intersects only one line of such primary street a straight line 
joining the center line of the terminating cross street, at its ter- 

. minus with the nearest point on the opposite side of said primary 
street, shall limit the block on the other side of the primary street. 
The term “street”, as used herein, shall include all public thorough- 
fares, excepting alleys. 


Section 7. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to erect, construct or maintain, or to cause and permit to 
ne erected, constructed, or maintained within the City and County 
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of Honolulu any billboard or advertising sign-board of a surface 
sign space of more than ten feet six inches (10’ 6”) in height. 
An ornamental moulding or cornice not to exceed two feet (2’) 
in width may be placed around the surface sign space of any bill- 
board or advertising sign-board and ornamental posts or columns 
may he placed at each end of said sign space. An ornamental 
lattice work may be placed between the lower edge of said sign 
space and the surface of the ground. 


Section 8. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to erect, construct or maintain, or to cause or permit to 
be erected, constructed, or maintained within the City and County 
of Honolulu, any billboard or advertising sign-board except in 
accordance with this Act, and unless the same be safely and 
securely built and constructed, and erected upon posts or standards 
sunk at least three feet below the natural surface of the ground, 
and unless the same be braced by timbers, or metal rods in the rear 
thereof, extending from the top of said billboard or advertising 
sign-board to a point in the ground at least a distance equal to 
one-half the height of such billboard or advertising sign-board, 
measured along the ground, from the posts or standards upon 
which such billboard is erected. 


Every billboard or advertising sign-board having an advertis- 
ing surface in excess of twenty (20) square feet shall be built to 
withstand a lateral wind pressure of twenty (20) pounds per 
square foot of exposed surface. 


Nothing in this section contained shall be deemed or construed 
as applying to any billboard or advertising sign-board the full 
length of which is securely fastened to, or the vertical supports of 
which are placed against and securely fastened to, the side of a 
building in the business district defined in Section 6 of this Act. 


Section 9. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor-. 
poration to erect or construct any billboard or advertising sign- 
board without first obtaining a building permit therefor from the 
Building Inspector of the City and County of Honolulu. The 
application for such permit shall contain the name and address of 
the applicant, the proposed location of the billboard and the dimen- 
sions of the advertising surface thereof. Such application shall 
he accompanied by specifications for the erection of the proposed 
billboard and a permit fee of three dollars ($3.00). 


If the said Building Inspector finds that the proposed billboard 
or advertising sign may be erected, constructed, or maintained on 
the proposed location without danger to the public health, morals 
or safety, he may, in his discretion, grant the permit applied for. 
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Section 10. No paper, cloth or advertising matter shall be 
allowed or permitted to hang loose from any billboard, but the 
same shall be securely fastened or glued to the surface of the bill- 
board. 


Secrion 11. All billboards which are constructed on street 
lines or within three (3) feet therefrom, shall have a smooth sur- 
face and no nails, tacks or wires shall be permitted to protrude 
therefrom, except electrical reflectors or devices extending over 
the top and in front of the billboard to be used for illuminating 
purposes. 


Section 12. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration, except a public officer or employee in performance of a 
public duty, to paste, paint, print, nail, tack or otherwise fasten 
any card, banner, hand-bill, sign, poster or advertisement or notice 
of any kind or cause the same to be done, on any curbstone, lamp- 
post, pole, hitching-post, watering trough, hydrant, bridge or tree 
upon a public street or public property within the City and County 
of Honolulu, except as may be required by the ordinances of the 
said City and County of Honolulu, or the laws of the Territory or 
of the United States. 


Section 13. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration, except a public officer or employee in performance of a 
public duty, or a private person in giving a legal notice, to paste, 
post, paint, print, nail or tack or otherwise fasten any card, ban- 
ner, hand-bill, sign, poster, advertisement or notice of any kind 
upon any property without the written consent of the owner, 
holder, lessee, agent or trustee thereof. 

Any advertisement prohibited by this section and the next pre- 
ceding section may be taken down, moved or destroyed by any 
one. 


Section 14. No person, firm or corporation shall scatter, daub 
or leave any paint, paste, glue or other substance used for paint- 
ing or affixing advertisement matter upon any public street or 
sidewalk or scatter or throw or permit to be scattered or thrown 
any bills, waste matter, paper, cloth or materials of whatsoever 
kind removed from billboards on any public street or on private 
property. 


Section 15. There shall be placed and maintained on the top 
of each billboard and advertising sign the name, plainly printed, 
of the person, firm or corporation owning or who is in possession, 
charge or control of the same, for advertising purposes. 
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SECTION 16. Every person, firm or corporation engaged in or 
carrying on the business or occupation of bill-posting or advertis- 
ing sign painting or outdoor advertising or maintaining billboards 
shall cause the name of such person, firm or corporation to be 
plainly painted in a conspicuous place on the outside of any wagon 
or vehicle used in such business or occupation and shall keep the 
same plain and distinct at all times. Every employee of any per- 
son, firm or corporation, engaged in said business or occupation, 
while employed in posting bills or painting signs or bulletins shall 
wear a metal badge or shield on which shall appear in legible char- 
acters the name of the person, firm or corporation by whom such 
employee is employed. . 


Section 17. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to exhibit, post or display, or cause to be exhibited, poste: 
or displayed, upon any billboard or painted wall sign, any state- 
ment, words or signs of an obscene, indecent or immoral nature, 
or any picture, illustration or delineation of any human figure in 
such detail as to offend public morality or decency, or of any lewd, 
lascivious act, or any other matter or thing of an obscene, inde- 
cent or immoral nature, or offensive to the moral sense. 


Section 18. It is hereby declared that each of Sections 1 to 
18, both inclusive, of this Act is several from each and every of 
the other sections thereof and each thereof has been passed inde- 
pendently and severally from each and every of such others and 
irrespective of the passage thereof. 


Section 19. Any person, firm or corporation violating any 
provision or provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by a 
fine of not less thari twenty-five dollars ($25.00) and not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment in the 
county jail for not exceeding one (1) month, or both such fine 
and imprisonment.

in a newspaper of general circulation, published in the Territory, 
shall have the force of law, and such publication shall be deemed 
legal notice to all persons. The Secretary shall furnish the form 
of such applications and certificates. All applications shall be 
by sworn petition, in which the party shall set forth the facts 
upon which the application rests. 

The Secretary of the Territory of Hawaii, or his secretary, or 
such other person as he may designate and appoint from his 
office, may examine, under oath, any applicant or person cog- 
nizant of the facts regarding any applicaticn, and for that pur- 
pose he and they may administer oaths, subpoena and compel the 
attendance of witnesses and the production of books and papers, 
punish for contempts and, generally, to exercise the same author- 
ity with regard to their special jurisdiction as is, by law, con- 
ferred on district magistrates.” 


Section 2. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

Laws or 1925, RELATING TO THE SALE oF REAL PROPERTY 
TO ENForRcE LIEN FoR TAXES. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Section 1373 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, as amended by Act 192 of the Session Laws of 1925, is 
hereby further amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1373. Sale of real property. All real property or 
any interest therein, and all improvements upon real property 
assessed to others than the owners of the real property, on which 
a Jien for taxes shall exist, may be sold by way of foreclosure of 
such lien without suit by the Tax Assessor, at public auction to 
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the highest bidder, for cash, to satisfy the lien, together with all 
interest, penalties, costs and expenses due or incurred on account 
of the tax, lien and sale, the surplus, if any to be rendered to the 
person thereto entitled. The sale shall be held at any public place 
proper for sales on execution, after notice published at least once 
a week for at least four successive weeks immediately prior there- 
to in any newspaper of general circulation published in the taxa- 
tion division wherein the property to be sold is situate, or if there 
be no newspaper published in said taxation division, then in any 
newspaper of general circulation. Such notice shall also he 
posted for a like period in at least three conspicuous public places 
within the taxation division wherein the sale is to be held, one 
being at a post office and one being on such land. The notice of 
sale shall contain the name of the person assessed, or from whom 
the tax is due, the character and amount of the tax, with interest, 
penalties, costs, expenses and charges accrued, a brief descrip- 
tion of the property to be sold, and the time and place of sale, 
and shall warn the persons assessed or from whom the tax is due, 
that unless the tax, with all interest, penalties, costs, expenses and 
charges, is paid before the time of sale appointed, the property 
advertised for sale will be sold as advertised. 

The Tax Assessor, or his deputy, shall, on payment of the 
purchase price, make, execute and deliver all proper conveyances 
necessary in the premises and the delivery of such conveyances 
shall vest in the purchaser the title to the property sold; provided, 
that the deed to the premises, provided for in this section, shall 
be recorded within one month of such sale, and, provided, further, 
that the taxpayer may redeem the property sold as aforesaid by 
payment to the purchaser at such sale, within one year from the 
date thereof, the amount paid by such purchaser, together with all 
costs and expenses which such purchaser was required to pay, 
including the fee for such recording of deed, and in addition 
thereto interest on such amount at the rate of twelve per centum 
per annum.” 


Section 2. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

No confession shall be received 
in evidence unless it shall first be made to appear to the judge be- 
fore whom the case is being tried that such confession was in fact 
voluntarily made and such voluntary confession when offered in 
evidence on any trial shall not be rejected on the ground that ti 
purports to have been made on oath, if proof can be given to the 
judge that in fact it was not so made.”

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory af Hawaii: 


Section 1. Section 1884 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1884. Commissioners, appointment, tenure, pay, oath, 
Tt shall be the duty of the Mayor of the City and County of 
Honolulu, during the month of January in each odd numbered year, 
to appoint, with the approval of the Board of Supervisors, a board 
of police and fire commissioners, to be known as the Honolulu 
Civil Service Commission, consisting of three citizens of the Ter- 
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ritory, not more than two of whom shal] be members of the same 
political party. Any member of the Commission may be removed 
by the Mayor, with the approval of the Board of Supervisors, and 
yacancies in the Commission shall be filled by the Mayor with the 
approval of the Board for the unexpired term. The City and 
County Clerk shall act as Secretary of the Commission. Two mem- 
bers of the Commission shall constitute a quorum. Each member 
of the Commission shall receive compensation for services as may 
be fixed by the Board, such compensation not to exceed the sum 
of two hundred dollars ($200.00) per annum, which shall be paid 
by the City and County upon the certificate of the secretary. Each 
member of the Commission shall, before entering upon his duties, 
take and subscribe an oath of office in the form set forth in Sec- 
tion 1757, and file the same in the office of the City and County 
Clerk. The Commissioners, and each of them, shall have the power 
to subpoena witnesses to testify in any hearing before them and 
to administer oaths. The Commission shall annually elect one of 
its members as Chairman. 


Section 2. Section 1888 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 1888. Examination of applicants. The examination 
which the rules and regulations shall provide for shall be public 
and free for all citizens of the Territory over twenty and under 
forty-five years of age, with proper limitations as to residence, 
health, habits and character. The examinations shall be practical 
in their character and shall be conducted in either the English or 
the Hawaiian language, at the option of the person examined, and 
may include tests of manual skill and physical strength. The 
Commission shall control all examinations and may designate suit- 
able persons to conduct them and fix the rate of their compensation 
which shall be paid by the City and County on the certificate of the 
Secretary of the Commission.” 


Section 3. This Act shall take effect on its approval. 
Approved this 27th day of April, A. D. 1927.

AN ACT REGULATING THE SALE, TRANSFER AND POSSESSION OF 
CERTAIN FIREARMS AND AMMUNITIONS, AND AMENDING 
Sections 2136, 2137, 2138, 2139, 2140, 2141, 2142, 2143, 
2146 AND 2147 oF THE RevisED Laws or Hawart 1925. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Definitions. “Pistol” or “revolver” as used in this 
Act, means any firearm with barrel less than twelve inches in 
length. 


“Crime of Violence”, as used in this Act means any of the fol- 
lowing crimes, namely, murder, manslaughter, rape, mayhem, as- 
sault to do great bodily harm, robbery, larceny, burglary and house- 
breaking. 


Section 2. Committing crime when armed. If any person, 
when armed with a pistol or revolver, shall commit or attempt to 
commit an act constituting a crime of violence, he may in addition 
to the punishment otherwise provided for the crime, be punished 
by. imprisonment for not more than one year or by a fine of not 
more than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) or by both; provided, 
that the act aforesaid be one which is capable of being committed 
or facilitated by means of a pistoi or revolver. 


Section 3. Being armed prima facie evidence of intent. In 
the trial of a person for committing or attempting to commit a 
crime of violence, the fact that he was armed with a pistol or 
revolver and had no license to carry the same, shall be prima facie 
evidence of his intention to commit said crime of violence; pro- 
vided, that the criminal act committed or attempted be one which is 
capable of being conimitted or facilitated by means of a pistol or 
revolver. 


SEcTION 4. Persons forbidden to possess small arms. No per- 
son who has been convicted in this territory, or elsewhere, of hav- 
ing committed or attempted a crime of violence, shall own or have 
in his possession or under his control, a pistol or revolver. 


_ SECTION 5. Carrying or keeping small arms by unlicensed 
persons. Except as otherwise provided in Sections 7 and 11 here- 
of in respect of certain licensees, no person shall carry, keep, pos- 
sess or have under his control a pistol or revolver; provided, how- 
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ever, that any person who shall have lawfully acquired the owner- 
ship or possession of a pistol or revolver may, for purposes of 
protection and with or without a license, keep the same in the dwell- 
ing house or business office personally occupied by him, and, in 
case of an unlawful attack upon any person or property in said 
house or office, said pistol or revolver may be carried in any law- 
ful, hot pursuit of the assailant. 


Section 6. Exceptions. The provisions of the preceding sec- 
tion shall not apply to marshals, sheriffs, prison or jail wardens or 
their deputies, policemen, mail carriers, or other duly appointed 
law enforcement officers, or to members of the Army, Navy, or 
Marine Corps of the United States, or of the National Guard, when 
on duty, or of organizations by law authorized to purchase or re- 
ceive such weapons from the United States or this territory, or to 
officers or employees of the United States authorized by law. to 
carry a concealed pistol or revolver, or to duly authorized military 
organizations when on duty, or to the members thereof when at 
or going to or from their customary places of assembly, or to the 
regular and ordinary transportation of pistols or revolvers as 
merchandise, or to any person while carrying a pistol or revolver 
unloaded in a wrapper from the place of purchase to his home or 
place of business, or to a place of repair or back to his home or 
place of business or in moving goods from one place of abode or 
business to another. 


Section 7. Issuse of licenses to carry. The judge ot a court 
of record or the sheriff of a county, or city and county, shall, upon 
the application of any person having a bona fide residence or place 
of business within the jurisdiction of said licensing authority, or of 
any person having a bona fide residence or place of business with- 
in the United States and a license to carry a pistol or revolver con- 
cealed upon his person or to carry one elsewhere than in his home 
or office, said license being issued by the authorities of any state or 
political subdivision of the United States, issue a license to such 
person to carry a pistol or revolver within this territory elsewhere 
than in his home or office, for not more than one year from date 
of issue, if it appears that the applicant has good reason to fear an 
injury to his person or property, or has any other proper reason 
for carrying a pistol or revolver, and that he is a suitable person to 
be so licensed. The license shall be in triplicate, in form to be 
prescribed by the treasurer of the territory, and shall bear the 
name, address, description and signature of the licensee and the 
reason given for desiring a license. The original thereof shall be 
delivered to the licensee; the duplicate shall, within seven days, be 
sent by registered mail, to the treasurer of the territory and the 
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triplicate shall be preserved for six years by the authority issuing 
said license. 


_Section 8. Selling to minors. No person shall sell, barter, 
hire, lend, or give any pistol or revolver to any person under the 
age of eighteen years. 


Section 9. Transfers regulated. No person shall transfer by 
way of sale, gift, loan or otherwise, a pistol or revolver unless the 
prospective transferee, when he applies for the transfer, presents a 
permit duly granted under Section 2141 of the Revised Laws of 
Hawaii 1925; nor shall he make such transfer unless the transferee 
be a person in respect of whom there is no reasonable cause, known 
to the transferor, for believing that such transferee has committed 
or attempted, or has been convicted of committing or attempting, 
a crime of violence. No seller shall in any event deliver a pistol 
or revolver on the day when the application to purchase and the 
statement hereinafter mentioned shall be made. When delivered, 
said pistol or revolver shall be securely wrapped and shall be un- 
loaded. Before a delivery be made the purchaser shall sign in 
triplicate and deliver to the seller a statement containing his full 
name, address, occupation, race, nationality, color, and place of 
birth, the date of sale, the caliber, make, model, and manu- 
facturer’s number of the weapon, and stating that he has never been 
convicted of a crime of violence. The seller shall promptly sign 
and forward by registered mail one copy thereof to the treasurer 
of the territory, and one copy thereof to the sheriff of the county 
or city and county of which the seller is a resident, and shall retain 
the other copy for six years. A statement shall be deemed 
promptly forwarded if it is forwarded within seven days, unless a 
shorter time is provided therefor in regulations established by the 
Governor. 


Section 10. Dealers to be licensed. No retail dealer or selling 
agent shall sell or otherwise transfer, or expose for sale or trans- 
fer, or have in his possession with intent to sell, or otherwise trans- 
fer, any pistol or revolver without being licensed as hereinafter 
provided. 


Section 11. Dealers’ Licenses; by whom granted, and condi- 
tions thereof. The duly constituted licensing authorities of any 
political subdivision of this territory may grant licenses in form 
prescribed by the treasurer of the territory, effective for not more 
than one year from date of issue, permitting the licensee to sell 
at retail within the said city or town or political subdivision, pistols 
and revolvers, subject to the following conditions, for breach of 
any of which the license shall be subject to forfeiture: 
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1. The business shall be carried on only in the building désig- 
nated in the license. 


2. The license or a copy thereof, certified by the issuing author- 
ity, shall be displayed on the premises where it can easily be read. 


3. No pistol or revolver shall be delivered unless the purchaser 
either is personally known to the seller or shall present clear evi- 
dence of his identity. 


4. The seller shall faithfully comply with the requirements of 
Section 9 hereof and with all other provisions of this Act and of 
Chapter 128, Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925. A copy of the state- 
ment required by Section 9 hereof shall be entered by the seller in 
a book of record to be kept in his place of business and to be always 
open to the inspection of the officers and authorized representatives 
of the territorial government, including the police. Said book 
shall be preserved for six years. 


5. No pistol or revolver, or imitation thereof, or placard ad- 
vertising the sale or other transfer thereof, shall be displayed in 
any part of said premises where it can readily be seen from the 
outside. 


No license to sell at retail shall be granted to anyone except as 
provided in this section. 


Section 12. False information forbidden. No person shall, 
in purchasing or otherwise securing delivery of a pistol or re- 
volver, or in applying for a license to carry the same, give false 
information or offer false evidence of his identity. 


Section 13. Alteration of identifying marks prohibited. No 
person shall change, alter, remove, or obliterate the name of the 
maker, model, manufacturer’s number or other mark of identifica- 
tion on any pistol or revolver. Possession of any pistol or re- 
volver upon which any such mark shall have been changed, altered, 
removed, or obliterated, shall be prima facie evidence that the pos- 
sessor has changed, altered, removed or obliterated the same. 


Section 14. Existing licenses revoked. All licenses hereto- 
fore issued within this territory permitting the carrying of pistols 
or revolvers shall expire at midnight of the 30th day of June, 1927. 


SECTION 15, Exceptions. This Act shall not apply to antique 
pistols or revolvers unsuitable for use as firearms. 


Section 16. Act supersedes local laws. The provisions of this 
Act shall be effective and controlling throughout this territory, 
notwithstanding the provisions of any local law ot ordinance. 
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SECTION 17, Penalties. Any violation of any provision of this 
Act shall constitute an offense punishable by a fine of not more 
than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) or imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or both. 


Section 18. Section 2136 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 2136. Report upon acquiring title to or possession of 
firearms or ammunition. Except as otherwise provided by law, 
any person, firm, corporation or copartnership, residing or doing 
business within the territory acquiring title or possession or im- 
porting into (by express or otherwise) or receiving within the 
territory any firearm or any ammunition, capable of causing death 
or inflicting great personal injury, who shall fail to file a descrip- 
tion of the same in the manner provided by this chapter, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and punished as this chapter 
provides. Except in so far as the acquisition of title to or posses- 
sion of a firearm or of ammunition may be reported by the dealer 
or selling agent under the provisions of Section 2140 hereof, such 
person, firm, corporation or copartnership shall, within two weeks 
after such acquisition, importation or receipt, file a report with the 
sheriff of the county or city and county wherein his or its place of 
business, or if there be none within the territory, his or its resi- 
dence, or if there be neither residence nor place of business therein, 
his place of sojourn therein, is located. Said report shall include 
a description of the class of firearm or firearms or/and ammuni- 
tion owned by him, it or them or in his, its or their possession, 
which description shall set forth the class of firearm or firearms 
or/and ammunition so owned and possessed, together with the 
name of the maker and the factory number, when such number 
appears on such firearm or firearms or ammunition. 


The Governor may, in his discretion, require the filing in like 
manner, at a time or at times to be fixed by him, of like reports by 
all persons, firms, corporations or copartnerships owning or pos- 
sessing, at a date or at dates to be announced by the Governor, any 
firearm or ammunition within this territory ; provided, that at least 
one month shall expire between the publication or announcement 
of the Governor’s said requirement and the time fixed for filing. 
Where any person responsible for making a report hereunder is 
unable to furnish all of the information herein or hereby required, 
he shall furnish as much as may be possible and in such manner 
as may be required by the sheriff.” , 


Section 19. Section 2137 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended by inserting the words “acquired or” before the 
words “in possession,” in the caption preceding the required form.

Strike out the words “owned by him or in my possession” ap- 
pearing in the certificate in the required form, and insert in lieu 
thereof the words “acquired, imported or otherwise received by 
me.” At the end of Section 2137, add the following: “Note: In 
case a special report is required by the Governor under the terms 
of this section, the person making the report should strike out the 
words “acquired, imported or otherwise received by me” and insert 
in lieu thereof, the words “owned by me or in my possession.” 


Section 20. Section 2138 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2138. Information required and furnished Governor. 
It shall be the further duty of the sheriff to enter in a book to be 
provided for such purpose, all information thus furnished him 
relative to the ownership, acquisition, importation, delivery and 
possession of firearms and ammunition, which book shall be an 
exact duplication of the descriptions furnished, and, further, to 
furnish to the Governor not later than the 20th day of January 
and the 20th day of July of each and every year, an exact report, 
a complete copy of the description and information so furnished as 
aforesaid and as required by Sections 2139 and 2140 hereof.” 


Section 21. Section 2139 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2139. Further information. It shall be the duty of 
every person, firm, corporation, copartnership, dealing in firearms 
or/and ammunition at wholesale or at retail, including commis- 
sion merchants and selling agents, to furnish to the sheriff of the 
county or city and county in which such person resides, or where- 
in such business is carried on, on the first day of January and the 
first day of July of each and every year, a list of all firearms and 
ammunition in his, their or its possession, and likewise at the times 
mentioned, furnish to such sheriff a list of all arms brought into 
the territory, in transit or otherwise, by him, them or it during the 
six months next preceding such date upon which such list and 
description is required to be filed; the lists thus to be furnished by 
such dealers in firearms and ammunition shall comply as nearly as 
possible with the requirements of Sections 2136 and 2137, as may 
be determined by such sheriff. 


Tt shall be the duty of the sheriff to inspect the shops, stores, 
warehouses and other business premises of such dealers, commis- 
sion merchants and selling agents, to verify the accuracy of the 
reports made and to ascertain whether any required reports have 
been omitted.” 
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Section 22. Section 2140 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2140. Sale of firearms or ammunition; report. 
Whenever any person, firm, corporation, copartnership, dealing in 
or keeping for sale firearms or ammunition, shall make a sale of 
any firearms or ammunition or shall in any manner dispose of the 
same to any person, it shall be the duty of such person, firm, cor- 
poration, copartnership, promptly to make an official written report 
of said transaction and to include therein such information as shall 
satisfy the requirements of this chapter. A report shall be 
deemed promptly made, if it is forwarded within seven days, 
unless a shorter time is provided therefor in regulations estab- 
lished by the Governor. As to a sale of firearms of any size or 
class whatever, said report shall conform, in respect of the man- 
ner of signing, of the information included, of the officials to 
whom it shall be forwarded and of all other particulars, with the 
requirements prescribed as to a sale of pistols or revolvers by 
Sections 9 and 11 of the Small Arms Act and a record of the facts 
contained in said report shall be made in the book required by 
Section 11 of the Small Arms Act or in a similar book of record, 
open to inspection by any proper officer or his representative. 
As to a sale of amunition, said report shall be made to the sheriff 
of the county wherein the sale or disposition thereof takes place; 
it shall contain (1) the name of the owner; (2) in case of a sale, 
the names of vendor and vendee; (3) the name of the recipient 
of the ammunition, in the event that it be delivered to some one 
other than the vendee or his employee; (4) the date of the sale 
or disposition ; and (5) a description of the character and quantity 
of such ammunition.” 


Section 23. Section 2141 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2141. No delivery without permit to atquire. No 
person owning, possessing or entitled to dispose of a firearm of 
any class, whether or not he be a dealer in firearms, shall deliver 
a firearm to another person, unless the latter present a permit, in 
duplicate, authorizing the acquisition by him of a firearm of the 
kind or class to be delivered and bearing date on a day during the 
preceding thirty days. Such permits shall be issued by the sheriff 
of the county or city and county wherein the applicant resides, 
or, in the case of non-residents, by the sheriff of the county of 
his sojourn; provided (1) that the applicant is found not to be a 
habitual criminal or a person who has been convicted in a court of 
the territory, or in any other court, of having committed or at- 
tempted a crime of violence, as that phrase is defined in the Small 
Arms Act; and (2) that the applicant is found not to be an 
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anarchist or a person who desires the overthrow of the govern- 
ment of the United States or the diminution of its territory or 
domain or a person who, if armed, would tend to imperil or weaken 
the government of the United States or of the territory. The 
person making delivery of any firearm, whether by virtue of a 
sale, a gift, a loan or otherwise, shall send to the proper sheriff, 
by registered mail, one copy of the permit, presented to him as 
_ aforesaid; such sheriff being the one by whom the permit was 
issued. The other copy of the permit shall, for sixty days, be 
retained by the person making delivery as aforesaid. Such permit 
shall be subject to inspection by any sheriff or officer of the 
law or his representative; and it shall be the duty of the person 
making delivery of the firearm to answer, to the best of his 
ability, orally, or in writing, (as may be required) any reasonable 
questions by a proper officer or his representative concerning the 
identity or description of the firearm so delivered.” 


SecTION 24. Section 2142 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2142. Penalties. Any person who shall deliver or re- 
ceive a firearm without complying with the requirements of Sec- 
tion 2141, and any person who shall otherwise violate any pro- 
vision of said section, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) or by imprisonment for a term of 
not more than one year, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


Any person furnishing information leading to the conviction 
of any person violating any provision of Section 2141 shall be 
paid an amount equal to one-half of the fine that may be imposed 
against the person convicted.” 


Section 25, Section 2143 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended by inserting, after the first sentence in 
said section, the following: “The request aforesaid shall include 
(1) an expression of the belief of such citizens that the applicant 
has never committed or attempted a crime of violence, as that 
phrase is defined in the Small Arms Act; that he has never been 
convicted thereof anywhere and that he is not likely to commit or 
attempt any such crime and (2) a brief statement of the facts 
relating to the age, character, nativity and personal history of the 
applicant, insofar as these facts are within the personal knowledge 
of such responsible citizens. Such facts as are within the per- 
sonal knowledge of one of them, only, shall be included in a sup- 
plemental written statement signed by the person having such 
knowledge.” 
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Section 26. Section 2146 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 2146. Penalties. Any person who shall be found in 
the possession of any firearm or firearms or any ammunition with- 
out having complied with the provisions of this chapter, or who 
shall fail to give, file or forward required information, reports or 
statements, or who shall otherwise violate the provisions of this 
chapter in matters not covered by Section 2142 hereof, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be fined by the court of appropriate jurisdiction in a sum 
of not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00). Any person, 
firm, corporation, copartnership, failing to file any information 
herein required to be filed, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be fined by the court of appro- 
priate jurisdiction not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00). 

The divulging of official information recorded or on file in a 
public office shall be punishable in like manner; provided, how- 
ever, that where the information divulged has not tended, or 
been designed to encourage, or to render formidable armed resist- 
ance to the law, the fine shall not exceed twenty-five dollars 


($25.00).” 


Section 27. Section 2147 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 2147. Exceptions. The requirements and provisions 
of this Chapter shall not apply to those who, under Section 6 of 
the Small Arms Act, are excepted from the provisions of Sec- 
tion 5 of that Act.” 


Section 28. Constitutionality. If any part of this Act is for 
any reason declared void, such invalidity shall not affect the 
validity of the remaining portions of this Act. 

Section 29. Short title. The first seventeen sections of this 
Act are herein referred to as the “Small Arms Act,” by which 
designation such sections may be cited. 

Section 30. Certain Acts repealed. All laws or parts of 
laws inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed, but the provisions 


of Chapter 128, Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, are not repealed 
hereby, except where plainly inconsistent herewith. 


Secrion 31. This Act shall take effect from and after July 1, 
1927,

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Chapter 209 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended by adding a new section thereto to be 
known ag Section 3617A, and to read as follows: 

“Section 3617A. In cases of permanent partial disability of 


minors, the compensation shall not in any event be less than five 
dollars ($5.00) per week.” 


Section 2. This Act shall take effect from and after the date 
of its approval.

[H. B. No, 386] 


AN ACT to ProvinE ror THE INCORPORATION AND GOVERN- 
MENT OF BUILDING AND Loan ASSOCIATIONS. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1, Building and Loan Association Defined. The 
term “building and loan association” shall mean and include any 
corporation organized for any one or more of the following pur- 
poses : 

_ (a) The receiving and accumulating of the funds and sav- 
ings of its members and the profits and earnings thereof, and the 
loaning of the same to its members or to others; 

(b) The creation of any fund derived from periodical pay- 
ments by members, upon contracts or otherwise, as well as from 
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dues, fees, fines, forfeitures, and payment of interest, which fund 
is to be loaned or advanced to members or others making such 
periodical payments, for the purpose of enabling the borrowers to 
acquire any real or personal property, or to construct buildings, 
or for any other purpose; . 

(c) The issuing or selling of shares of stock, investment or 
other certificates, bonds, debentures, or other papers by whatever 
names designated, whether issued for money paid in advance, or to 
be paid in installments, always with intent, express or implied, 
that the proceeds or accumulated installments are to be withdraw- 
able or repayable, with accumulations, at some fixed future date 
or an indefinite date of maturity; but not including any kind of 
banking business. 


Provided, that the provisions of this Act shall not include or 
apply to insurance companies, or lodges or other fraternal organi- 
zations which maintain funds derived from periodical payments 
by members thereof for the purpose of paying sick or death 
benefits to the members or their heirs or representatives, or cor- 
porations lawfully carrying on business in this territory as banks, 
trust or investment companies under any other law of this terri- 
tory whose shares are not subject to withdrawal or retirement as 
contemplated by Sections 15 and 16 of this Act. 

For the purposes of this Act the word “association” shall denote 
a “building and loan association” and shall import a corporation, 


SecTIon 2, Definitions. “Authorized capital” shall mean the 
aggregate matured value of all shares of stock the issuance of 
which has been authorized as stated in the articles of associa- 
tion or by subsequent increase thereof, as in this Act provided. 
This term shall not be used by any association in advertising its 
business. 

“Paid in capital” or “capital” shall mean the sum of the book 
values of all of the shares of stock at the time issued and out- 
standing, and “book value” shall mean the value of a share as 
determined by the total amount paid in upon or credited to the 
matured value thereof, less any sums withdrawn or lawfully 
charged against the same. 

“Fully paid shares” shall mean those shares on which matured 
value is paid in at the time of subscription therefor. 

“Prepaid shares” shall mean those shares upon which a Jump 
sum is paid when the stock is subscribed for in an amount which 
shall equal the then present worth of the matured value of the 
share at the expected dividend rate for the number of years in- 
tervening until estimated maturity. 

A “matured” share shall mean (a) an installment share or a 
prepaid share of which the book value shall have reached its 
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maturity value by the payment of dues and apportionments of 
earnings thereon, over and above any amounts chargeable against 
the same; or (b) a fully paid share the matured value of which 
has been paid in for such number of years as the by-laws shall 
provide. 7 

“Investment certificate” shall mean a certificate by the term of 
which the association agrees to pay a fixed and stated rate of in- 
terest, which rate shall be used in determining the book value at 
any time and the ultimate or maturity value thereof. 


“Withdrawal value” shall mean the value of a share or invest- 
ment certificate determined by adding to what has been paid in 
(excluding the membership fee) a portion of the earnings equal 
to not less than six per cent (6%) interest on monthly balances, 
less any sums withdrawn or lawfully charged against such share 
or certificate, and less also, in the case of shares, any amount 
chargeable against the same for debts or losses of the association 
not coverable out of earnings, guaranty shares or the reserve 
fund; provided, however, that if the dividend declared for any 
semi-annual period shall be at a rate below seven per cent (7%) 
per annum, then the rate applied for the purpose of determining 
the withdrawal value for that period may be one per cent (1%) 
below the dividend rate. 

“Guaranty shares” shall mean stock provided for by the by- 
laws to be set apart and sold as a permanent or guaranty capital 
which, when once so set apart, sold and issued, shall thereafter 
remain as a fixed, permanent and guaranty capital subject to all 
of the conditions and liabilities attaching to the paid in capital 
stock of other classes of corporation. It shall protect and guar- 
antee all other stockholders and creditors against any loss, and 
shall be maintained as paid up, non-withdrawable stock and shall 
at all times be maintained at not less than ten per cent (10%) 
of the aggregate book value of the stock or investment certificates. 
Should earnings be insufficient to fulfill the guarantees given by 
the association, both principal and dividends of the guaranty stock 
shall be used for that purpose to any extent required. In no 
case shall earnings be so apportioned as to allow a higher return 
on stock or on investment certificates in the guaranteed class than 
on other classes of stock, except the guaranty stock. 

A “member” shall mean any owner of any share of stock of the 
association irrespective of its book value or whether represented 
by a certificate or pass book. 


Section 3. Association, how formed. Any five or more per- 
sons, of whom a majority must be residents of the Territory of 
Hawaii, desiring to form a corporation to carry on the business 
of a building and loan-association under the provisions of this Act, 
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shall file in the office of the treasurer of the Territory of Hawaii 
articles of association which shall set forth: 


(1) The name of the corporation, which shall include the 
words “building and loan association” or “building and loan so- 
ciety”, or “building and loan company,” and which name shall 
not include any of the words “bank”, “banking”, “trust”, or 
“fidelity”, nor import any business of a character denoted by any 
of said words; 

(2) The purposes for which it is organized; 

(3) The principal place of its business; 

(4) The names and places of residence of the incorporators ; 

(5) The term of corporate existence, which shall not exceed 
fifty years unless subsequently extended as by law provided in 
the case of other corporations ; 

(6) The number of its directors, which shall not be less than 
five nor more than fifteen, and the names of the directors to serve 
for the first year; 

(7) The number and designation of officers, and the names 
of the officers to serve upon incorporation ; 


(8) The amount of the initially authorized capital stock, 
which shall in no case be less than ten thousand dollars ($10,- 
000.00) maturity value, and the names, and post office addresses 
of the subscribers therefor ; 


(9) The amount of the initially paid in capital, in cash, which 
shall in no case be less than nor be thereafter permitted to fall 
below one per cent (1%) of the total authorized capital stock. 


There shall also be filed with the treasurer of the territory at 
the time of filing the articles of association, an affidavit sworn to 
by the president, secretary and treasurer of the association, set- 
ting forth specifically the amount of authorized capital stock and 
the number of shares representing same, the names of the sub- 
scribers for shares, with their post office addresses, and the amount 
of the capital initially paid in cash on each subscription. 


Upon the filing of the articles of association and affidavit, the 
treasurer of the territory shall examine the same and, when satis- 
fied that the same are in due form of law and that the capital has 
actually been paid in to the extent required, he shall issue to the 
association a certificate stating that it has complied with the re- 
quirements of this Act and is entitled to carry on business, 


The fee for filing the articles of association shall be twenty 
cents for each thousand dollars of the stated authorized capital 
stock, but in no case less than thirty-five dollars. The same rate 
shall apply for each one thousand dollars of increase of capital 
thereafter authorized, but in no case less than twenty dollars. 
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Section 4. Powers. Every association carrying on business 
under the authority of this Act shall have power: 


To have succession by its corporate name for the period limited 
in its articles of association and during any extension thereof ; 

To sue and be sued in any court; 

To make and use a common seal and alter the same at its 
pleasure ; 


To purchase, hold and dispose of any real estate upon which it 
may have a mortgage or in which it may have any interest; and 
may sell, lease, mortgage or otherwise deal with and dispose of 
the same at pleasure, but shall not otherwise acquire or deal in 
real estate; provided, that any such association may acquire such 
real estate or a leasehold interest therein, the whole or any 
part of which may be necessary for a location for the transaction 
of its business; and provided further, that any real estate except 
that used for its business location shall be sold by said associa- 
tion within five years from the time of acquisition thereof; 


To hold, purchase and dispose of such personal estate as the 
purposes of the association may require; 

To borrow money for any of the purposes authorized by this 
Act and secure the same by a pledge or mortgage of all or any of 
its assets; 


To appoint such subordinate officers and agents as the business 
of the association shall require; 

To make by-laws, not inconsistent with law, for the manage- 
ment of its property, the election and removal of its directors and 
officers, the regulation of its affairs, and the isstaance, manner of 
voting, transfer, withdrawal and cancellation of its shares of stock 
pursuant to law; provided that every member shall be entitled to 
one vote for each share of stock owned by such member, unless 
such member shall be delinquent ; 

To receive and accumulate funds to be loaned, and loan the same 
to its members, investors or others; 

To permit or require members and investors to withdraw part 
or all of their payments on shares or investment certificates, and to 
prescribe the terms and conditions of such withdrawals, as author- 
ized by this Act; 

To cancel shares of stock on which the payments have been 
withdrawn, and to re-issue such shares; 

To receive money for investment and issue investment certif- 
icates therefor, which certificates must specify the date, amount, 
rate of interest and time when the principal and interest are 
payable. 


Section 5. Capital stock; shares. The capital stock of every 
such association shall be divided into shares having a maturity 
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value of either one hundred dollars or two hundred dollars each. 
The authorized capital may be increased from time to time by vote 
of three-fourths of all the shares of stock at the time issued and 
outstanding and upon a certificate of such increase thereof being 
filed in the office of the treasurer of the territory and payment of 
the requisite fee aforesaid. 

The capital shall be paid in by the subscribers in such sums and 
at such times and in such manner as the by-laws shall provide. 
All such payments shall be called dues, and shall be continued until 
the amount of dues paid taken together with the amounts appor- 
tioned and credited or paid on the shares as dividends or interest 
shall reach the matured or ultimate value thereof or until such 
shares shall be withdrawn, retired or forfeited and cancelled; 
provided that dues shall not exceed two dollars per share per 
month; provided further, that dues may be paid in advance. 

Shares may he issued as required, or at periods designated in 
the by-laws, or in one or more successive series, and subdivided 
into classes, each series or class having a different periodical pay- 
ment of dues. 

Shares shall be evidenced either by a pass book or by certificates, 
in either case to be issued on the first payment made on the 
shares, provided that all fully paid or matured shares shall be 
represented by certificates. 

Shares may be issued in form as installment, prepaid, fully 
paid or guaranty shares, as the by-laws may provide. They may 
also be issued in separate classes as to participation, under such 
conditions as the by-laws shall provide and which conditions shall 
be fully set forth in or upon each certificate or pass book issued 
therefor. 

Every share shall be subject to a lien in favor of the associa- 
tion for such charges as may be lawfully imposed thereon under 
the provisions or authority of this Act, and the by-laws may pro- 
vide the manner of enforcement of such lien. 

Shareholders shall not be liable for the difference between the 
book value and the ultimate or maturity value of their shares, 
except on guaranty shares. 

Shares shall be deemed to be personal property in the hands of 
the members, transferable upon the books of the association in 
such manner as shall be provided in the by-laws. 


Section 6. Minors’ shares. Shares may be issued in the 
name of a minor, in the same manner as to an adult person, and 
all relations between the minor and the association shall he on the 
same basis as though the minor were an adult, provided that no 
fines or penalties shall be charged against said shares for any 
time within the minority of the owner thereof, except in the case 
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of stock to which dividends are credited irrespective of whether 
or not installments due are paid, and the receipt or paid order of 
such minor shall be a valid acquittance of the rights of all con- 
cerned. 


Section 7. Shares held in trust. If shares are held in.trust 
the name and residence of every beneficiary shall be disclosed 
and the account kept in the name of the holder as trustee for such 
beneficiary. If no other notice of existence and terms of the trust 
has been given in writing to the association, such shares may, 
upon the death of the trustee, be withdrawn by the beneficiary or 
his legal representatives. 


Section 8. Joint Accounts. Shares may be issued to or in 
the name of two persons or the survivor; and in the event of the 
death of either the association shall be liable thereon only to the 
survivor, and while both are living, payment to either shall dis- 
charge the liability to both. The joint ownership of shares shall 
not confer the right to vote to any greater extent than if such 
shares were held by an individual. 


Section 9. No stock shall be issued upon which a different or 
stipulated rate of dividends or interest shall be guaranteed or paid 
before or regardless of the amount of dividends distributed to 
other classes of shares, except as authorized by this Act. 


Section 10. No shares shall be issued which shall be exempt 
from bearing their portion of loss or debts of the association in 
proportion to but not exceeding their book value, not covered by 
reserves or guaranty shares. 


Section 11. Shares may be withdrawn, retired, forfeited and 
cancelled, as in this Act provided, and in such case shall become the 
property of the association, and may thereafter be reissued. 


Section 12. Reserve Fund. Every association shall main- 
tain a reserve fund, to be accuniulated out of its net earnings by 
appropriations made thereto, which appropriations shall not in any 
year be less than three per cent (3%) nor more than twenty per 
cent (20%) of the net earnings for such year, until such fund 
shall equal ten per cent (10%) of the book value of all shares of 
stock and investment certificates outstanding, (exclusive of any 
shares or investment certificates protected by guaranty shares). 

Whenever said fund shall fall below the amount above pre- 
scribed, the board of directors shall restore the same in the man- 
ner above provided. Whenever said fund shall exceed said pre- 
scribed amount, then, at the next dividend period, the excess shall 
be transferred to the general profits account. 
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Such fund shall not be available for the payment, of expenses 
so long as the association has any undivided profits, and shall not 
be used for dividends. It shall be chargeable with all direct and 
contingent losses not otherwise specially provided for, and with 
any losses upon investments whether resulting from depreciation 
or otherwise, and shall also be a guaranty of payments of with- 
drawals on shares and investment certificates not otherwise guar- 
anteed. , 


Said fund may be invested in the same manner as other invest- 
ment funds of the association, and the income therefrom may be 
merged with other current earnings. 


Section 13. Dividends. No dividends or apportionment of 
profits shall be declared, credited or paid except out of surplus or 
net profits. Earnings shall be apportioned and credited at least 
once in each year on the book value of all shares; provided that 
the amounts so apportioned on matured shares may be paid as 
cash dividends. Such apportionments in any year shall not exceed 
the net earnings for such year added to any accumulated undivided 
profits. 


The board of directors may carry as undivided profits such sum 
or sums as they may deem wise, provided that the aggregate 
amount thereof, taken together with the reserve fund, shall not 
be allowed to exceed fifteen per cent (15%) of the paid in 
capital. 


The holders of fully paid or matured shares shall be entitled 
to receive either a full participation in the apportionments of net 
profits or an agreed rate of dividend not exceeding six per cent 
(6%) per annum on the maturity value payable semi-annually in 
cash without other participation in the general profits, as the by- 
laws shall provide. 


Dividends on shares issued in serial form shall be apportioned 
or credited equally to each share in each series. 


Section 14. Fees, Fines. Membership fees may be charged 
but must be stated and paid as such separately from any dues. 
No such fee shall exceed two per cent (2%) of the maturity 
value of the stock or investment certificates subscribed for; pro- 
vided that, until the 30th day of June, 1928, foreign associations 
engaged in business in the territory at the time of the passage of 
this Act, may impose additional charges not to exceed three per 
cent (3%) of the maturity value of the securities and which 
charges may be deducted from dues thereon as and when such 
dues are collected.

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No amount paid in on any share or investment certificate shall 
be used to pay any fee, commission or other form of compensa- 
tion to any person for obtaining any subscription therefor. 

A transfer fee may be charged on each share or investment 
certificate, as the by-laws shall provide, not to exceed one per cent 
(1%) of the book value. 

A withdrawal fee of not more than one per cent (1%) of the 
maturity value may be charged on the voluntary withdrawal of 
any share or investment certificate. 

Fines may be assessed upon installments not paid when due, 
‘but no fine shall exceed ten per cent (10%) of the amount due, 
nor shall any fine be assessed more than once against the same 
delinquent amount, nor beyond a period of six months after the 
date when the amount became delinquent, except that said limita- 
tion of six months shall not apply in the case of stock to which 
dividends are credited irrespective of whether or not installments 
due are paid. 


Section 15. Withdrawals. Every holder of any share of 
stock or investment certificate, upon surrendering the same either 
before or after maturity, at such times and in such manner and 
upon such notice (not exceeding thirty days) as the by-laws shail 
provide, shall be entitled to receive the withdrawal value thereof, 
less a withdrawal fee, and less his indebtedness, if any, to the 
association; provided that guaranty shares shall not be with- 
drawable except as authorized by this Act, and then upon such 
terms as the by-laws shall provide. 

The board of directors may permit the withdrawal of a part of 
the accumulations to the credit of any stockholder on installment 
shares not issued in serial form, without thereby reducing the 
number of the shares held by him. 


Upon the death of a stockholder or certificate holder, his or her 
legal representatives shall be entitled to surrender the shares or 
certificates and receive the then withdrawal value thereof, unless 
the legal representatives of such decedent shall have assumed the 
future payments thereon. 


Withdrawals shall be paid in the order in which notices thereof 
have been filed, provided that such notice may be waived under 
such restrictions as may be imposed by the board of directors. 

The moneys available for withdrawals may be restricted to one- 
third of the current receipts of the association, and whenever the 
demands for withdrawals shall exceed the money applicable to their 
payment the notices therefor shall be registered in the order of 
their filing, and payments thereon must be made in such order. 

Should there be any unusual demand for withdrawals from the 
funds of the association, or for real estate loans, the board of 
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directors may borrow money for a period of not more than one 
year, and as security for such loans may pledge all or any of the 
securities or resources of the association. 


Section 16. Retirement of Shares and Investment Certificates. 
Whenever the board of directors shall deem it to be for the best 
interests of the association, or whenever required by any pro- 
vision of this Act, the association may retire any matured shares 
by forcing the withdrawal thereof. The shares to be retired may 
be selected by the board from those of longest standing, or, in 
their discretion, the board may invite offers of withdrawals from 
the holders of all shares open to selection therefor, and if more 
than enough are offered the board may select by lot from among 
them the number of shares to be retired. 


Whenever the total value of all matured shares shall exceed 
ten per cent (10%) of the paid in capital, the association may 
retire a sufficient portion thereof to reduce their value below said 
ten per cent (10%). 


Section 17. Cancellations on Delinquencies. In case any 
stockholder or investment certificate holder shall become and re- 
main delinquent in the payments required, for the space of six 
months, the board of directors may, in its discretion, declare the 
stock or certificates forfeited and may cancel the same; and in such 
event shall pay to the owner, upon demand, the then withdrawal 
value of such shares or certificates as the case may be. 


Section 18. Loans, Ordinary. Ordinary loans shall be made 
only for the purpose of buying, building or improving the home 
in the Territory of Hawaii of the borrower or refinancing the 
same, and shall be secured by mortgage on real estate and improve- 
ments of said home, the unencumbered value whereof, by appraise- 
ment, to be not less than thirty-three and one-third per cent 
(334%) in excess of the face of the loan unless additional secur- 
ity is taken. Interest must be stated as such and no premium 
shall be charged. Ordinary loans may also be made on the security 
of the withdrawal value of shares or investment certificates, irre- 
spective of the purpose for which the money is borrowed. 


Section 19. Loans, Surplus Funds. When funds shall accu- 
mulate in excess of the demands from members for ordinary loans, 
such surplus funds may be loaned to either members or non-mem- 
bers irrespective of the purpose for which the loan is desired, 
secured by mortgage on real estate in the Territory of Hawaii; 
or stich surplus funds may be invested in securities satisfactory 
to the board of directors and of a character suitable for trust 
investments. 
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It shall be unlawful for any such association to loan any of its 
funds upon the security of any of its own guaranty stock or per- 
manent non-withdrawable capital stock ; and any officer or director 
who shall make any such loan or consent thereto shall be personally 
liable to the association for the full amount thereof, and shall also 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished 
as hereinafter provided. 


Section 20. Inspection by Treasurer. The treasurer of the 
territory shall have the right at any time or times, without previous 
notice, in person or by any person or persons by him appointed, 
to examine into the business and affairs of every building and loan 
association, and shall have free access to all of its books, papers, 
records and securities, to ascertain the condition of the association 
in any respect and whether it is operating conformably with law. 
For such purpose he may summon and compel the attendance of 
any director, officer, agent or employee of the association, and 
examine them under oath. 


Whenever the result of any such examination shall show that 
the association is in an unsound financial condition or is operating 
in any unsafe, unauthorized or illegal manner, the treasurer may, 
by written order served upon the association, to become effective 
ten days after service thereof, therein stating his reasons therefor, 
suspend or cancel the license of such association to do business, 
provided that an appeal shall lie therefrom to the circuit court 
of the circuit in which said association’s principal office in the ter- 
ritory is located. Such appeal shall be taken within ten days after 
service of the treasurer’s order upon the association. If the 
court, sitting without a jury, after a full hearing, shall approve 
or confirm the findings of the treasurer, the treasurer shall take 
charge of and liquidate the affairs of said association and cause it 
to be dissolved, and may defray the expenses of his proceedings 
out of its assets. 


Section 21. Existing Associations, Domestic. Any corpora- 
tion heretofore organized and existing under the laws of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii and carrying on a building and loan association 
business in the territory shall be entitled to continue to carry on 
such business, in accordance with this Act, as though it had been 
organized under its terms, upon receiving a certificate of qualifica- 
tion therefor as herein provided. It shall be unlawful for any 
such corporation to continue to carry on such business longer than 
six months after the passage of this Act unless such certificate 
shall have been obtained therefor. 


Every such application shall be made in writing accompanied by 
an affidavit of the president, secretary and treasurer of the cor- 
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poration setting forth such of the matters enumerated in Section 3 
of this Act as the treasurer of the territory may require, and 
further showing to the satisfaction of the treasurer that its affairs 
are in a sound financial condition. Upon the filing thereof the 
treasurer of the territory may make an examination of the affairs 
of such corporation, and, upon being satisfied that the same are 
as represented and that such corporation is in the condition re- 
quired in the case of an association incorporatea ander this Act, 
shall issue the desired certificate. The fee for issuing such cer- 
tificate shall be thirty-five dollars ($35.00). 


Any such corporation, for the purpose of providing a reserve 
fund under Section 12 of this Act, may set apart the requisite 
amount out of its surplus or earnings, either at once or in portions 
from time to time until the required amount is provided. 

Shares of stock of such existing Hawaiian corporations quali- 
fying to do business under this Act, unless held as guaranty . 
shares, may be withdrawable under the same conditions as pre- 
scribed with respect to withdrawals of shares issued under this 
Act. 


Section 22. Qualifications of Foreign Associations. Every 
foreign corporation lawfully doing business as a building and loan 
association within the Territory of Hawaii at the time of the 
passage of this Act, desiring to continue its business in the ter- 
ritory, or other foreign association desiring to engage in business 
in the territory, shall apply to the treasurer of the territory for a 
license, and qualify itself therefor, within six months after the 
passage of this Act, failing which its right to carry on such busi- 
ness in the territory shall cease, and any license fee heretofore paid 
shall be refunded in the proportion that its licensed term is then 
unexpired, 

In order to obtain such license, and in addition to compliance 
with the provisions of Chapter 195 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, such corporation shall file an application therefor in ‘the 
office of the treasurer of the territory, signed and sworn to by its 
president, secretary and treasurer, setting forth: 

(1) The name of the association, which must conform to the 
requirements of paragraph 1 in Section 3 of this Act; 

(2) The kind of business proposed to be carried on in the 
Territory of Hawaii; 

(3) The place of its principal office in the territory ; 

(4) The term of its corporate existence ; 

(5) The number, names, residence addresses and occupations 
of its directors and principal officers ; 

(6) The amount of its total authorized capital stock ; 

(7) The amount of its total paid in capital ;

(8) The amount of its capital paid in on all shares at the 
time issued and outstanding and subscribed for by persons resid- 
ing in the territory ; 

(9) The par or maturity value of its shares; 

(10) A detailed statement of its entire assets and liabilities, 
both within and outside of the territory, segregated to show the 
same separately in the territory ; 


(11) A description of each kind, class and series of stock, 
and a statement of the number of shares of each kind, class 
and/or series issued to or subscribed for by persons residing in the 
territory, and the total amount paid in on each kind, class and 
series ; 

(12) A description of each kind or class of any certificates, 
bonds, debentures, or other papers than shares of stock described 
in subparagraph 12 of this section, by whatever name designated 
and a statement of the amount of each kind or class issued or 
sold to or subscribed or contracted for by persons residing in the 
territory; and the total amount paid in on each kind or class; 


(13) The amount of its reserve fund. 


Upon the filing of said application the treasurer of the territory 
shall make an examination of said corporation’s affairs, in any 
respect, and upon being satisfied that said association is authorized 
to carry on a business of the character permitted by this Act and 
that its affairs are in such condition as required by this Act, and 
upon such corporation further filing with the treasurer a good and 
sufficient bond with licensed corporate surety satisfactory to and 
in favor of the treasurer in such amount, not more than fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000.00) as the treasurer may require, con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance of all its obligations in- 
curred in the territory or in favor of residents thereof, the treas- 
urer shall issue to such corporation a license entitling it to carry 
on such business subject to the provisions of this Act, and not 
otherwise. Said bond shall be in lieu of the bond required of 
foreign corporations under the provisions of Chapter 195 of the 
Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925. 

The fee for such license shall be thirty-five dollars ($35.00). 

The treasurer may at any time require the bond of such foreign 
corporation to be renewed or increased within the limit aforesaid, 
and failing the continuous maintenance of a satisfactory bond the 
license to carry on business may be revoked by the treasurer. 

Provided, that in lieu of the bond above contemplated, any such 
corporation may deposit with the treasurer of the territory an 
amount of money equivalent to the bond required, or bonds of 
the United States or of any state or of the Territory of Hawaii 
or any municipality of any state or of the territory, or other 
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securities satisfactory to the treasurer, to the same value; and with 
respect to any moneys or securities so deposited the depositor 
shall be entitled, while remaining in good standing, to receive the 
interest or income therefrom, With the consent of the treasurer 
any securities so deposited may be withdrawn at any time upon the 
substitution and deposit of others of the form and character here+ 
in specified and of like or greater net value, so long as the aggre- 
gate net convertible value of all shall equal or exceed the amount 
required. 


The bonds, fund or securities so provided by such foreign asso- 
ciation shall not be foreclosed or realized upon except for the: 
liquidation of final judgments in favor of residents of the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii who were investors in any of the shares or securi- 
ties of such foreign association, and then only when certified proof 
thereof has been filed with the treasurer. 

Except as above provided, the bonds or securities provided as 
aforesaid shall not be withdrawn or withdrawable until proof 
shall be made of the liquidation of all liabilities to residents of the 
Territory of Hawaii to the satisfaction of the treasurer. 


Any person who shall be found in the Territory of Hawaii, as 
principal, agent, solicitor, or in any other capacity, soliciting or 
conducting the business of selling, disposing of, or taking or 
soliciting subscriptions for the sale of any of the forms of bonds, 
shares, contracts, agreements or other securities of any foreign 
association, not conducting business under the provisions of this 
Act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and be punishable 
as hereinafter provided. 


Section 23. The prohibition against doing business within the 
meaning of Sections 21 and 22 of this Act shall be held to forbid 
the carrying on of any new business. 


Section 24. Compliance with this Act Essential. The busi- 
ness of a building and loan association shall not be carried on in 
this territory except by a corporation as authorized by this Act. 


Section 25. Banking Forbidden. Nothing in this Act shall 
be deemed to authorize any building and loan association to engage 
in or carry on any kind of banking business; nor shall any such 
association at any time have or carry upon its books, for any 
member or investor, any demand or commercial or checking ac- 
count or any credit to be withdrawn upon the presentation of any: 
negotiable check, draft or order. 


Section 26. Fidelity Bonds. Every association carrying om 
a building and loan association business in the territory shal] re- 
quire the bonding of such officers and employees as shall have any 
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possession, custody or means of drawing upon any of the funds 
or securities of the association. The amounts of such bonds shall 
be determined by the board of directors and the surety thereon 
shall be a licensed corporate surety. 


‘ Section 27. General Laws Applicable. All of the provisions 
of the general laws of the Territory of Hawaii relating to cor- 
porations, where not inconsistent with any provisions of this Act, 
or otherwise inapplicable, shall apply to all associations doing 
business under this Act. 


Section 28. Penalty. The penalty for violation of any of 
the provisions of this chapter shall be a fine not exceeding one 
thousand dollars or imprisonment not exceeding one year, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 


Section 29. Constitutionality. If any section or part of any 
section of this Act shall be declared to be unconstitutional, the 
remainder of the Act shall not thereby be invalidated.

Section 1. Name of the Act. This Act may be cited as the 
Uniform Act for the Extradition of Persons of Unsound Mind. 
SecTION 2. Definition of Terms. The terms “flight” and 
“fled” as used in this Act, shall be construed to mean any volun- 
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tary or involuntary departure from the jurisdiction of the court 
where the proceedings hereinafter mentioned may have been in- 
stituted and are still pending, with the effect of avoiding, imped- 
ing or delaying the action of the court in which such proceedings 
may have been instituted or be pending, or any such departure 
from the state where the person demanded then was, if he then 
was under detention by law as a person of unsound mind and 
subject to detention. The word “state” wherever used in this 
Act, shall include states, territories, districts and insular and other 
possessions of the United States. As applied to a request to re- 
turn any person within the purview of this Act to or from 
the District of Columbia, the words “executive authority”, “Gov- 
ernor” and “Chief Magistrate’, respectively, shall include a Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia and other 
authority. 


Section 3. Persons subject to the Act. A person alleged to 
be of unsound mind found in this Territory, who has fled from 
another state, in which at the time of his flight : 

(a) He was under detention by law in a hospital, asylum or 
other institution for the insane as a person of unsound mind; or 

(b) He had been theretofore determined by legal proceedings 
to be of unsound mind, the finding being unreversed and in full 
force and effect, and the control of his person having been acquired 
by a court of competent jurisdiction of the state from which he 
fled; or 

(c) He was subject to detention in such state, being then his 
legal domicile (personal service of process having been made) 
based on legal proceedings there pending to have him declared of 
unsound mind: shall, on demand of the executive authority of the 
state from which he fled, be delivered up to be removed thereto. 


Section 4. Procedure. Whenever the executive authority of 
any state demands of the executive authority of this Territory, 
any fugitive within the purview of Section 3 and produces a copy 
of the commitment, decree or other judicial process and proceed- 
ings, certified as authentic by the Governor or Chief Magistrate 
of the state whence the person so charged has fled, with an affidavit 
made before a proper officer showing the person to be such a 
fugitive, it shall be the duty of the executive authority of this 
Territory to cause him to be apprehended and secured, if found 
in this Territory, and to cause immediate notice of the apprehen- 
sion to be given to the executive authority making such demand, 
or to the agent of such authority appointed to receive the fugitive, 
and to cause the fugitive to he delivered to such agent when he 
shall appear. If no such agent appears within thirty days from 
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the time of the apprehension, the fugitive may be discharged. All 
costs and expenses incurred in the apprehending, securing, main- 
taining and transmitting such fugitive to the state making such 
demand, shall be paid by such state. Any agent so appointed who 
receives the fugitive into his custody shall be empowered to trans- 
mit him to the state from which he has fled. The executive author- 
ity of this Territory is hereby vested with the power, on the 
application of any person interested, to demand the return to this 
Territory of any fugitive within the purview of this Act. 


Section 5. Limitation. Any proceedings under this Act shall 
be begun one year after the flight referred to in this Act. 


Section 6. Interpretation. This Act shall be so interpreted 
and construed as to effectuate its general purpose to make uniform 
the law of those states which enact it. 


Section 7. Repeal. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent 
with this Act are hereby repealed.

The owner of 
all cattle reacting to the tuberculin test shall cause them to be 
segregated immediately and, within a reasonable time thereafter, 
to be delivered for slaughter at such time and place as may be 
designated by the Territorial Veterinarian, his assistant or deputy. 
Such slaughter shall be under the direct supervision of the Ter- 
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ritorial Veterinarian, his assistant or deputy, and in accordance 
with the meat inspection regulations of the Federal Bureau of 
Animal Industry.” 


Section 2. Section 629 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 629. Indemnification. For any animal slaughtered, un- 
der the provisions of the foregoing section, the owner shall be 
paid one hundred dollars ($100.00) for a pure-bred registered ani- 
mal or fifty dollars ($50.00) for a grade animal; provided, that 
no compensation will be paid for tuberculous steers, nor will com- 
pensation be paid for bulls which are not pure-bred. The amount 
of indemnification being thus ascertained, the owner may present 
to the Territorial Auditor a claim against the Territory of Ha- 
waii for such indemnification. A warrant for the payment of 
such a claim shall be made upon vouchers approved by the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Agriculture and Forestry, provided, (a) that 
no indemnification shall be paid unless the owner has cooperated 
with the Board in complying with all rules and regulations issued 
pursuant to the control and eradication of bovine tuberculosis and 
has presented his whole herd for testing; and provided, (b) that 
no indemnification shall be paid for any imported animal which, 
after admission to the Territory, shall have been placed in herds 
known to be infected at the time; and provided, (c) that no in- 
demnification shall be paid for any imported animal condemned on 
retest while in quarantine and before release from quarantine. 


In case of any report or ruling adverse to the owner hereunder, 
the owner shall be given a hearing before the Board before a final 
tuling is made.”

to be discharged or deposited or suffers or permits to be discharged 
or deposited, or to pass, or who places where it can pass in or 
into any of the waters of the Territory, any petroleum, coal or oil 
tar, lampblack, analine, asphalt, bitumen, or residuary product of 
petroleum or carbonaceous material or substance, in such quantities 
as shall be deleterious to fish or plant life there existing, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) or by imprisonment for not more 
than one hundred and fifty (150) days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Section 1431 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1431—Publication of Statements. It shall be the duty 
of the Auditor of the Territory to prepare and submit to the 
Governor, and publish in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the Territory, immediately following the close of each fiscal year, 
a statement of income and expenditure by funds, showing the prin- 
cipal sources of revenue, the function or purpose for which ex- 
penditures were made, -together with a consolidated statement 
showing similar information for all funds; also a statement show- 
ing the balance in each fund at the beginning of the fiscal year, plus 
the receipts, minus the disbursements, and the balance on hand at 
the close of the fiscal year after deducting outstanding warrants 
and vouchers.” 


Section 2. Chapter 105 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended by adding a new section thereto to be known as 
Section 1433A, to read as follows: 


Act 219] Avupit or Pusric Accounts. 243 


“Section 1433A. Approval of Business and Accounting Forms. 
The Auditor, by and with the approval of the Governor, shall deter- 
mine the forms required to adequately supply accounting and 
statistical data for the Territorial government. Upon the expira- 
tion of the tenure of office of the Commission on Public Ac- 
countancy, it shall be the Auditor’s duty to require heads of de- 
partments and establishments of the Territorial government to 
submit proposed new forms or proposed changes in current busi- 
ness and accounting forms for review and approval before order- 
ing the same printed. All standard Territorial forms will be clas- 
sified, numbered and standardized in design, dimensions, color and 
grade of paper and recorded in a catalog of accounting and statis- 
tical forms by the Auditor.” 


Section 3. Section 1437 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1437. Accounting systems; enforcing the use of and 
inspection of the same. The accounting systems installed by the 
Commission on Public Accountancy under the provisions of Act 
181, 5S. L. 1923, as amended by Act 220, S. L. 1925, for use in the 
offices of the Auditor, Treasurer and departmental services of the 
Territory, and the auditors, treasurers and departmental services 
of the several counties and City and County are hereby declared to , 
be the accounting and reporting systems of said Territory, counties 
and City and County. Upon the expiration of the tenure of office 
of said Commission on Public Accountancy, it shall be the duty of 
the Auditor of the said Territory to enforce the use of said sys- 
tems, and it shall be his duty to make inspections from time to 
time of the application of the same. Provided, however, that 
nothing herein contained shall prohibit the said Auditor, with the 
approval of the Governor, of making such changes and modifica- 
tions in said systems as shall from time to time appear to be in the 
best interest of the Territory and said counties and City and 
County.” 


Section 4. Section 1441 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1441. Payments into Treasury. By Honolulu Ac- 
countants. Every such Public Accountant collecting or receiving 
revenue or other moneys aforesaid in Honolulu shall pay weekly, 
or at such times as may he otherwise specially appointed, into the 
treasury all sums of money collected or received by him on account 
of the revenue or otherwise as aforesaid, accompanied by vouchers 
bearing his signature, and which stich sums shall have been col- 
lected or received, and unless otherwise specially directed, shall not 
later than the fifth day after the expiration of each month, trans- 
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mit to the Auditor a return in the form contained in Section 1470, 
with such particulars in each case as may be required by the 
Auditor, of all moneys collected or received by him during the 
preceding month, and shall make and subscribe to an oath in the 
form prescribed in such section.” 


Section 5. Section 1442 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1442, Payments into Treasury. By Accountants out 
of Honolulu. Every such Public Accountant collecting or receiv- 
ing revenue or other moneys as aforesaid out of Honolulu shall 
transmit or pay monthly, or at such times as may be otherwise 
specially appointed, into the treasury all sums of money collected 
or otherwise received by him on account of the revenue or other- 
wise as aforesaid, accompanied by vouchers bearing his signature, 
and containing a full and accurate description of the services for 
which such sums shall have been collected or received, and unless 
otherwise specially directed, shall, on or before the 10th day after 
the expiration of each month, transmit to the Auditor, by post ot 
otherwise, a return in the form contained in Section 1470, with 
such particulars in each case as may be required by the Auditor, of 
all moneys collected or received by him during the preceding month, 
and shall make and subscribe to an oath in the form prescribed 
in such section.” 


Section 6. Section 1446 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1446. Auditor to enforce payments, collections. The 
Auditor, upon the receipt by him of the returns required to be fur- 
nished by Public Accountants, billing, receiving or collecting 
moneys as hereafter in this chapter provided, shall examine and 
compare the same with the schedule of accounts receivable, cash 
receipts and with the accompanying vouchers and documents, if 
any and shall allow and discharge every Public Accountant for all 
sums shown to have been by him respectively received or collected 
and duly paid into the treasury, and shall disallow and surcharge 
such Public Accountant for all sums wilfully or negligently omitted 
to be received or collected by him, which under any law or regula- 
tion, it was his duty to receive or collect, and all sums not duly 
paid by him into the treasury, and such unsatisfied surcharges 
shall be by him enforced against such public accountant.” 


Secrion 7. Section 1448 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1448. Receipts and Payments. For all moneys paid 
into the treasury there shal! be prepared three receipts, two of 
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which shall be signed for said money, which shall be alike, except- 
ing that upon the face of one of them shall appear the word 
‘original’ and on the others the words ‘duplicate’ and ‘triplicate’, 
respectively. Such receipts shall specify the amount and from 
what person or officer received and into what fund or what account 
deposited. On the triplicate copy of such receipt shall be entered 
a memorandum ot the contents thereof, and the Treasurer shall 
deliver both the onginal and duplicate receipts to the person or 
official paying the money into the treasury. Such officer or person 
shall forthwith present both receipts to the Auditor, who shall 
countersign the original receipt and file the duplicate, after writing 
upon its face the day of its delivery to him, and charging the 
Treasurer with the amount specified therein, and crediting the 
fund or account named thereon. No such receipt shall be con- 
sidered valid or binding as against the Territory, unless so counter- 
signed as in this chapter before provided.” 


Section 8. Section 1456 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1456. Bookkeeping. The Auditor shall keep a com- 
plete set of double entry books in which he shall open or cause to 
be opened, all government accounts, and for the several amounts 
as shown by the appropriation bill, or any other appropriation that 
may be at any time made by the Legislature, and he shall record 
his daily business transactions in detail therein. He shall also keep 
ledgers in which he shall open, arrange and keep in a methodical 
and systematic manner the various territorial accounts so that the 
status and condition of all funds and appropriations, of all assets 
and liabilities, and of all income and expenditures of the Territory 
may at any time be ascertained and known; and further, he shall 
’ keep books to be known as the warrant registers showing the 
warrants drawn, The warrants are to be numbered from one up 
to the number required for the current biennial period, and in the 
form as shown in Section 1467, and all such other auxiliary books 
as he may deem necessary for a correct and proper administration 
of his office. He shall also keep on file in a convenient form for 
easy reference, all bills and vouchers for which warrants have been 
drawn by him, and the bills and vouchers shall have endorsed 
thereon the number of the warrant by which they were paid, the 
date of the warrant, the appropriation and activity to which they 
were debited, and the amount.” 


Section 9. Section 1462 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1462. Warrants, payment, issue of Treasurer’s War- 
rant Notes. Every lawful demand upon the treasury, duly audited 
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as in this chapter before provided, shall in all cases be paid by 
the Treasurer on the date authorized and enfaced thereon or as 
soon thereafter as presented if there be sufficient funds at that time 
in the treasury applicable to the payment of such demand; and 
upon payment all warrants shall be cancelled and proper entry be 
made thereof.

LULU, WiTH RECOMMENDATIONS FOR LEGISLATION TO Pro- 
VIDE FOR THEIR PROPER CONSERVATION, DEVELOPMENT, USE 
AND CONTROL, AND FURTHER PROVIDING FOR THE IMMEDIATE 
CONTROL AND REGULATION OF NEW or REOPENING OF OLD 
ARTESIAN WELLS IN THE District or HonoLutvu. 


Be it Enacied by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


WuerEAs, in the report submitted to the Legislature of the 
Territory of Hawaii at its fourteenth regular session by the Hono- 
lulu Sewer and Water Commission, pursuant to the terms of Act 
150 of the Session Laws of 1925, it is represented to the Legis- 
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lature that the water resources within the District of Honolulu, 
on the Island of Oahu, are limited, and do not increase with the 
growth of population or the enlargement of the requirements for 
water therein; that unless the same are carefully conserved and 
economically administered they will soon become inadequate for 
the public needs; and that the health and general welfare of the 
public will require that the manner and extent of the development, 
conservation, use and control of the water resources of said dis- 
trict should be determined and regulated by governmental author- 
ity as soon as practicable: 


Section 1. The Honolulu Sewer and Water Commission, 
created under Act 150 of the Session Laws of Hawaii 1925, is 
hereby vested with full power and authority to survey and investi- 
gate the location and sources of supply of water within the Dis- 
trict of Honolulu, both surface and underground, and any surface 
waters outside of said District in said Island, and to determine 
or estimate the amounts available for use and the maximum pro- 
ductivity of such sources thereof. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of said Commission to sur- 
vey, study and compile records, statistics and estimates relating to 
the amounts of water required for present and reasonably pros- 
pective uses in said District, including public, domestic, industrial 
and other practicable uses, and devise and recommend to the 
legislature, at its next session, prospective ways and means by 
which such uses may be co-ordinated and served with a maximum 
conservation, storage, distribution and application of all waters of 
said District; and in connection therewith to estimate the cost 
of the necessary works for carrying out such objects. For any 
said purposes, all records and information in the control or within 
the knowledge of any department or officer of the Territory or 
the City and County of Honolulu shall be placed at the disposal 
of said Commission. 


Section 3, Data respecting existing wells. Every owner 
and/or user of any artesian well in said District shall, upon de- 
mand of the Commission, disclose the precise location of such 
well, and all other facts or information within his knowledge or 
possession relating to such well, including a particular statement 
of the precise manner in which such well is being used or oper- 
ated, and the volume of water being drawn or flowing therefrom, 
and the method and means of control thereof. 


Section 4. Relief from liability for well. Any person owning 
an artesian well in said District may relieve himself of further 
liability therefor or in connection therewith by granting to the 
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City and County of Honolulu the right to permanently seal said 
well, in which case the responsibility therefor shall he accepted by 
the said City and County and said well shall then be sealed. 


SEcTION 5. Permit for new wells. From and after the pass- 
age of this Act, it shall be unlawful for any person to sink, bore, 
drill or drive any new artesian well in said District of Honolulu, 
or to reopen any artesian well which has been unused for two 
years or more, except under and pursuant to the terms and con- 
ditions of a permit therefor from the Commission. Application 
for such permit shall be made to the Commission, in writing, 
signed and verified by the party intending to operate under same, 
setting forth the name and post office address of the applicant, a 
description of the location of the well proposed to be bored or 
reopened (which location shall thereafter be exactly marked upon 
the ground, if so requested by the Commission), the nature and 
extent of the proposed use of the water, and shall be accom- 
panied by the specifications for the proposed work, including the 
casing, cappng, equipping and means of control and operation 
of such well. If, in the opinion of the Commission, the proposed 
work would threaten the safety of the water of the artesian area 
or basin which would be drawn upon by such well, by lowering 
its level or increasing the salt content of any existing well or. wells, 
the application therefor may be denied. The Commission may 
charge a fee of one hundred dollars ($100.00) for any permit 
issued heteunder. All such fees shall be deposited by the Com- 
mission with the Treasurer of the City and County of Honolulu 
and are hereby appropriated for the use of the Commission. 


SEcTION 6. Conditions of permit. As a condition precedent to 
granting any permit to sink, drill or reopen any artesian well, the 
Commission may require the applicant to sign an agreement to 
perform such work in such manner as the Commission shall pre- 
scribe, and thereafter to operate and maintain control of such 
well according to the provisions of this Act and under such rules 
and regulations of the Commission as. shall from time to time be 
in force, and may also require the applicant to give a bond or 
other form of indemnity satisfactory to the Commission to in- 
sure compliance with such provisions, rules and regulations. In 
the event of any failure in such compliance, the Commission shall 
have power either to seal such well at the cost of such bond, or 
do such work as may be necessary to put the same in proper 
condition at like cost. 


Section 7. Suspension and revocation of permit. Whenever 
it shall appear that any well, works or use of water covered by 
any permit issued by the Commission is being unlawfully or im- 
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properly maintained or operated or that any unlawful or improper 
condition or use thereof exists, the Commission may notify the 
offending or delinquent party or parties to appear before it at a 
time and place to be stated in the notice, then and there to show 
cause why such permit should not be suspended or revoked, as 
the case may be. Such notice may be served by delivery to the 
party in person, or by delivery thereof at his last known place 
of business and residence, or by mail addressed to his last known 
post office address, not less than ten days nor more than thirty days 
before the date assigned for the hearing. For cause satisfactory 
to the Commission, any permit may be suspended or revoked, and 
any unauthorized use of such well thereafter shall be unlawful. 


Section 8. Powers of Commission. Said Commission shall 
also have power : 


1. To investigate all uses of water within said District of 
Honolulu and to estimate the quantity of water reasonably re- 
quired for any useful or beneficial purpose, according to reasonable 
standards in cases of like kind; 


2. To examine, inspect and ascertain the manner and extent 
of use or other disposition of any water in said District by any 
person or persons and irrespective of ownership thereof, and any 
machinery, pumps, or other plant or equipment, and conduits, 
pipes or other means used for the elevation, transmission or dis- 
tribution of water, upon either public or private property, and in 
the case of artesian wells, to ascertain, as far as practicable, the 
depth thereof, depth and thickness of the different strata pene- 
trated, pressure, quantity, quality or chemical composition of the 
water, and the general conditions surrounding the same, including 
encasement, capping and other equipment or means of control 
thereof ; 


3. To prescribe and regulate the manner in which new artesian 
wells in ‘said District may be bored, drilled or driven, encased, 
capped, or unused wells reopened, controlled and operated. in- 
cluding methods and materials of construction and means-of con- 
trol; and to install or require the installation of measuring de- 
vices of water from any such well, and provide for the main- 
tenance and protection of stich devices; 

4. For the purpose of exercising any power or authority by 
this Act vested in or conferred upon the Commission, any Com- 
missioner or any authorized representative or employee of the 
Commission may enter upon any public or private property, at 
any reasonable time, without warrant, doing no unnecessary in- 
jury thereto; 

5. To subpoena and compel the attendance of witnesses to any

duction of books, papers and other evidence pertinent to any 
such matter; to administer oaths and examine witnesses under 
oath. In the event of failure of any person to obey such subpoena 
or to testify thereunder before the Commission, such person may 
be punished as for contempt of the Circuit Court, on application 
therefor by the Commission to said Court. 


Section 9. Rules and Regulations. Said Commission shall 
also have power from time to time, subject to the approval of the 
Governor, to make, alter, amend and repeal such rules and regu- 
lations, not inconsistent with law, as it may deem necessary for 
the furtherance of any of the purposes of this Act or the appro- 
priate exercise of any of its powers; and all such rules and regu- 
lations when approved by the Governor and published three times 
in any newspaper of general circulation in said District, shall have 
the force of law; and any violation thereof shall be a misdemeanor 
and punished as hereinafter provided. 


Section 10. Appeal to Supreme Court. Any order of the 
Commission refusing any permit or suspending or revoking any 
permit theretofore granted, shall be subject to an appeal there- 
from directly to the Supreme Court of the Territory, which ap- 
peals shall be governed by the practice in suits in equity. Said 
appellate court shall have power to review and to affirm, modify 
or reverse any decision or order of the Commission so appealed 
from, in any matter of law or fact. Such appeal shall be taken 
within ten days after service of the Commission’s order complained 
of, by filing notice of appeal with the clerk of said appellate court 
and serving a copy thereof upon the Commission, stating the 
grounds therefor. 


Section 11. Penalties. Any person who shall violate any pro- 
vision of this Act or any rule or regulation made and promulgated 
by the Commission by authority of this Act, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished for 
each offense by a fine not to exceed fifty dollars ($50.00), except 
that in cases where such offense shall be of a continuing nature 
each day’s continuance of the same, after written notice from the 
Commission to remedy the same, shall constitute a separate offense. 


. Section 12, The Commission shall keep a record of its pro- 
ceedings and decisions had or made under this Act. 


Section 13. Laws continued in force. All of the provisions 
of this Act shall be deemed to be supplemental to the provisions 
of Act 150 of the Session Laws of 1925, and any other Jaws sup- 
plemental thereto or amendatory thereof.

MAKING AND SALE OF SAME, AND PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR 
THE VIOLATION OF ITS PROVISIONS. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1, Definition. The term “mattress” as used in this 
Act shall be construed to mean any quilted pad, comforter, mat- 
tress, mattress-pad, bunk quilt or cushion, stuffed or filled with 
wool, hair, or other soft material to be used on a couch or other 
bed for sleeping or reclining purposes. 


Section 2. No person or corporation, by himself or by his 
agents, servants, or employees, shall employ or use in the making, 
re-tnaking or renovating of any mattress, any material of any kind 
that has been used in or has formed a part of, any mattress used 
in or about any public or private hospital, or institution for the 
treatment of persons suffering from disease, or for or about any 
person having any infectious or contagious disease; any material 
known as “shoddy”, and made in whole or in part from old worn 
clothing, carpets or other fabrics, or materials previously used, 
or any other fabrics, or materials from which shoddy is construct- 
ed; any material, not otherwise prohibited by this Act, of which 
prior use has been made, unless any and all of said materials have 
been thoroughly sterilized, and disinfected by a reasonable process, 
approved by the Territorial Board of Health. 


Section 3. No person or corporation, by himself or his agents, 
servants, or employees, shall, directly or indirectly, at wholesale or 
retail, or otherwise, sell, offer for sale, deliver or consign, or have 
in his possession with intent to sell, deliver or consign, any mat- 
tress that shall not be plainly and indelibly stamped or printed 
thereon, or upon a muslin or linen tag, not smaller than three 
inches square, securely sewed to’the covering thereof a statement, 
in the English language, setting forth the kind or kinds of materials 
used in filling the said mattress, and whether the materials are in 
whole, or in part, new or old, or second-hand, or shoddy, and the 
name and address of the manufacturer or vendor thereof, or both; 
also the quantity of such materials used. expressed in terms of 
avoirdupois weight ; also size of same, expressed in linear measure, 
clearly indicating the length and breadth thereof, except that tags 
attached to comforters need state only the percentage of new ma- 
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terial and (or) shoddy material, and that no sizes be marked on 
same ; provided, however, that this Act shall not apply to the sale 
or other disposal by the owner thereof, of any mattress constitut- 
ing a part of his household furniture. 


Section 4. Whenever the word “Felt”, as applied to cotton, is 
used in the said statement concerning materials, it shall be indi- 
cated in said statement whether said felt is “felted cotton” or 
“felted linters.” This section shall not apply to comforters. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful to use in the said statement 
concerning any mattress the word ‘‘floss” or words of like import, 
if there has been used in filling said mattress any materials which 
are not termed as “kapok.” 


SEcTION 6. It shall be unlawful to use in said statement con- 
cerning any mattress the word “hair” unless said mattress is en- 
tirely manufactured of animals’ hair. 


Section 7. It shall be unlawful to use in the description in 
the said statement any misleading term or designation, or term or 
designation likely to mislead. 


Section 8. Any mattress made from more than one new ma- 
terial shall have stamped upon the tag attached thereto the per- 
centage of each material so used. The provisions of this section 
shall not apply to comforters. 


. Section 9, Any mattress made from any material of which 

prior use has been made shall have stamped or printed upon the 
tag attached thereto, in type not smaller than twenty-point, the 
words “second-hand material.” 


Section 10. Any mattress made from material known as 
“shoddy” shall have stamped or printed upon the tag attached 
thereto, in type not smaller than twenty-point, the words “shoddy 
material.” 


Section 11. The statement required under section three of 
this Act shall be in the following form:

Any person who shall remove, deface, alter, or 
in any manner attempt the same, or shall cause to be removed, de- 
faced, or altered, any mark or statement placed upon any mattress 
under the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of the violation of 
this Act. 


Any person or corporation violating the ‘provisions 
of this Act shall be guity of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty dollars

AN ACT 1n rE DEporRTATION OF PATIENTS, NON-RESIDENTS OF 
THE TERRITORY CONFINED IN THE TERRITORIAL HOSPITAL. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Board of Health of the 
Territory of Hawaii to cooperate with the United States Bureau of 
Immigration in arranging for the deportation of all alien public 
charges who are now confined in or may be hereafter admitted or 
committed to the Territorial Hospital. 


Section 2. The Board of Health of the Territory of Hawaii 
shall also return all non-resident public charges, who are now con- 
fined in or who may be hereafter admitted or committed to the 
Territorial Hospital, to the state or states in which they may have a 
legal residence. For the purpose of facilitating the return of such 
persons, the said Board of Health of the Territory of Hawaii may 
enter into reciprocal agreements with the proper boards, commis- 
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sions, or officers of other states for the mutual exchange of such 
public charges now confined in or hereafter admitted or committed 
to the Territorial Hospital whose legal residence is in another 
state, and it is authorized and empowered to file written permission 
for the return of any resident or residents of the Territory of Ha- 
waii now confined in a public institution in another state, corre- 
sponding to any institution coming within the definition of state 
hospitals for the insane, or in which they were under detention, not 
having been lawfully discharged therefrom. 


Section 3. A person shall be deemed to be a resident of this 
Territory within the meaning of this Act who shall have lived con- 
tinuously in the Territory for a period of one year and who has 
not acquired a residence in another state by living continuously 
therein for at least one year subsequent to his residence in the 
Territory; provided, however, that the time spent in a public, in- 
stitution or on parole therefrom shall not be counted in determin- 
ing the matter of residence in this or another state. In determin- 
ing the residence of a minor inmate of the Territorial Hospital. 
due consideration shall be given to the residence of the parents of 
said inmate, and if either one or both parents of said minor in- 
mate are residents of the Territory of Hawaii the inmate shall also 
be deemed a resident of the Territory of Hawaii. 


Section 4, All expenses incurred in returning such persons to 
another state shall be paid by the Territory of Hawaii, but the 
expense of returning residents of this Territory shall be borne by 
the state making the return. 


Section 5. The cost and expense incurred in effecting the 
transportation of such persons’ shall be paid from the funds ap- 
propriated for that purpose, or if no such funds be available, then 
from the money appropriated for the care of the insane, or in- 
competent and delinquent, as may be necessary, upon vouchers 
approved by the Board of Health. 


Section 6. This Act shall take effect after its approval.

SecTION 1. Section 3894 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 3894. Lawfulness of flight. Flight in aircraft over the 
lands and waters of the Territory is lawful, unless at such a low 
altitude as to interfere with the then existing use to which the land 
or water, or the space over the land or water, is put by the owner, 
or unless so conducted as to be imminently dangerous to persons 
or property lawfully on the land or water beneath, or unless in 
violation of the rules and regulations promulgated by the Ter- 
ritorial Aeronautical Commission pursuant to Section 3900. The 
landing of an aircraft on the lands or waters of another, without 
his consent, is unlawful, except in the case of a forced landing. 
For damages caused by a forced landing, however, the owner or 
lessee of the aircraft or the aeronaut shall be liable, as provided 
in Section 3895.” 


Section 2. Section 3900 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 3900. Territorial Aeronautical Commission; powers and 
duties. There is hereby created the Territorial Aeronautical Com- 
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mission, to consist of not less than five nor more than seven mem- 
bers, to be appointed by the Governor and to serve without pay, 
one of whom shall be designated by the Governor to act as chair- 
man. At least three of the members of said Commission shall he 
competent licensed aeronauts, or aeronauts holding commissions as 
such in the aviation service of some branch of the United States 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps or Coast Guard, including the Hawaii 
National Guard, the Naval Militia and Reserve Corps. The chair- 
man shall approve all vouchers for the necessary expenses of the 
Commission, including necessary travel expenses of the commis- 
sioners while in the performance of their duties as such commis- 
sioners. The Commission shall have power, provided the neces- 
sary funds are available, to employ a secretary as well as steno- 
graphic and clerical assistants. 

The powers and duties of said Commission shall be as follows: 

(1) The preparation, promulgation and enforcement of rules 
and regulations governing aviation and all allied activities within 
the Territory of Hawaii, which rules and regulations, when ap- 
proved by the Governor and promulgated, shall have the effect 
of law; 

(2) Examination and licensing of commercial aeronauts, me- 
chanics, aircraft and flying equipment, including the right of access 
to and inspection of all such aircraft and flying equipment at all 
times ; 

(3) The establishment and chartering of airways, and areas 
over which flying shall be prohibited, throughout the Territory ; 

(4) The exclusive control and operation of all territorially 
owned or leased airports. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed as applying to 
aeronauts, mechanics, aircraft or equipment employed by the 
United States Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard, the 
Hawaii National Guard, Naval Militia of Hawaii or the Reserve 
Corps.” 


SEcTION 3. Section 3901 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 3901. Penalties. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
operate any aircraft within, across or above the Territory of 
Hawaii, unless such person and his mechanic or mechanics, aircraft 
and flying equipment have been duly licensed pursuant to Section 
3900, and any person so doing, and any person violating any rule 
or regulation duly promulgated by the Commission, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), or by impris- 
orment for not more than one year, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment.” 
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Section 4. Section 3902 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby repealed.

When any deposit with a 
bank, trust company, or fiduciary company, shall have been, or 
shall be, made by or in the name of any minor, such deposit shall 
be held for the exclusive right and benefit of the minor and free 
from the control or lien of all persons, and shall be paid, together 
with the dividends, if any, and interest, if any, thereon, to the 
minor, and the receipt or acquittance of the minor shall be a valid 
and sufficient release and discharge for the deposit or any part 
thereof, to the bank, trust company, or fiduciary company; pro- 
vided, that in case any guardian or trustee shall be appointed for 
the minor, any court having jurisdiction may order the deposit, or 
deposits, to be placed under the control of the guardian or trustee, 
and the bank, trust company, or fiduciary company, shall, upon 
receipt of a certified copy of the order, pay over or credit to the 
guardian or trustee the deposit and any dividends and interest per- 
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taining to the deposit, or deposits, and the receipt or acquittance of 
the guardian or trustee shall be a valid and sufficient release and 
‘discharge for the deposit, or deposits, or any part thereof, to the 
bank, trust company, or fiduciary company.” 


Secrion 2. Section 3408 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
relating to deposits by trustees, is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

“Sec. 3408. Deposits by Trustees. When any deposit with a 
bank, trust company, or fiduciary company, shall be made by any 
person in trust for another, and no other or further notice of the 
existence and terms of the legal and valid trust shall have been 
given in writing to the bank, trust company, or fiduciary company, 
then, in the event of the death of the trustee, such deposit, or any 
part thereof, together with the dividends or interest, if any, there- 
on, may be paid to the person for whom the deposit was made, and 
the payment and the receipt or acquittance of the one to whom the 
payment is made shall be a valid and sufficient release and dis- 
charge to the bank, trust company, or fiduciary company, for all 
payments made on account of the deposit.” 


SECTION 3. Section 3409 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, relating to joint deposits, is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

“Sec. 3409. Joint Deposits. When a deposit with a bank, trust 
company, or fiduciary company, shall be made by any person in 
the names of the depositor and another person, or persons, and 
in form to be paid to either, or the survivor or survivors of them, 
deposits thereupon and any addition thereto made by either, or any, 
of such persons, upon the making thereof, shall become the 
property of such persons, as joint tenants, and such deposit and 
deposits, together with all interest thereon, shall be held for the 
exclusive use of the persons so named, and may be paid to either, 
or any, of such persons, during the lifetime of all or any, or to the 
survivor, or survivors, after the death of one or more of them, and 
the payments and the receipts or acquittances of the one to whom 
the payments are made, shall be a valid and sufficient release and 
discharge to the bank, trust company, or fiduciary company, for 
all payments made on account of such deposit, or deposits.”

In each year on or be- 
fore May Ist, the deputy assessors in each district shall prepare 
from the records of taxable properties to be maintained in district 
offices a list of all assessments made for the district, which list 
shall be signed, sworn to and filed with the assessor of the divi- 
sion. Such assessment lists showing valuations of real and pre- 
sonal properties, amounts of exemptions allowed in each case as 
provided by law and net taxable values shall be the lists in accord- 
ance with which taxes shall be collected, subject only to changes 
made by any court having jurisdiction, where appeals from assess- 
ments have been lodged in due form, are of record in the court and 
costs have heen deposited according to law. No changes in or 
additions to such assessments shall thereafter be made except to 
add thereto property and/or taxes that may have been omitted 
therefrom and may deduct therefrom only, adjustments on ac- 
count of duplicate assessments and clerical errors, such as trans- 
position of figures, typographical errors and errors in calculation. 
Assessors shall prepare tax rolls for each division from district 
assessment lists showing thereon valuations, exemptions allowed, 
taxable values, names and addresses of the assessed and amount of 
taxes in each case, certified copies of which shall be filed with 
the Auditor and the Treasurer of the Territory. Such rolls shall 
be the foundation of the ‘Taxes receivable’ account on the books 
of the Territorial Auditor; provided, however, that no adjustment 
of the amounts reported to the Auditor on tax rolls, tending to 
reduce the amount of taxes billed, shall be entered upon the 
records until the tenders of such adjustments have been properly 
audited and the legality of the transaction determined by the 
Auditor of the Territory acting in conjunction with the Attorney 
General of the Territory in each case.”

vided, that the banlx or banks in which such money is deposited 
shall furnish security as hereinafter provided and pay interest on 
all deposits at a rate not less than two per cent nor more than 
three per cent per annum, except that in the case of loan fund 
money, for which there is no immediate need, or expenditures 
therefrom would not be made for at least three months, the Treas- 
urer may place such funds on time deposit to draw interest at a 
higher rate; and provided, that in selecting such depository bank 
or banks the rate of interest and the class of security offered shall 
both be considered as the basis of selection and due regard shall 
be given to the bank or banks doing business in the Territory, 
or such parts thereof, where the disbursements of public money 
are or may be made; provided, that no more than fifty per cent 
of the aggregate amount of moneys of the Territory available for 
deposit and on deposit shall he deposited in any one bank; pro- 
vided, further, that for taxation purposes, in returning its cash 
balance, a bank shall be allowed to deduct an amount not greater 
than that represented by the ratio that its government deposits 
bears to its total commercial deposits. The expense of trans- 
portation upon the moneys so deposited shall be borne by such 
depositories. All deposits of money with interest thereon, except 
time deposits, shall be paid upon demand on checks signed by the 
Treasurer and countersigned by the Auditor, or by the payment of 
a certificate of deposit issued by the depository, which certificate 
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shall be endorsed by the payee named therein, as well as by the 
Auditor.”

“Sec. 1. How made; sinking fund account. The Treasurer 
of the Territory is authorized, empowered and required to estab- 
lish, as a special deposit in the treasury of the Territory, a sinking 
fund with which to pay any present or future bonded indebtedness 
of the Territory, exclusive, however, of serial bonds, the payment 
of which is spread equally over a period of twenty-five years from 
a definite date after the date of issue of such bonds, and on the 
second interest-paying date of any Territorial bond issue hereafter 
made, whether the same is a refunding bond issue or otherwise, 
and on the same date each year thereafter until the maturity date 
of such issue, he shall transfer from the current receipts of the 
Territory, provided by law for such purpose, and deposit to the 
credit of such sinking fund, such a sum of money that the aggre- 
gate of such sums of money so annually deposited with interest 
thereon, will, compounded annually, at the rate of four per centum, 
amount at the expiration of the term for which said bonds are 
issued, to the full face value thereof. 
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The Treasurer shall also deposit to the credit of said sinking 
fund, immediately upon the receipt thereof, all compensation re- 
ceived from any of the counties or municipal divisions of the Ter- 
ritory in payment for public improvements transferred by the Ter- 
ritory to the said counties or municipal subdivisions of the 
Territory. : 


The Treasurer shall also deposit to the credit of said sinking 
fund, immediately upon the receipt thereof, all proceeds from the 
sale of public lands, not otherwise disposed of in accordance with 
law. 


Except as provided by this chapter, such sums so deposited as 
aforesaid, shall be used for the redemption or purchase of any out- 
standing term bonds of the Territory and shall not be held exclu- 
sively for the redemptiori or payment of the bonds used as a basis 
for the annual deposits, provided, however, that any bonds so re- 
deemed or purchased shall be held alive until maturity. 

‘The Auditor of the Territory shall open and keep in his books a 
separate and special account of this fund, which shall be known as 
the sinking fund account, and which shall at all times show the 
exact conditions thereof.”

The salary schedule fixing the 
pay of supervisors, principals, teachers, etc., adopted by the De- 
partment of Public Instruction on January 26, 1925, and approved 
by the Governor, is hereby adopted and approved as the Salary 
Schedule. 


“Number of Teachers. The total number of teachers, exclusive 
of principals of schools with sixteen or more assistants, and not 
more than thirty-five supervisors, not more than one hundred 
ninety vocational and pre-vocational teachers, of which not more 
than one hundred twenty-five shall be employed as pre-vocational 
teachers and the remaining number employed as vocational teach- 
ers under the conditions laid down in the Territorial plan for 
vocational education, adopted by the Territorial Board for Voca- 
tional Education and approved by the Federal Board for Voca- 
tional Education, and not more than forty secretaries for super- 
vising principals and schools which have twenty-five or more

teachers, who may be continuously employed by the Department, 
shall not exceed one for every thirty-five pupils enrolled in the 
public elementary schools, and one for every twenty pupils en- 
rolled in the public high schools at the time of the highest enroll- 
ment during the preceding year, plus an estimated increase of not 
more than 7.5 per centum in such enrollment after September 1 
of the current year. 


“Per Capita Cost. It is provided, however, that thé total 
monthly pay roll, as indicated above, shall not exceed four dollars 
and sixty-five cents ($4.65) per capita for the number of pupils 
enrolled in Grades 1 to 8 inclusive, and eight dollars and seventy- 
five cents ($8.75) per capita for the number of pupils enrolled in 
Grades 9 to 12, inclusive. 


“And the Treasurer of the Territory, in making up his estimates 
of funds necessary to be raised out of the real and personal prop- 
erty taxes to meet such pay roll, shall take into consideration the 
estimated increase of not more than 7.5 per centum in the enroll- 
ment as aforesaid after September 1 of the current year, and the 
consequent increase in the number of teachers and the amount of 
said pay, roll which will be necessary, including the amount pay- 
able by the Territory of Hawaii to the Employees’ Retirement Sys- 
_ tem of the Territory of Hawaii on account of the members whose 
salaries are paid from school funds.”

“2, A sum equal to one (1) per centum of the total amount 
collected on account of the General Fund of the County or City 
and County for the year previous shall be set aside annually from 
the General Fund of the County or City and County, which sum 
shall be placed by the Treasurer of the County or City and County 
to the credit of the Pension Fund in two equal semi-annual in- 
stallments, namely, on the last day of June and December, respec~ 
tively,.of each year, and shall be used or devoted solely for the 
purposes of the Pension Fund.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


Section 1. Certain County and City and County Employees 
entitled to membership in the Employees’ Retirement System of 
the Territory of Hawaii. On and after January 1, 1928, any 
officer or employee of any County or City and County of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii, except such employees as are specifically ex- 
cluded under Section 2 of this Act shall be entitled to membership 
in the Employees’ Retirement System of the Territory of Hawaii 
and to enjoy the benefits of that system in the same manner as 
territorial employees and teachers. , 


Section 2. Membership in Territorial System. Membership 
shall be optional with all County and City and County employees 
in service on January 1, 1928, and any such officer or employee 
who elects to join the System within one calendar year thereafter 
shall be entitled to a prior service certificate covering full credit 
for service rendered prior to January 1, 1928. Membership shall 
be compulsory on all employees entering the service of such Coun- 
ties or City and County after January 1, 1928, if membership 
would have been compulsory had they entered territorial service 
in similar position, except. that no officer or employee entering 
service after January 1, 1928, and who is entitled to become a 
member of any pension fund under the provisions of Chapter 130 
of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, shall be entitled to become 
a member of the Employees’ Retirement System of the Territory 
of Hawaii. 


Section 3. Duties of Certain Officers. The pay roll officers 
or similar officials of the various Counties and City and County 
shall submit to the Board of Trustees of the Territorial Retire- 
ment System such information and cause to be performed in 
respect to each of the employees of said County or City and 
County such duties as would be performed in the territorial ser- 
vice and by the head of a department of the territorial government 
employing members of the Retirement System. 
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Section 4. Contributions to Fund. The actuary of the Ter- 
ritorial Retirement System shall compute the rates of contribu- 
tion payable by members who are County or City and County 
employees, in the same manner as if they were territorial em- 
ployees and shall compute the contributions which shall be payable 
by Counties and City and County in behalf of their employees 
who are members as though they were territorial employees. Each 
County shall pay to the Employees’ Retirement System of the 
Territory of Hawaii a normal contribution on account of its em- 
ployees at the same rates as those established for similar groups 
of territorial employees and shall pay a special accrued liability 
contribution in lieu of the regular accrued liability contribution 
payable by the territorial government on account of its employees. 


The amount of the special accrued liability contribution shall 
be determined by an actuarial valuation of the accrued liability on 
account of the officers and employees of each County who elect to 
become members, in the same manner as the accrued ‘liability rate 
was originally determined for territorial employees. This special 
accrued liability contribution shall be payable in lieu of the accrued 
liability contribution payable on account of other employees in the 
System. 


The expense of making such initial valuation shall be paid by 
the County or City and County on whose account it is necessary. 
The County shall pay a pro rata share of the cost of the adminis- 
tration of the Retirement System, based upon the pay roll of 
employees of the County or City and County who are included in 
the System. 

The Board of Trustees shall certify annually to the Board of 
Supervisors of each County or City and County the amount due 
from the County or City and County on account of the employees 
of such County or City and County, who are members, and such 
Board of Supervisors shall transmit to the Board of Trustees 
of the Retirement System the amount of the charges so certified 
and the Board of Trustees shall credit such amount to the appro- 
priate fund or funds of the Employees’ Retirement System of the 
Territory of Hawaii. 

The Auditor of each County, or City and County, shal! cause to 
be deducted from the salary of each employee of such County or 
City and County, who is a member, the rate of contribution certi- 
fied by the Employees’ Retirement System of the Territory of 
Hawaii on account of such member, and shall transmit monthly 
or at such other times as may be agreed upon by the Trustees of 
the Retirement System, the total amount of such deductions and a 
record of the amount deducted from each member’s compensation. 


The Board of Supervisors of the various Counties and City and 
County shall transmit to the Treasurer of the Territory of Hawaii 
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at the same time said Board transmits the Resolution required in 
accordance with Section 1315 of the Revised Laws of* Hawaii 
1925, as amended, an estimate of the amount required to meet 
the obligations of the County or City and County hereunder, and 
the Treasurer of the Territory of Hawaii shall include the amount 
thereof in the tax rate of such County or City and County. The. 
amount of any excess or deficiency in the amount so estimated 
shall be adjusted in the estimate submitted for the succeeding year. 


Section 5. Retirement Benefits. Employees of the Counties 
and the City and County in behalf of whom contributions are so 
paid, shall be entitled to benefits in the Retirement System of the 
Territory of Hawaii as though they were territorial employees.

Each application must be accompanied by a license 
fee of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) and a certificate showing good 
moral character of the applicant. Except in the cases herein other- 
wise prescribed, each applicant shall be a graduate of an incor- 
porated chiropractic school or college which teaches a course of 
not less than two thousand four hundred sixty-minute hours, or 
its equivalent, of which 400 hours shall have been spent in practi- 
cal work in a chiropractic college clinic under recognized instruc- 
tors. The course shall extend over a period of three schoo] terms 
of at least eight months each, and the applicant must give satis- 
factory proof of having attended not Jess than ninety per cent of 
said two thousand four hundred hours, and have satisfactorily 
passed the following subjects: anatomy, physiology, bacteriology, 
hygiene and sanitation, pathology, diagnosis or analysis, chiroprac- 
tic orthopedy, obstetrics, symptomatology, chemistry and elemen- 
tary toxicology, gynecology, chiropractic analysis and the prin- 
ciples and practice of chiropractic, and shall present to the Board, 
at the time of making such application, a diploma from a high 
school, or proof, satisfactory to the Board, of education equivalent 
in training power to a high school course.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. The Governor of the Territory of Hawaii is 
hereby authorized to appoint a Commission, in the manner pro- 
vided by Section 80 of the Organic Act, to be known as the Cook 
Sesqui-Centennial Commission, to consist of five members. 


Section 2. The Commission shall have charge of the arrange- 
ments for the ceremonies during the week of August 15th to 
19th, 1928, commemorating the 150th anniversary of the discovery 
of the Hawaiian Islands by Captain James Cook. 


Section 3. The sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) 
is hereby appropriated, out of any moneys in the treasury, not 
otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of providing entertainment 
for such delegates as may be sent to attend the said ceremonies 
and for the cost of conducting such ceremonies. 


Section 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval. 
Approved this 2nd day of May, A. D. 1927.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


Section 1. The sum of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,- 
000.00) is hereby appropriated out of the general revenues of the 
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Territory of Hawaii for the acquisition, by purchase or exchange, 
of lands and interests in lands suitable for airports on the Islands 
of Kauai, Oahu, Molokai and Maui, and for the improvement, 
development and rendering safe and accessible the same. 


Section 2. The moneys hereby appropriated shall be ex- 
pended upon warrants based upon vouchers approved by the 
Superintendent of Public Works, who shall have charge of the 
acquisition, improvement and development of, and of rendering 
safe and accessible the various airports contemplated herein. 


Secrion 3. The sum hereby appropriated is hereby allotted 
for expenditures as follows: 


Kauai: (1) Acquisition of Land and Improvement, etc. .$15,000.00 
Oahu: (1) Improvement, etc. of Airport at Moanalua. 75,000.00 
Molokai: (1) Improvement, etc. of Government Land. 5,000.00 
Maui: (1) Acquisition of Land and Improvement, etc. 5,000.00 


Section 4. In case the amount hereinabove allotted in any 
item of Section 3 shall not be wholly required to complete such 
item, the unrequired balance shall, upon proper notice by the 
Superintendent of Public Works of the completion of such item, 
be transferred to the Permanent Improvement Fund of the County 
or City and County in which such item was allotted for expen- 
diture. 


Section 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Secton 3196 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby arhended to read as follows: 
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“Section 3196. Registrar and assistants,—appointment, tenure, 
powers and duties. The judge of the land court shall appoint a 
registrar and such assistants as now or hereafter may be allowed 
by law. The registrar or his assistant shall attend the sessions of 
the court and keep a docket of all causes, and shall affix the seal 
of the court to all processes, or papers proceeding therefrom, and 
requiring a seal.” 


Section 2. Section 3202 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 3202. Salaries and expenses. The judge of the land 
court, the registrar and the authorized clerks and assistants shall 
receive such salaries as shall be appropriated by the legislature. 
In the absence of such provision all salaries ot officers or em- 
ployees or fees of examiners of title shall be paid out of the 
appropriation for expenses of the land court, according to a 
schedule fixed by the Governor. All fees or costs received by 
any assistant registrar with an application shall be transmitted 
with the application to the registrar.” 


Section 3. The first paragraph of Section 3203 of the Re- 
vised Laws of Hawaii 1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 3203. Decision; appeals. In every case the decision 
of the court shall be filed in writing, and final decree may be en- 
tered thereon at any time after the expiration of ten days, unless 
an appeal shall have been taken as herein provided, but no decree 
shall be entered until all costs and fees are paid, and that fact 
shall be endorsed on the decree.” 


Section 4. The first paragraph of Section 3213 of the Re- 
vised Laws of Hawaii 1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 3213. Application may include several parcels. An 
application may include two or more parcels of land constituting 
one holding under one and the same land commission award, royal 
patent or grant, or two or more contiguous parcels and any par- 
cels constituting one holding under the same land commission 
award, royal patent or grant with any one of such contiguous par- 
cels; provided, however, that all parcels included must be within 
the same registry district. 


But two or more persons claiming in the same parcels different 
interests, which collectively make up the legal estate in fee simple 
in each parcel, shall not join in one application for more than one 
parcel unless their interests are alike in each and every parcel. 
The court may at any time order an application to be amended by 
striking out one or more of the parcels, or by a severance of the 
application.” 
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Section 5. Section 3218 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 3218. Transfers pending application and after decree. 
After the filing of an application, and before registration, the 
land therein described may be dealt with and instruments relating 
thereto shall be recorded and indexed by the registrar of con- 
veyances in the usual manner and also ‘entered in the index of 
applications, provided that such instruments shall state that appli- 
cation to register said land is pending and shall state the application 
number, and a certified copy thereof shall be filed with the applica- 
tion. , When any such instrument purports to convey the whole or 
any interest in said land, the original after recording shall be sent 
to the land court and filed with the application, whereupon the 
certified copy may be withdrawn. 


As soon as an application is disposed of the registrar shall make 
a memorandum stating the disposition of the case and shall send 
the same to the recorder for the proper district or districts, who 
shall record and index it with the records of deeds, and in the 
index of applications. If the proceedings upon the application end 
in a decree of registration of title the land included therein shall, 
as soon as the decree is transcribed, as provided in section 3231, 
become registered land, and thereafter no deeds or other instru- 
ments relating solely to such Jand shall be recorded with the 
records of deeds, but shall be registered in the registration book 
and filed and indexed with the records and documents relating to 
registered Jand.” 


Section 6. Chapter 186 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended by the addition of a new section to be known 
as Section 3222A, to read as follows: 

“Section 3222A. Whenever there are grounds for contesting 
an application to have the title to land registered and such 
grounds or any of them are not being presented to the court, the 
attorney general or his deputy shall contest all applications to 
register title irrespective of whether or not a specific claim on 
behalf of the territory has been filed by him. Said contest shall 
not be held to be res adjudicata in any subsequent action against 
the assurance fund.” 


Secrion 7, The first paragraph of Section 3228 of the Re- 
vised Laws of Hawaii 1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 3228. Decree. Possessory title. Qualified title. If 
the court after hearing finds that applicant, at the time of filing 
said application, or subsequently, had title, as stated in his applica- 
tion, and that his title is proper for registration, and that since 
filing said application the title of said applicant has not been en- 
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cumbered in any manner, then a decree of confirmation and regis- 
tration as prayed for shall be entered. 

If, however, the court finds that applicant, at the time of filing 
said application, or subsequently, had title, as stated in his appli- 
cation, and that his title is proper for registration, and that sub- 
sequent to the filing of said application, said title has been encum- 
bered, then said title shall be registered subject to the encum- 
brances so found. 

But if the court finds that applicant, at the time of filing said 
application, or subsequently, had title, as stated in his application, 
and that his title is proper for registration, and that subsequent to 
filing his application the applicant has conveyed away all or any 
portion or portions of the premises or interest therein sought to 
be registered, then a decree of confirmation and registration shall 
be entered, covering the entire premises, confirming title in the 
applicant or/and the person or persons deriving their title through 
the applicant, to said premises or interest in accordance with his 
or their respective true ownership of the whole or any portion or 
portions thereof or interest therein at the time of filing said decree, 
and subject to all encumbrances affecting all or any portion 
thereof. 


Every decree of registration of absolute title shall bind the 
land, and quiet the title thereto, subject only to the exceptions 
stated in the following section. It shall be conclusive upon and 
against all persons, including the territory, whether mentioned by 
name in the application, notice or citation, or included in the gen- 
eral description ‘to all whom it may concern’. The decree shall 
not be opened by reason of the absence, infancy or other disability 
of any person affected thereby, nor by any proceeding at law or 
in equity for reversing judgments or decrees; subject, however, to 
the right of any person deprived of land or of any estate or in- 
terest therein by a decree of registration obtained by fraud to file a 
petition for review within one year after the entry of the decree, 
provided no innocent purchaser for value has acquired an interest. 
If there is any such purchaser the decree of registration shall not 
be opened but shall remain in full force and effect forever, sub- 
ject only to the right of appeal hereinbefore provided. But any 
person aggrieved by the decree in any case may pursue his remedy 
by action of tort against the applicant or any other person for 
fraud, in procuring the decree.” 


Section 8. Section 3232 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 3232. Certificate effective from transcription. The 
certificate first registered in pursuance of a decree of registration 
in regard to any parcel of land shall be entitled in the registra- 
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tion book ‘original certificate of title, entered pursuant to decree 
of the land court, dated at’ (stating time and place of entry of 
decree and the number of the case). The certificate shall take 
effect from the date of the transcription of the decree. Subsequent 
certificates relating to the same land shall be in like form, but shall 
be entitled ‘transfer from No. ...... ’ (the number of the next 
previous certificate relating to the same land), and also the words 
‘originally registered’ (date, volume and page of registration) ; 
except where land after original registration is registered in heirs 
and/or devisees, the certificate shall be entitled ‘registered trans- 
fer by descent or devise from No. ...... > and shall contain the 
same information as to the decree as an original certificate.” 


Section 9. Section 3281 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 3281. Procedure upon transfer by descent and de- 
vise. Upon the death of a registered owner, his heirs or de- 
visees, or one of the assignees, for the benefit of creditors, or ad- 
ministrators or executors or holders of an involuntary lien or 
charge against the interest of any heir or devisee or their heirs or 
devisees, or an heir, devisee, administrator or executor of a de- 
ceased heir or devisee of an heir or devisee of a deceased reg- 
istered owner, may at any time after the expiration of thirty days 
from his death, if he died intestate, or from the probate of his 
will and the election of the relict, if any, thereunder, if he died 
testate, make application to the court for registration of the title 
of the deceased in the heirs and devisees according to their re- 
spective rights and interests. The application shall.be sworn to 
and shall set forth the lands of which the registered owner died 
seized, giving reference to the certificate therefor, whether he left 
a will, and if so, a copy of the same; shall state the name in full, 
residence and post office address of the relict, if any, and of each 
devisee and heir, and of each relict, heir or devisee of any deceased 
heir or devisee, and of each person then having or holding any in- 
terest or estate, present or future, vested or contingent, in the 
lands derived by devise or inheritance from the deceased owner or 
by descent or devise from any person subsequent to his death, so 
far as the applicants, after diligent research and inquiry, have been 
able to ascertain the same, and that to the knowledge, information 
and belief of the applicants no other person or persons, whether in 
being or unborn, have any interest or estate, present or future, 
vested or contingent, in the premises, except as stated. If any 
persons in interest are under disability of any kind, the nature 
thereof shall be stated and the name, residence and post office 
address of their guardian or trustee, if any, given, and if minors, 
their ages stated. ATI persons in interest not joining in the appli- 
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cation shall be made defendants thereto and may be notified and 
brought before the court, either in the manner provided for in 
original registration or by summons or other process as provided 
by law in civil actions, as the court may direct. Except where the 
transfer is by devise and each devisee named has joined in the 
application, all persons whomsoever shall be made parties to the 
application and served by publication of notice as provided for in 
original registration, or as provided for in civil actions as the court 
may direct. 


A guardian ad litem, in proper cases, shall be appointed by the 
court with like duties as in cases of initial registration. The de- 
cree of registration and certificate thereunder shall have like force 
and effect as in original registration, except that the same, in case 
they are issued before the estate of the deceased owner is finally 
settled, or before the time for contesting his will has expired, or 
before the final determination of any suit to contest or set aside 
his will, shall expressly state that they are entered and issued by 
transfer from the last registered owner, by descent or devise, sub- 
ject to final settlement of the estate and right to contest the will 
of the deceased owner. 


After the final settlement of the estate in the probate court, 
and the expiration of the time for contest of the will or the final 
determination of suit to contest the will, the heirs at law or de- 
visees or other persons in interest may petition the court for an 
order to cancel the memorandum upon the certificate, stating that 
the same is subject to final settlement of the estate and right to 
contest the will, and the court, after notice and a hearing, may 
grant the petition; but the liability of heirs of registered land for 
claims against the estate of the deceased shall not in any way be 
diminished or changed. No voluntary instrument or deed of an 
administrator, executor, assignee for the benefit of creditors, 
sheriff, master, commissioner or other officer purporting to trans- 
fer or create a lien or charge upon any estate or interest of any 
devisee or heir in registered land or to authorize the same to be 
done, shall have any effect in law or equity to accomplish that 
purpose until the title of the heir or devisee is registered as herein 
provided. An involuntary lien, charge or lis pendens against the 
interest of a relict, heir or, devisee in the lands of a deceased 
registered owner, prior to the registration of the title of such 
relict, heir or devisee, only can be obtained by filing the proper 
papers with the registrar as in other cases, and the registrar mak- 
ing entry thereof as a memorial on the registered certificate of 
title of the deceased owner, giving the name, residence and post 
office address of the relict, heir or devisee against whom said lien, 
charge or lis pendens is to operate. 
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The provisions of this section shall not in any way affect or 
impair the jurisdiction of the probate court to authorize an execu- 
tor or administrator to sell or convey registered land for any pur- 
pose for which authority may be granted in the case of unregistered 
land. The transferee who takes a deed which is executed in pur- 
suance of that authority to sell or convey shall be entitled to a 
new certificate of title, or memorandum of registration.” 


Section 10. Section 3284 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 
1925, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 3284. Payments for. There shall be paid to the 
registrar upon the original registration of land under this chapter, 
under absolute or qualified ownership, two-tenths of one per cent. 
and upon the entry of a certificate showing the title as registered 
owners in heirs or devisees one-tenth of one per cent. of the value 
of the real estate on the basis of the last assessment for taxation as 
an assurance fund. Provided, where the land sought to be regis- 
tered was not separately assessed during the preceding calendar 
year, the value of the same shall be as found by the court as of 
January 1 of the year in which the application was filed. The 
court may appoint one or more appraisers at such rates of pay as 
he shall deem just, the cost to be taxed against the applicant.” 


Section 11. That portion of Section 3300 of the Revised 
Laws of Hawaii 1925, commencing with line nine and reading, 
“For examining title, ten dollars, and one-twentieth of one per 
cent. of the value of the land”, is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


“For examining title, ten dollars ($10.00) and one-tenth 
of one per cent. of the value of the land.” 


Section 12. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

Sections 722, 723 and 724 of Chapter 54, Revised 
Laws of Hawaii 1925, relating to the creation and appointment 
of a Fish and Game Commission, the term of office, and the com- 
pensation of such Comnuissioners, respectively, are hereby repeal- 
ed, and the Fish and Game Commission is hereby abolished. 


Section 2. All the powers and duties vested in and imposed 
upon the Fish and Game Commission by Chapter 54, Revised 
Laws of Hawaii 1925, and any other laws of this territory prior 
to this Act, are hereby vested in and imposed upon the Board of 
Agriculture and Forestry, which is hereby authorized and directed 
to establish a separate bureau for the execution and performance 
of such powers and duties. 


Section 3. There is hereby added to Chapter 54, Revised 
Laws of Hawaii 1925, a new section, to be known as Section 721A, 
reading as follows:

Br Known as Sections 2450A anp 2450B, RELATING v0 
THE SALE UNDER EXECUTION OF SHARES OF CAPITAL STOCK 
OF CORPORATIONS. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Chapter 143 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, 
is hereby amended by adding two new sections thereto to be known 
as Sections 2450A and 2450B, and to read as follows: 
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“Section 2450A. Any stock in a corporation owned by an execu- 
tion defendant may be made the subject of levy of an execution 
issuing out of any court of the Territory of Hawaii, by notifying 
the president, secretary, treasurer, or managing agent of the cor- 
poration of the fact that the stock of such defendarit in the cor- 
poration has been levied upon, and leaving with such corporate 
officer a certified copy of the writ of execution. Service of such 
notice shall operate as a bar to the transfer of any such stock on 
the books of the corporation; and any corporation which shall per- 
mit any transfer of such stock, pending sale upon such execution, 
except as herein provided, shall be liable for the penalty herein 
provided for wilful transfer of said stock. Any stock levied upon 
may be sold after notice in the manner provided for advertise- 
ment and sale, contained in Section 2447 of the Revised Laws of 
Hawaii 1925. 


At any time after the issuance of execution and prior to the 
sale, upon motion or application of the plaintiff or the levying 
officer and upon due notice to the defendant or other person hav- 
ing possession of the certificate of such stock, the court may sum- 
marily direct such defendant or such other person so having pos- 
session of such certificate to produce such certificate and thereupon 
the court may order the same to be delivered to the levying officer 
for the purpose of sale. After the sale, the levying officer shall 
deliver to the purchaser such certificate of stock, endorsed or as- 
signed by him as the agent of the judgment debtor, which de- 
livery and endorsement or assignment shall vest in the purchaser 
all of the right, title and interest of the execution debtor in the 
said shares of stock, and such purchaser shall be entitled to present 
to the corporation such certificate and to demand of the corpora- 
tion the transfer of the stock on the books of the corporation and 
the issuance to him of a certificate showing that he is the owner of 
such stock; provided, that if it shall appear that such certificate is 
held by some other person as security for a debt, or for any other 
obligation, then such other person so holding such certificate shall 
not be required to deliver same to the levying officer, but in such 
case the levying officer may sell the stock subject to the payment or 
satisfaction of the debt or other obligation for which the same is 
held as security and without delivery of such certificate, in which 
event the levying officer shall deliver to the purchaser of the stock 
a transfer thereof, which shall vest in the purchaser all of the 
rights, title and interests of the execution debtor in such stock; 
and provided, further, that if it shall appear that any certificate of 
stock held by an execution debtor shall have been lost, or destroyed, 
the execution officer may likewise sell such stock without delivery 
of the certificate, but upon execution of a similar transfer, such 
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transfer shall vest in the purchaser all of the right, title and in- 
terest of the execution debtor in said stock. If, by reason of the 
absence of the judgment debtor from the Territory, or for any 
other reason, the levying officer shall be unable to secure said stock 
certificate for purposes of transfer, he shall deliver to the purchaser 
of such stock a certificate to that effect, setting forth the reason for 
his inability to deliver such certificate, and also a transfer of such 
stock, which transfer shall vest in the purchaser all of the right, 
title and interest of the execution debtor in such stock, and upon 
presenting to the corporation such officer’s certificate, together with 
stich transfer of said stock, such purchaser shall be entitled to all 
of the rights respecting such stock as a holder of a lost or de- 
stroyed certificate.” 

“Section 2450B. Any owner or holder of any certificate of 
stock which has been levied upon by virtue of an execution who 
sells or otherwise voluntarily disposes of such certificate of stock 
without consent of the judgment creditor, or order of the court, 
or who, upon demand of the levying officer, refuses to surrender 
such certificate of stock, except to assert or maintain his rights as 
a pledgee, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be punishable by a fine of not more than one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) or by imprisonment for not more than one 
year, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of 
the court.”

An inter- 
vention takes place when a third person is permitted to become a 
party to an action or proceeding between other persons, either by 
joining the plaintiff in claiming what is sought by the complaint, 
or by uniting with the defendant in resisting the claims of the 
plaintiff, or by demanding anything adversely to both the plaintiff 
and the defendant, and is made by complaint, setting forth the 
grounds upon which the intervention rests, filed by leave of the 
court and served upon the parties to the action or proceeding who 
have not appeared, and upon the parties who have appeared, or 
their attorneys, who may answer or demur or otherwise plead to 
it within ten days from the service thereof if served within the 
circuit or district wherein said action is pending, or within thirty 
days if served elsewhere.”

AN ACT AutuoriziInG THE IssuANCE OF COUNTY oR CITY AND 
County Bonps. 


WHEREAS, the provisions of the existing law, under which 
bonds may be issued, after a county or city and county election, are 
not broad enough in all particulars to satisfy the public needs in 
this regard, and additional legislation is necessary and desirable; 
and 


WHEREAS, it is necessary that all loans to be effected here- 
after should be effected, and that the bonds to be issued therefor 
should be issued in conformity with the Act of Congress provid- 
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ing a government for the Territory of Hawaii, approved April 30, 
A. D. 1900, and any amendments thereto in effect at the time said 
bonds are issued, and that the authority to effect such loans and 
issue bonds in respect thereof should be given in a uniform man- 
ner, now, therefore, 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1, The Treasurer of each county or city and county 
is hereby authorized and empowered, with the approval of the 
Board of Supervisors, to issue from time to time bonds of said 
county or city and county, with interest coupons attached thereto, 
to an amount not at any time to be extended beyond five per 
centum of the assessed value of the property in said county or city 
and county, nor to exceed, in any one calendar year, one per centum 
of such assessed value, the principal and interest to be paid in gold 
coin of the United States of America, or its equivalent, at its 
present standard of weight and fineness, in the manner, upon the 
terms and for the purposes of this Act stated. 


Section 2. No such bonds shall be issued, excepting bonds is- 
sued. pursuant to the provisions of an Act entitled “An Act author- 
izing municipalities to issue bonds for public improvements”, 
Volume IT, Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925, pp. 1947-1954, except 
in pursuance of an Act of the Legislature defining the purposes 
for which the same are to be issued, nor until approved by the 
President. Such approval on the part of the President shall be 
conclusive proof that all requirements of law have been duly com- 
plied with, and that said bonds are in all respects valid and in- 
contestable. 


Section 3. All bonds issued under the authority of this Act 
shall bear interest, payable semi-annually, at a rate of not more 
than five per cent per annum, and shall be made redeemable in 
twenty years and payable in thirty years from the date of the issue 
thereof ; provided, however, that the type of bonds known in com- 
mercial usages as serial bonds, the issue of which is also hereby 
authorized, may be issued for lesser periods, maturing in sub- 
stantially equal annual installments, the first installment to mature 
not later than five years from date of issue of such series, and the 
last installment not later than thirty years from the date of such 
issue. 


Section 4. All bonds issued under the authority of this Act 
shall be exempt from any and all taxes whatsoever, and the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest thereof shall constitute a charge 
upon the consolidated revenues of the county or city and county 
issuing the same. 
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Section 5. Except as otherwise provided, the proceeds of the 
bonds so issued shall be exclusively devoted to the purposes for 
which the same are issued, as expressed in the Act of the Legis- 
lature under which the issue of the bond is authorized. 


Section 6. The treasurer of each county or the city and 
county may, with the approval of the Board of Supervisors, deter- 
mine the denominations of such bonds to be issued under the 
authority of this Act, and the place in which the principal and in- 
terest of such bonds or any of them, shall be payable, and the 
method of their redemption. He may make such arrangements as 
may be necessary or proper for the sale of the whole, or any part, 
of the authorized issue. Such arrangement shall provide for the 
sale of such bonds by county or city and county itself, by public 
advertisement for tenders, but no bonds shall be issued at less 
than their nominal par value; or the treasurer may, with the ap- 
proval of the Board of Supervisors, accept any bid without public 
advertisement for tenders, provided such bid shall be above the 
figure of the last sale. 


Section 7. All bonds issued under the provisions of this Act 
shall be lithographed or steel engraved, and shall be signed by the 
treasurer of the county or city and county, and by the Mayor or 
Chairman of the Board of Supervisors and countersigned by the 
Auditor and be sealed with the seal of the county or city and 
county. Interest coupons shall bear a lithographed or engraved 
facsimile of the signature of the treasurer of the county or city 
and county. 


Section 8. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

or interests therein and payment for legal, engineering, or other 
services. The moneys herein appropriated shall be expended under 
the authority of the Board of Harbor Commissioners of the 
Territory of Hawaii, and the terms of Section 1477 of the Revised 
Laws of Hawaii 1925, as amended, shall not apply to any expen- 
ditures or work done under the provisions hereof.

AN ACT to Provipe a CoMMISSION TO HANDLE THE WAIAKEA 
HomeEsteap Situation, DEFINING iTS PowERS, AND Pro- 
VIDING AN APPROPRIATION. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


SECTION 1. The Governor is hereby authorized to and shall ap- 
point a Commission, to be known as Waiakea Homestead Com- 
mission, with all the powers, duties and authority provided by 
Act 88, Session Laws of Hawaii 1925, provided that, insofar as it 
is compatible with the duties of his office, the Attorney General 
shall act in all legal matters on behalf of said Commission, and on 
behalf of the homesteaders when requested by such Commission ; 
provided, that should the Attorney General deem it incompatible 
with the duties of his office to act, the Commission upon being so 
notified may retain private counsel. 


Section 2. As used herein, “Commission” shall mean Waia- 
kea Homestead Commission; “homesteader” shall mean Waiakea 
homesteader; “Mill Company” shall mean Waiakea Mill Com- 
pany. : 


SecTIon 3. The members of the Commission shall be appoint- 
ed in the manner provided by Section 80 of the Organic Act. 


Section 4. The provisions of Sections 3, 4, 5 and 6, of Act 
88, Session Laws of 1925, relating to witnesses are hereby incor- 
porated in this Act. 


Section 5. Any auditor or auditors employed by the Commis- 
sion shall be available to any homesteader or homesteaders, upon 
approval by the Commission, in any dispute or controversy between 
such homesteader or homesteaders and the Mill Company relating 
to any charges or accounts. 


Section 6. The Commission is authorized and empowered to 
bring suit in the name of any homesteader and with his permis- 
sion, on behalf of such homesteader, against the Mill Company 
for the construction of any provision or provisions of any contract 
concerning which any dispute or controversy over charges or ac- 
counts may arise or have arisen between such homesteader and the 
Mill Company; provided, however, that no such suit shall be 
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brought unless and until after reasonable efforts have been made 
to submit any such dispute or controversy to arbitration and until 
after the Commission shall have determined that such arbitration 
is impracticable or inadvisable, and such determination by said 
Comrnission shall be final and not be subject to review. 


Section 7. The Commission is empowered to render all pos- 
sible assistance to any homesteader or homesteaders in any dispute 
or controversy regarding the terms of existing contracts of such 
homesteader or homesteaders with the Mill Company, or in any 
negotiations looking toward the execution of new contracts between 
any homesteader or homesteaders and the Mill Company. 


Section 8. Each Commissioner shall be entitled to a salary of 
one hundred dollars ($100.00) per month during the continuance 
of this Commission. 


Section 9. The sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000.00), 
or as much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated 
from the general fund, to be expended upon vouchers approved by 
the Chairman of the Commission, for the payment of all expenses 
authorized by this Act.

of the Territory of Hawaii, not otherwise appropriated, to cover 
the expenses of transportation and properly housing prisoners as 
may be detailed, pursuant to Section 1523 of the Revised Laws of 
Hawaii 1925, in the District of South Hilo, County of Hawaii, for 
labor upon the airport set aside by Executive Order of the Gov- 
eornor as such, at Waiakea, District of South Hilo, County of 
Hawaii; and for the development and improvement of said air- 
port. 
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Section 2. All materials purchased under the foregoing appro- 
priation shall remain the property of the Territory, even though in- 
corporated in structures upon leased. land, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral is hereby directed to require a provision, in every lease of 
land to the Territory for the purpose of housing the said pris- 
oners, that upon the termination of the leasehold the Territory 
shall. be permitted to remove from the leased land all buildings and 
other structures placed thereon by the Territory.

StaTEs TO ExTEND THE Provisions THEREOF To ALL OF 
THE ISLANDS OF THE HAWAIIAN GROUP AND RECOMMENDING 
CERTAIN AMENDMENTS THERETO. 


WHEREAS, by Act of Congress of July 9, 1921, known as 
the Hawaiian Homes Act, 1920, large areas of public lands 
of the Territory of Hawaii were set aside to be administered by 
the Hawaiian Homes Commission created by said Act for the 
benefit of native Hawaiians in order to rehabilitate the Hawaiian 
race and prevent the decrease and possible extinction thereof; and 


WHEREAS, the Hawaiian Homes Commission was organized 
and became operative on September 16, 1921; and 


WHEREAS, under said Act the activities of the Commission 
were limited to the Island of Molokai and to. the lands of Keau- 
kaha and Panaewa in Waiakea, South Hilo, and the land of Wai- 
manu on the Island of Hawaii; and , 
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WHEREAS, nearly all of the available lands on the Island 
of Molokai suitable for cultivation under present conditions and 
portions of the lands of Keaukaha have been allotted to and set- 
tled upon by native Hawaiians; and 


WHEREAS, the Hawaiians who have taken up tracts of Ha- 
waiian Home Lands have been successful as evidenced by the 
following: 


(a) One of the outstanding features of the work is that 
to date not one person that has settled on the Iand has 
left it. 


(b) The one hundred and sixteen families occupying home- 
steads on the Island of Molokai are making excellent prog- 
ress,—they have neat and comfortable homes, their lands 
in most instances being profitably cultivated, and while 
there is no excessive wealth or luxury, they are steadily 
making payments on the loans granted under the agree- 
ment of the lease. 


(c) The house lots near Kaunakakai on Molokai and at Keau- 
kaha on Hawaii have proved one of the best features of 
the Commission’s activity,—especially on Hawaii have 
these lots served the intended purpose of getting working 
people out of the tenements. 


(d) Cooperative marketing for handling the vegetables, poul- 
try and pork is beginning to take shape among the home- 
steaders ; and 


WHEREAS, of a total population of six hundred and fifty 
native Hawaiians in the homesteaded areas on Molokai there have 
been thirty-eight births and eleven deaths; of the deaths, three 
were from pulmonary tuberculosis; one from accident; one from 
poisoning; one born defective; one unattended, and four from 
removable causes, thus making a mortality rate of less than one 
per cent; and 


WHEREAS, on the basis of such success, the Commission’s ac- 
tivities should be extended ; and 


WHEREAS, under Section 204 of the Hawaiian Homes Com- 
mission Act, further authorization of the Congress of the United 
States, and the approval of the Secretary of the Interior of the 
United States, must be secured before the Commission could fur- 
ther use, lease or otherwise dispose of Hawaiian Home Lands to 
native Hawaiians, under the provisions of the Act; therefore, 
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Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawait: 


That the project of rehabilitation of the Hawaiian race, under 
the Hawaiian Homes Commission Act, as administered by the 
Hawaiian Homes Commission, is hereby approved and declared a 
SUCCESS ; 

That the Secretary of the Interior of the United States be 
respectfully requested to give his approval to the extension of the 
activities of the Hawaiian Homes Commission, under the Ha- 
watian Homes Commission Act, 1920, to all of the Islands of the 
group, and that the Congress of the United States authorize the 
extension of the said project of rehabilitation to the Hawaiian 
Homes Commission lands on all of the Islands of the Hawaiian 
group, as set forth in the said Act; 

That the Congress of the United States amend Section 204 so 
as to authorize and the Secretary of the Interior of the United 
States approve the immediate selection by the Commission of all 
of the available lands named in Section .203 for allotment and 
settlement by native Hawaiians provided that the land so selected 
shall not be allotted for settlement until existing leases expire; 
provided that the Commission may return such portion of the 
available lands to the Commissioner of Public Lands as may not 
be immediately needed for the purposes of the Act, to be leased 
by the Commissioner of Public Lands as previded in Subdivision 
“D” of Section 73 of the Organic Act, such lease to contain a 
withdrawal clause and the lands so leased may be withdrawn for 
the purposes of the said Act, upon the giving of five (5) years’ 
notice of such withdrawal; and provided further, that the Com- 
mission shall not lease, use, nor dispose of more than 20,000 acres 
of the area of Hawaiian Homes Lands for settlement by native 
Hawaiians in any five (5) calendar year period.

WHEREAS, although the United States Government has the 
power to tax the income from salaries derived from the Territory 
of Hawaii or its political subdivisions, such taxation amounts to a 
discrimination in favor of the officials and employees of the 
various States of the Union as against the officials and employees 
of the Territory of Hawaii; now, therefore, 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawait: 


That the Congress of the United States is hereby formally re- 
quested, through the Delegate to Congress from the Territory of 
Hawaii, to amend Section 213 of the Revenue Act of 1921 so as 
to exempt from taxation thereunder all income in the form of 
salaries derived by the officials and employees from any territory 
or the political subdivisions thereof, if the laws of the Territory 
require the payment of a tax on such salaries.

Act 
approved March 2, 1887, (24 Stat. L. 440) made provision for 
Agricultural Experiment Stations to be established under the 
direction of the college or colleges or the agricultural departments 
thereof in each state or territory which had been established or 
which might thereafter be established in accordance with the pro- 
visions of an Act of Congress approved July, 2, 1862, (12 Stat. 
L. 503), entitled “An Act donating public lands to the several 
states and territories which may provide colleges for the benefit 
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of agriculture and the mechanic arts”, or any of the supplements 
to said Act; and 


WHEREAS, the said Congress has further endowed agricul- 
tural experiment stations so established and directed under the 
provisions of an Act of Congress approved June 7, 1888, (25 
Stat. L. 176), and an Act approved March 16, 1906, (34 Stat. L. 
63), and an Act approved February 24, 1925, (43 Stat. L. 970); 
and 


WHEREAS, the Congress has further made provision for and 
endowed agricultural extension work in the several states of the 
Union by the provisions of an Act approved May 8, 1914, (38 
Stat. L. 372) entitled “An Act to provide for cooperative agricul- 
tural extension work between the agricultural colleges in the 
several states receiving the benefits of an Act of Congress ap- 
proved July 2, 1862, and of Acts supplementary thereto, and the 
United States Department of Agriculture”; and 


WHEREAS, the Territory of Hawaii has established as a part 
of the University of Hawaii a college in accordance with the pro- 
visions of said Act of the Congress approved July 2, 1862, and 
its supplements, and the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii 
has given its assent to the provisions of all Acts of the Congress 
providing for agricultural experiment stations in connection with 
colleges of agriculture and mechanic arts, such assent being ex- 
pressed in Section 4 of Act 203 of the Session Laws of 1919 
(Section 403 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii 1925) ; and 


WHEREAS, all of the states of the Union and some of the 
present states when they were territories have received the benefits 
provided by the Congress for such agricultural experiment sta- 
tions, and the Territory of Hawaii is clearly within the purport 
and intent of these Acts and the best practice as applied to other 
territories, but has thus far been denied said benefits; therefore, 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


The Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii hereby reaffirms 
the declarations and claims specifically set forth in the Act of said 
Legislature approved April 26, 1923, entitled “An Act to define 
and declare the claims of the Territory of Hawaii concerning its 
status in the American Union and to provide for the appointment 
of a commission to secure more complete recognition of such 
claims by the Federal Government”, referring especially to the 
high standard of educational institutions and educational policies 
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in which American ideals and American programs have prevailed 
for a hundred years, and does further reiterate and express its 
confidence in the intent of the Congress to do full justice to the 
Territory of Hawaii, and its belief that the failure of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii to receive for the use of the University of Hawaii 
the benefits provided by the aforesaid Acts of Congress for the 
establishment of agricultural experiment stations in connection 
with the University of Hawaii and the endowment of agricultural 
extension work will be speedily remedied when the Congress is 
fully informed of the facts. 

The Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii hereby makes for- 
mal request of the Congress that in future annual appropriations 
made to carry out the provisions of the above cited Acts to estab- 
lish and endow agricultural experiment stations, the Congress of 
the. United States include the sums necessary to provide for the 
participation of Hawaii in the benefits of said Acts. 

The Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii hereby respectfully 
requests the Congress of the United States to so amend said Act 
approved May 8, 1914, (38 Stat. L. 372) as to include the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii within its scope on a parity with the several 
states, and does further request that in future annual appropria- 
tions made to carry out the provisions of said Act the Congress 
include the sums necessary to make said amendment effective. 

To the end that the conditions herein recited may be remedied, 
the Governor of Hawaii, in association with the Delegate to Con- 
gress from Hawaii, is requested to present and urge the claims 
of the Territory of Hawaii as above set forth to the next session 
of the Congress of the United States and the executive depart- 
ments of the Federal Government.

The Historical Commission is hereby given authority to deter- 
mine the retail selling price of the said history of Hawaii’s part 
in the World War, but the price shall not exceed the sum of one 
dollar ($1.00) per copy; 

The said history shall be sold and distributed through the Office 
of the Secretary of the Territory, the net proceeds after deducting 
actual expenses of sale and distribution to be turned into the 
general fund of the Territorial treasury, provided that the Secre- 
tary of the Territory may arrange for the sale of the said history 
by responsible booksellers at the price fixed by the Historical 
Commission, allowing to such booksellers a discount not to exceed 
twenty per cent of the retail selling price ;

Upon the making of the necessary findings, the Director of the 
Budget is hereby directed and empowered from time to time, with 
the advice and consent of the Governor, to determine a reasonable 
monthly automobile maintenance allowance for every official, em- 
ployee or agent, for whose use the said Director shall have found 
an automobile to be necessary, but who is not given the use of a 
publicly owned automobile. And the Auditor of the Territory is 
hereby authorized and directed to draw a warrant monthly, for 
said sum so determined in favor of the official, employe or agent 
of the Territory, so designated, for the sum so determined, said 
warrant to be drawn against the automobile fund, as determined 
by the 1927-1929 Budget, of the department to which said official, 
employe or agent shall be attached; said allowance (or such other 
allowance as the Director of the Budget, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Governor, may from time to time fix) to continue 
monthly during the period of service of said official, employe or 
agent. 

Pending said investigation by said Director of the Budget, no 
department of the territorial government shall buy, or otherwise 
acquire any passenger automobile in excess of its equipment, as 
of the date hereof. 

Nothing hetein contained shall be interpreted or construed to 
include, or apply to, the official car of the Governor of Hawaii.
